As Touching 


WOUNDS. 


F, according to the ancient Sentence of the Stocks, 

Man was bred and born for the publick good 

of his Neighbour: what greater fervice may be al- 

lowed in reafon to be performed for a Common- 
weale, then to ftudy the health of its People; and 

the preferving their parts in vigour, form and beauty ? And 
as the Learned and prudent Plutarch declares, that man 
had life given him from his Maker for Knowledge fake, the 
which doth as well procure Renown to his Name, as pro- 
duce his Vertues into Action: fo daily Experience doth 
evince, that the Induftrious hands, and unwearied La- 
ours of men of worth and Learning, have been of great ef- 
fect, ufe, and benefit to all ages. And may we not well 
grant the fame of Chirurgery ? where we may with pleafure 
and admiration view and behold, how varioufly man, being 
either wounded , incifed, pricked, battered, contuféd, or 
the like, is brought into a good. form and fhape by this 
excellent Art. It 1s he alone that can check fear.in the Pa- 
tient, and banifh danger by his Judgment; foretell Sym- 
ptoms, and prevent accidents : he is as. well the Comfort in 
the Field, as a Friend in the City. . It is by his practice and 
Art that divided parts are united, it’s his Skill that keeps 
them thus united, And as Homer faith, we ftand as much 
B in 
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Chirurgical Inftitutions : 
in need of his help as we do of Water or Fire, woo av7iEiG. | | 
eer. And for this reafon was it, that the Ancients taught § | 
their Scholars this Art of Chirurgeéty in theit Schools, from | 
whence alfo they learned their firft rudiments and Infti-} | 
tutions. 

And fince my prefent task wholly relates to Wounds, 
I fhall divide them into general and particular Difcour- 
fes. To thefé alfo have I adjoyned Gun-fhot Wounds, | 
and a particular diftourfé of all kinds of Wounds of the | 
Head, thence accompanying this Treatife with Wounds in | 
partitular, (viz.) fach as in their order may be faid to fall 
from thence to the Foot. And as every of thefe do carry | 
with them many differences, forms, fhapes, and habits, 1t j 
fhall be my tefett endeavour to acquaint the Young Chi- | 
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rutgion, how to provide and arm himfelf againft thefe, 
and with what neceflary Inftruments he may perform this | 
task, and to conguer and cure the direfull Symptoms which | 
attend many Wounds, which may infir@ or accompany fome | 
parts of the Body. And that I may place him in his right | 
Tra@, which may condu& him to the true and well ma- 

nagement of thefe: thefe four things will neceffarily fall | 
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under our Confideration, being very proper engins in their | 
places to be ufed in Wounds, and thefe are Ligatures, Me- ) 
dicines, Bolfters and Pledgets, of each of which a parti- i 
cular refpec is to be had, for they all require a right Order | 
in their applications, both as touching their long or fhort | 
continuance at the part, a flight pafling by of which, doth } 
very often prove detrimental}. 
Ligatnre And firft as touching Ligature, of this there are propofed 
Soci ‘WO ewo contrary Species, the one to be made more ftrict, whilft | 
the other may be made more loofé. And thefe two have di- 
verfity of parts allowed them,fome parts bemg properly faidto. | 
e thick, and others called thin or rare. That partis accoun- | 
ted thick which ts covered both with Bo/ffers and Rowlers, | 
thefe appointed both for keeping the part ‘warm, and alfo 
for making it more firm: that called or id to be rare or | 
loofe, | 
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as touching Wounds. 
loofe, which onely bindeth, not covereth. And thefealfo 
are to be confidered according to the Times of the year, in 
which they are ufed or faid. to be applyed. Thus Winter 
time does generally allow to make more ufe of thefe then 
the Summer. ‘Three fingers breadth for them is a very goed 
allowance. Thole Ligatures are generally accounted bett 
which are made and applyed moft naturally, and thofe do 
for the moft part exprefs the greateft honour to the Chirur- 
geon which are moft exquifitely performed by him. This 
made Wife Hippocrates affirm, that good Ligature doth de- 
light the eye, as well as give the Patient fatisfa@tion. 


The next two fhall be Secion or Incifion, and Cantery or Incifion and 
| Aduftion;, thefe alo in fome cafes are very ufefull and necef. a#e. 


~ fary, and being either made fooner or later do carry an equall 
praife and eftimate: for in fome cafes Ixcifion is {peedily re- 
- quired, and in thefe, delay may bring pain and other bad 
_ Symptoms, and thefe fix or place a new fear on the Patients 
~ front : But where many Ixcifions are to be made, a more 
_ deliberate care is to be had and uféd, granting and allowing 
- the Patient fome Intervalls of reft : and thefé are to be fo 
_ performed, as that they bring no pain to the Patient. To 
_ the well doing of which, the prompting of convenient In- 
{truments and Medicines do much conduce, every one of 
which is to be difpofed in its proper Orb and Sphere, not 
hindring or detarding one another. Then are thefe to be ap- 
plied in their right method and form. The length and 
thortnefS hereof ought alfo to be confidered 5 and what In- 
{truments are moft proper for the performance hereof: for 
fome parts of the body are of a fpeedy flux, and upon the 
flight touch of a thin and fmall Inftrament fheweth it felf, 
as Veins and Arteries, the which are not readily ob{tru@ed 
or {topped : thefé parts require {mall incifions, and for this 
ufe the Lancet or Incifjon Knife are the beft Inftruments, 
In places which are not fo perillous, where the veflels lie 
deep, and the bloud not fo apparently contained, we may 
venture on larger Inftruments. But of thefe metab es: 
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Chirurgical Inftitutions 


Capping laf. ‘And becaufe Cupping-glaffes are generally reckoned a-- 
ferw rig monegft the ae etapa oh Iihall difcourfe of thefe- 
here alfo. ‘Thefe although they operate not as other Inftiu-’ 
ments doe, yet’in many cafes they are of great ufé. Thefe are 
called Concave Inftruments, generally ufed for Revulfion, to’ | 
be applied with, or without flame, by the benefit: of which: 
Inftruments,’ thé: humour 1s: fetcht from many’ parts of the 
body, and drawn to the part to which they are applied, and’ 
fo is drawn forth. Thefe alfo are fometimes applied with or 
without Scarification. When there is occafion to make 
ufe of Scarification, begin your Ixcifions from the lower: 
parts, and'{o pafs upward, ‘for thus the bloud of every Sca- 
rified part will be apparent ; the which on the contrary be- 
ing made firft in the upper part, the bloud thence iffuing will 
' choak and obfcure the fmall Izcifons which are made dewn- 
wards, towards the lower part of the circle. Here alfo are 
we with Gz/ez to confider the differences of Izciffons, thus 
properly to be ‘made, ‘for they ought to be either thin, fu- 
perficiall and flender, or deep and large, or of a fize between 
both. Now fuch as are made {uperficiall cannot draw from the 
remote parts : thefe are neither faid to revell nor derive, but. 
do only extra& that humour which is cutaneoufly lodged 
within. Others that are made more long,. do educe much’ 
humour, as Orobafws witnefleth of himfelf; who-upon ha- 
ving his Thigh fCarified when he lay fick of the Peft, had 
drawn from thence by the benefit ofthe Cupping-glafs near 
two pounds of bloud, for this. fetcht it from the remoteft 
parts of his body, and at length- perfectly recovered him. 
Cupping-glat. And for thefe three caufes they are accounted very-ufefull 
fes very ule Inftruments, becaufe they do both: Derive, Revell’ and 
Seiscte a Expurge the redundancy of humours which are lodged in 
the body, and do difcharge the fame by the {mall Lxciffons 
opened by the Circle of the Glafs, the which doth‘ both di- 
{tend them and force the bloud ‘to -run more freely. 
And becaufe Extraction of Weapons, Splinters, Arrow- 
heads, Darts, Bullets,fuperfluous Flefb, Rags.and the like, are a 
very 
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as touching Wounds. 
very neceflary point’and Intention in Chirurgery, efpecially 
in’curing large and*Gun-fhot Wounds, I fhall'in‘the next 
place give you the names of fuch’ Inftruments as are moft in 
ufe with us for the fame’ purpole,’ Cozz.-) Crows Bills, Cranes 
Bills, Ducks Bills, Ferebellum, Forcipes, and the like. But be- 
caufé thefe will appear more'properly in their places of Gun- 
‘fhot Wounds, where alfo their figures are’ prefented, * Iwill’ 
fpeak no'more of them, onely heré alluding this Cauition, 


That there be not uféd too much’ violence in Extraétion of obtervas. 


thefé extraneous Bodies, and to give and grant a juft time 
for the execution of this Intention. Knowing that mode- 
ration is fometimes allowed as advantagious, as remtfnefs or 
inconfideratenefs granted infircce full: and‘infome cafes it ‘is 
not requifite to-extract thefe*bodies through’ the Wound, 
they being fometimes fixed: in a:bone, or between bones; 
fometimes nature will-lend her affifting hand‘to-your work; 
if you give her time; and this, various Hiltory makes good, 
and both former ages and our latter times have experienced 


the fame. Albucafis writes of a Woman who having an Ar- yiftory: 


row fhot near her Belly, and lodged in her body, fhe reco- 
vered of her Wound. Ofttimes, after they have been lodg- 
ed for many years, they frame a.way for themfelves and 
there difcharge by making-Abfcefles for their Exition: 
and this you may fee confirmed by thefe following Hiftories. 


Alfaharavins, Theoric. Tract. 6. cap..1; writes-that he {aw a another. 


man who had an Arrow {hot into his Back, the which after 
{even years made its way out. Gilbertws Anglicus lib. 5. Com- 


pend.writesofa man who having an Arrow fhot into his Guts, Another. 


had it drawn forth with the. Excrement, and-that the man 
efcaped : but of thefe expec more plentifully , in Gun- 
fhot Wounds. Sometimes it is alfo requifite that the Wound 
it {clf be dilated, for the more ready making way for its Ex- 
tion ; and then if you perceive the Extraneous body 
which is to be Extracted to be perfectly loofe, you may re- 
move it the firft drefling. But if it be only loofe at one end, 
and fixed atthe other, {trive not too much-for its removall, 
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Chirurgical Inftitutions 
left hereby you purchafe fome ill accidents you cannot rea- 
dily overcome and abate 5 as fuch a flux of bloud as is not 
Reon to be ftopt, and therefore in fuch cafes are we to. 
‘wait Natures leifure. Having thus fhown you what large 
Inftruments are bef{t and moft in ufe in Gun-fhot Wounds, 
you will find it a great advantage to gain the figns of thefe 
infixed Weapons 3 for thofe being once known, there can 
be no place left of doubt which may terrify the Patient, or 
queftion the Chirurgeon; for it is the true Knowledge of 
Signs which do haften and promote the cure. Here alfo ts 
to be confidered the frequent differences of Weapons, and 
thefe are carefully to be obferved, and with thefe the vari- 
ety of the parts into which they are infixed, for on thefe 
two does the difficulty of the cure and ExtraGtion chiefly de- 
pend, as fhall elfewhere more at large appear. Now the 
Differences differences of Weapons are taken from their matter, being 
‘of Weapons made either of Wood, Glafs, Iron, Steel, Brafs, or the likes 
from their Figure, being either Round, Triangular, Four- 
fquare, having fharp Points, Bearded ; from their Magnitude, 
being either large,{mall,or of middle fize; from theirnumber, 
being either one or many, Simple or Compound ;, from their 
habit, fome of which being fharp pointed with Iron heads, 
others Concave; fome firmly fixed to the Wood, others 
more loofely fet; and laftly they differ much in their Quality 
and Vigour, fome being venomed, others not. As to the 
parts affected, thefe are evident enough from the property 
of accidents, which they fhew: and where all thefe are 
found out, the Cure goes on with fpeed and.fuccefs 5 for 
Galens Proverb is very true, Dimidium faGi, qui bene 
cepit, habet. And he that thus foweth the feeds of his Art 
may well expect to reap a plentifull Crop of Honour and 
advantage to himfelf, as well as Eafe and Comfort to his 
Patient. 

And .as touching proper Medicines required in curing 
Wounds; the times of Purging and Dyet required there- 
in; of the diverfity of Wounds, and variety of Inftru- 

ments, 
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ments, and Medicines, as he ought alwaies to have about 
him, I fhall in their proper order fet down. The Young The chirur- 
Chirurgeon fhould have his Box thus furnifhed with Inftru- 8¢0"s Box | 
menits : with S7zzers to cut, Forcipes to Extratt, a Spatula turmited, 
to mix Unguents, and fpread Emplafters. A Spatula Ein- 
gue for deprefling the Tongue. Inczfon Knife to make Fon= 
tinels, and dilate any part. Probes to fearch the depth of 
Wounds. ©Ozula Spoon to melt any Balfome, and alfo ufed 
in Relaxation of the Uvula, the which after its being refto- 
red, isto be kept up by Reftringent Powders being blown 
through this thither. A Stitching Quill to keep his Needles. 
The upper part of his Box being alwaies furnifhed with Liat 
for making Texts, Dofils and Pledgets, and the lower part 
to be armed with convenient Emplafters. In his S2/vtary he 
fhould have thefé Unguents in readinefs. Onguent. Balflicon, tn his Salvi- 
or Anrenm or Fufcum to. digeft, Onguentum Apoftolorum to tory ae 
mundify, Oxgnent. Dialthee to eafe pain, Balfam.. Luca- . 
telli, or Linimentum Arte? to fill up with. flefh, Uxenent.. 
Deficcativoum Rubrum, Diapompholigos, or Album Campkorae 
tum to skin, dry up, and: eafe pawn. In his Lancet Cafe Lancet Cafe. 
he fhould have feverall: Lazcets , a Capital Rafour, and 
an Incifion Kvife 5 all thefe he ought at all times to be rea-- 
dy furnifhed with : befides thefe he fhould have alfo a Sett: 
of large Inftruments, among{t which may be reckoned thefe. 
Crows Bills, Cranes Bills, Terebelum, Large Forcipes, Cut- Large 1n- 
ting Forcipes for Extraction, Incifion Sizzers, Probe Siz~ Sunes. 
zers, Difmembring Knife, Catlins, Difmembring Saw, Ca- 
pital Saw 5 Trafines with heads for Incifion and Amputation; 
Probes of all forts for Probation 5 Syringes for Inje@ion; Ca- 
theters, Wax-Candles for Examination ; Caxterizing Buttous 
for prevention of Hemorrhagy , and ftopping of Fluxes 5. 
Splints and Funks for Fractaress Tape, Tow:and Sponges for 
their feverall ufes. 

Having thus given you an account -of' his Inftruments, 
next we will proceed to Emplafters: and there give you o¢ mois. 
a recital of their. Vertues. Thus Evepl, Diapalvaa or fters.

Diachylon magnum cum gummi, Emoliiates, 
Concoéts and: Digefts, Attradts and Diffolves. Evpl. de 
Mucilaginibws, this partly Mollifies, and partly Digefts, and 
in fome meafure does Suppurate, and is generally reckoned 
among{t the Emollients and Suppuratives. Expl. de Beto- - | 
nica is generally uféd_in Wounds of the Head, it reftoreth 
Fleth being loft, ic Digefteth and Cicatrizeth. Evspl. de 
minio doth the fame things as Diapalma. Empl. ad. Herniam 
does both Strengthen and Conftringe the loofe parts, good in 


‘Obftru@ing of Fluxes, for Ruptures and the like, for which 


reafon it had given it the name of Rupture Playfter. Expl. 
de Ranis cum %, this is very refolving, being applied to ve- 


‘nereal Buboes or Nodes, it acts its part. very well in difcuf- 


fing them. Evpl. Stiptic. Paracelfi an ufuall Emplafter, ap- 
plied to Pains and Aches, Contufions and Colds :, for it 
warms and comforts. : 

Having given you thus a brief account of Emplafters ; 
we arrive now to the underftanding of the appropriation 
of Medicines, and thefe for the moft part do fetch their 
names from the proper places to which they are to be ap- 
plied, as thus for Example. i 

Cephalicks, Being fuch Medicines as are ufually applied to 
the Head, fo called from Kepaan, Caput. 

_ Peéorals, Such as are appropriated to the Breaft or Lungs, 
and thefe regard both the parts afflicted, and the matter af- 
flicting. 

Orcuiks Thefe applied to the Stomach, the which having 
allowed a pleafant {harpnefs may contra& it, and by their 
delicate Taft delight and pleafe it. 

Hepaticks, Ordered to the Liver for Strengthening it, 
correcting its Vices, Opening its ObftruGtions, and tempe- 
xing its Inflammations. 


Spleneticks, 
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as touching Wounds. 


Splenetichs, Properly prefcribed for the Spleen, in order 
to help its Infirmities and-relieve its Oppreffions. 

Nephriticks, Such Medicines as are affigned to the Blad- 
der and Kidnies. 

Hyftericks , Thefe ordered and defigned for the 

omb. 


Arthriticks, Such as appertain to the Joynts. And ha- 
ving paft thefe , I fhall next fet down the feverall names 
of Medicines as they are entituled, and fhew you the 
reafons of their being fo called, from their {everall 
Operations. Thus, 

Emollients, From their foftning Quality. which they. 
have granted them. 

Relaxers, Such fo called, which are faid to, loofen any, 
Part or Member. 

Rarifyers, Being of thin and fubtile. Parts, can make 
Tough and Flegmatick humours rare and thin by their 
proper Qualities. , 

Aperitives, So nominated from Opening the mouths of 
the Veffels. 


Attenuators, Such-as by a gentle cutting Quality, do- 


loofen the Bowels and open Obftructions. 

Aftringents, So called from their drying Quality, bind- 
ing up the places where they are. applied, and knitting 
the parts. 

Attradives, Thefe profeffing the contrary Quality , 
do by their heat and thinnefs draw humours to. any part 
of the Body they are defigned-for. 

Difcuffives, thefe gently do difperfe Matter, and infen- 
fibly diffolve it. 

Anodynes, By.a. gentle heat do eafe Pain, and abate 
its fury. 

Narcoticks, By their cold and ftupifying Quality do 
eafe pain alfo. 

Carminatives, Thefe Expell Wind by their anodyne 
Quality.

Such differences of Wounds as are allowed to arife in 
refpe& of their Generation, may be allowed to be Dif 
ruption, Incifion, partly one, and partly the other; as

Such differences of Wounds as arife from the Site of the 
affected part, are either according to their Length, or 
Tranfverfnefs, happening in the beginning, middle, or 
tail ofa Mule. 

There may be other Differences allowed by fome, as 
fuch as happen ftom the Complexion of the Wound, and 
the like; but thefe are improperly fo called. 

Having thus far fet the Young Chirurgeon onwards in 
his Journey and Progre{s towards our enfuing Difcourfe ; 
Cin which Tra& I have fhown him how he is to be armed 
and furnifhed with Inftruments and Medicines: ) we arrive 
now at the Difcourfe it felf of Wounds both General and 
Particular, the which I have furnifhed and embroidered 
with variety of Hiftoricall Obfervations and Notes wor- 
thy of his perufall. I fhall not fwell with too large a 
Preface, left it appear fo monftrous as rather to affright 
than fatisfy the Young Reader.

T is and hath been the current Opinion of all Ages, what a

pound Wound yet that there is avery vaft difference, no 
man that ever practifed his Art with Judgment can de- 
ny. The truth is, the Scale {tands in this caié, as in others, 
with fuch kind of fluggifh Droans and ignorant Pretenders, 
whofe Cures may more properly be called Corruptions, 
and whofe pretended Judgments may as confentaneoufly 
be owned onely as Ignorance plumed out and fet forth 
with the beft advantage of Impudence. But to leave 
thofe as Idle Companions, we fall to our prefént Task. — 
A wound is-called a recent divorce, or folution of The true De

But 
there are other Solutions in other parts as well as in thefe 
foft parts, and every of thefe have allowed them their 
proper Names; the which I have already fet down in my 
general Difcourfe of Wounds. And after thefe be plea- 
fed to take this as a true definition of a Wound, That it 
is 2 Solution of Continuity bloudy or cruent, and recent, 
made newly in the Flefh by fach an Inftrument as hath a 
power to occafion a divorce of parts formerly united. There 
are feveral differences of Wounds, and thefe are either 
taken from their caufes by which they are occafioned, or 
from their accidents wherein they are fcituated. The Cau- 
fes may be allowed to be with, or without life: with 
life, as occafioned by the biting of fome venomous Beaft, 
or other fuch like Creature 5 without life, happening by 
fome Sword, Stone, Blow, Arrow or the like. The Scitu- 
ation doth afford and allow vatious Differences, as fome 
Wounds.happening in the Simple parts, others in the Or- 
ganick, Under the Simple parts may be reckoned boththe 
Sanguine and Spermatick, and to thefe do relate Mu- 
icles, Nerves, Veins and Arteries. Thofe we more pro- 
perly call the Organick parts, which are nearer relatéd to 
the whole bulk. Others thereof belonging more dire@ly 
to fome, particular Member thereof... Now Wounds: of 
the whole Trunk are generally allowed thefe, (viz. ) as 
being of the Head, Neck, Breaft and Belly. Wounds of 
the Articulations are thofe which are of the Joynts),as 
Shoulders, Arms, Thighs and Legs.

Figure and the like : thefe alfo are to be difcovered either 
by Sight or Probation.

In this cafe therefore 
the Chirurgeon is firft to cure the Inflammation, then to 
proceed to the Wound. Green wounds, and their neigh- 
bouring Parts, are but fmally inflamed, if Matter may be 
procured : for Wounds do onely then inflame, when th 
do not fuppurate. For they fuppurateby a ftrange Bloud, 
and Heat, untill the putrefying Wound occafioneth ano- 
ther Matter. And if Exition be not made for this Matter, 
it being fupprefled, it excites Inflammation about the 
wounded part, and breeds and begets an ill Habit therein, 
and rendreth both the Wound and its neighbouring parts 
fordid and corrupt. 

The chief Intention in curing a Simple wound is Defic- 
cation, this being moft proper for the purpofe: and 
whereas the whole Body does abound with moift Hu- 
mours, thefe alfo in fome meafure are to be dried up by 
Abftinence, and a thin Diet. Where any part of the Gx- 
tis‘'is incifed , no Oleaginous medicine can take place : 
for this eafily penetrates and entereth the Pores of the skin, 
and does there create a Moifture, in ftead of Deficcation 
or Drinefs; and may therefore be allowed rather to hin- 
der then fee forward the Cure. But this chiefly belon- 
geth to a Simple wound, and fuch as is fuperficiall : but 
our Difcourfe doth moftly tend to other Wounds, where. 
the chief Scope and Intention is to unite thofe Parts which 
are divided; which thing is performed by thefe fix Inten- 
tions :.(viz..) by Stopping the Flux of bloud, and hin- 
dring Inflammation thereby 5 Removing all {trange and 
extraneous Bodies; Bringing the Lips of the Wound toge- 
ther; Maintaining their Union; Keeping their Subftance 
and Temper entires ‘and Preventing all future Accidents, 
Every of which expect to meet in their Order. 
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CHAP. V. 
Of Stopping an immoderate Flux. 
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S the Heart is the chief Watch of man’s Life, whofe 
pulfefying wheels do give motion, life and vigour 
to it, by having adjoyned and allowed it its main Spring 
} of Bloud which is given it from the Arteries, which Spi- 
} tits thence enfuing do operate as the chief Workman 
therein, and without which Man would foon run into dit- 
{olution; and asthe Bloud is the Treaftrre of Nature, with- 
out which Life appears but as a dead clod : fo ought we 
} to ftudy its continuance with us, and in large Fluxes occa- 
fioned either by Incifion, Ruption, or Divifion of any 
large Vefiell, with care and diligence to ftudy its fpeedy 
referve, by applying fuch Medicines as may command a 
quick obftrudion of this Hemorrhagy. The Wound 
which we intend to treat of in this place is not of the 
large Veflells, being either incifed or lacerated : but when 
the fmaller Veins are incifed, this Flux is to be f{peedily 
{topped, unlefs it {pontaneoufly and timely do reftrain 
and check it felf. 
And in obftructing or calling back this Flux, we ought To confider 
to confider thefe two things : (v#z..) How much the part Pilea 
may be fuffered to bleed, before it be {topped and then, pote’ 
How this Obftructing operation is to be performed. 
And as touching the Firft ; The Temper, Conftitution, 
Time, Complexion and Habit are to be confidered. For 
if the Patient be of a Sanguine Complexion, corpulent 
Habit, haviitg large Veflells, and it be Summer-time, here 
the Patient may be permitted to bleed plentifully, both 
for preventing Inflammation, and Fluxion, and Fever. 
And if you meet)with a Patient of contrary Qualities, di- 
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‘Of Wounds in General. 
verfify your Intentions, according to fuch Rules as you 
have prefcribed, contrary to the former. 

‘ight me. As touching the Second; There are offered Eight me- | 
florting of thOds of {topping this Flux of bloud preferibed by Dr. 4- 
ahi lexander Read, the which I fhall here briefly fet down. 

I. The Firft is performed by Pledgets, Buttons, Doffills, 
Tents, and the like, being armed with fome Reftrictive, 
that is, moiftned in the Whites of egges, Vinegar, and 
Water, @ve. to which alfo may be added a little Bolearme- 
niack ; thefeto be applied warm; for nothing doth greater 
injuries to Wounds then Cold. 

The Second is Deligation of the Veffell which fendeth 
forth the bloud. But this ofttimes proves troublefome 
and uncertain. And where you intend to ufe this method, 
{eparate the Nerve from the Vein ; for they generally keep 
company together throughout the whole Body ; left by 
unadvifed neglect of this, you do deprive the Nerve both 
of its motion and fenfe, and hereby purchafe great pain to 
your Patient. Take care alfo that the Ligature be not 
made too ftri&t 5 for this is a ready way to cut and divide 
the Veflells afunder, and hereby create a new Flux. 

A Third. method is performed by Sarcoticks or Incar- 
native medicines, fuch as are Myrrh, Aloes, Frankincenfe, 
Dragons bloud,Mattick, Amber, Okbanum, Bolearmeniack, 
Powder of Hares hair, and the like, mixed with the White 
of an egge, Vinegar and Water, and thus made into a 
good Confiftence, and fo to be applied to the affected 
part. Before which application cleanfé the Wound from 
all grumous and clotted bloud, and every other excremen- 
titious matter; and with a Sponge being dipt in fome Re- 
{tringent Liquour moiften the parts’: then may you apply 
your Reftrictives. Over which apply convenient Boulfters 
and, Rowlers.... Ever obférving to begin your Ligature or 
Ligation in the lower part, making it afcend upwards, 
and {0 to pafs above the Wound.s both for {topping the 
Flux of Humours coming: to the Wound, and) alfo for

CHAP. VI. 


Of Removing extraneous Bodies. 
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: fa ki HE next duty and Intention of a Chirurgeon is to 
remove all extraneous Bodies, which may be al- 
lowed to hinder Union and Conjundtion of the parts dif- 
joyned. And that every thing herein may be acted ac- 
cording to Reafon, Judgment and Art, we are firft to en- 
quire into the Shape and form of the Inftrument which is 
thus lodged: and this may be collected and gathered from 
the Contemplation of the nature and diverfity both of the 
hurt Parts, and alfo of the Matters therein fixed. And 
thefe. two being confiderately weighed and underftood, 
the third thing, which next doth offer it felf, is the true 
method of Extracting thefe. And becaufe the Matter and 
Subftances hereof may be various, as being made either 
of Wood, Iron, Glafs, Bone, Brafs, Lead, or the like; and 
their Figures as diverfe, being faid\to be either Long, 
Round,,;Square, or Flat; and whereas their Number is 
different, being One or Many, Simple or Compound 5 

and their Magnitude is various, being Greater or Smal-* | 
ler; befides thefe, their Habits being as ftrange, fome Ar- 
rows made with fharp Iron heads fixed to them, others con- 
cave Inftruments, and thefe alfo differing in their vigour 
and faculty, fome being fent with, others without poifon: 
Thefe and every of thefe ought to be well confidered. 

But expect more hereof in Guufhot-wounds. 

Hippocrates \ays this down as a Maxime, That he who 
would deal with Wounds aright, ought well tounder- 
ftand the Diagnoftick part of his Art, before he under~ 
takes the Therapeuticks and alfo to be well skilléed'in 
the nature of the Parts, before he prefcribes aiReafon for 
a Cure: it being one of his greate{t Ornaments, to under 
ftand

loofely fixed as by a {mall moving it will {eparate from the 
| Part, draw this forth at the firft, for hereby you will both 
eafe pain, and procure refttoyour Patient.

| be poifoned, deferre not Extraction, for this bringeth the

+} Chirurgeon may not miftake herein, he may know the 
Fiefh poifoned by a Weapon thus; it is of a {trange co- 
lour, it appears pale, fublivid, and as it were dead: in 
thefe cafés he ought to {carify untill he-meeteth with freth 
blouds and this he is to do untill the Poifon:be removed. 
After which he is to apply a Cupping-glafs, which is the 
beft Inftrument for the callingiof this forth. «Befides the 
former token; you will find it attended and eitbeaed

with extraordinary Pains, with Inflammations and pun- 
gent Girdings, efpecially about the wounded parts, with 
a HeavinefS and Torpor of the whole Body, and with Syx- 
cope and Alienation of mind. And befidesthefe,the Wound 
hath an odd Smell with it : and the Weapon that was in- 
fixed, (if poyfoned>) when drawn forth, and after caft into 
the fire, doth upon its burning turn black, and fend forth 
a foctid Smell. And therefore in thefe cafés,» where Dan- 
ger of life is fo much threatned, we ought tovufe all our 
ixperience and Reafon to ftorm the force of this: Enemy, 
and batter downand overcome with convenient Medicines 
the vigour of its virulency. But of this expe more alfo 
in Gunfhot-Wourds. Befides this alfo, in the cafe of a large 
Flux of bloud, which may alfo put the life of man into jeo- 
pardy, here are we to {top our hands: if-horrible Pain, 

Syucope or Convulfion appear, delay your Extradtion. 
As touching the way and method how to doe and per- 
form all thefe; That in the eye of all men mutt be allowed 

to be tranfacted the beft, which 1s done with moft eafe. 
_ Andasto the Figure; If poflible, gain the true figure of 

its Entrance, for this does make the Extraction more eafy. 

Thefe'and fuch other matters as may more advantage- 

oufly be here prefented fhall appear in Guu/hot-Wounds. 
And fince I have already declared to: you how the Bo- 
dy of man may be varioully affaulted by diverfity of In- 
{truments, I have here alfo exprefled in this following Fi- 
gure how his Parts may be contufed, punged; incifed and:

the wounded Part ; whence doth arifé a Dyfcrafy both 
of temper and humour. Befides which, the Part being it 
felf much weakned, there cannot in any reafon be ex- 
pected a good Nutriment, and hence mutt follow Excre- | 
ments, the which not being well driven out from the af- § 
fected Part, there muft conféquently be created a moift J 
Intempereity therein. And befides thefé, by reafon of 
this Intempereity , expe@ no fair clofure of the Lips of J 
the Wound, this Matter inwardly lodged creating a re- § 
pletion of Szwies, which hath force and vigour enough to 
create a Dyfcrafy. 
And that we may therefore be armed againft all thefe | 
troubles, thefe Sarcotick.and Incarnative Medicines fhould f 
be of acold faculty, that they may repell the Matter | 
which flows 5 alfodrying, and that in the fecond degre:

| E are now come to the laft Intention, which is 
| V \ the Correction of Accidents : and thefe are very 
jvarious, and do as diverfly happen in large and deep 
gWounds, and do keep up Solution of Continuity. And 
thefé are allowed to be nine in number : as Pain, Inflam- 
(mation, Hemorrhagy, Delirivm, Fainting, Fever, Crudi- 
y, Palfey, and Convulfion. And thefé as they are Sym- 
ptoms in refpect of their greatnefs and vehemency, fo alfo 
inmany cafés do they threaten Death. The Correction of 
hefe Symptoms is to be as much regarded as the Cure of 
he Wound. 

And Firft therefore, as touching Pain, this by Ga/ez, 2

Aphor. 12. Meth. is allowed to be a fad and heavy fenfe 
lof change, following a Difeafe as a fhadow doth a fub- 
ance. This moft generally is the caufe of Fluxion, over- 
hrowing the Faculties, be the temper and habit of the 
Body formerly never fo good: it being Pain’s chief pro- 
perty, to attract Inflammation, by ftirring the Humours 
into a Combuftion : and it falls heres in other cafés, the 
weakeft is feen to go by the wall. For generally the 
vounded Part is forced to fee whatfoever Pain puts to it. 
And therefore is it accounted a great Intention in the 
Chirurgeon, to allay the fury of this Enemy, and quell 
his troublefome authour of Fluxion.

Flame. If Cacochymy offend, correct and.amend this by | 
convenient Purgings, and lenifying Medicines, a good 
order of Diet, and fuch as may temper the Bloud, orde- | 
ring your Patient to fhun all manner of Perturbations, | 
which may create or ftir up any Paflions within him. § 
If Inflammation happen by the pun@ure of a Nerve, or 
an incifion thereof, wholly divideit 5 for it is better that |

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diftribution of. its vitall Spirits. Forthen,; as Gordonivs 
doth exprefs it, both fenfe and motion are taken from the 
whole Body,. the Pulfe becomes flat and dull, and Death 
appears in the face. And in thefe cafes: the Patients are 
{een to fall down without either fenfe or motion. This 
| Syncope which-does mof{t commonly intervene in Wounds 
is for the moft part from an Hemorrhagiall caufe, the 
which does make this diffipation of Spirits ; or Fear, the 
which does make a {peedy revocation of the Spirits to the 
Heart, whence followeth that every Part is forced to leave 
work, whilft this Difturbance is thus in action. A Syzcope 
does ofttimes happen, as Ga/ex does’ obferve, from a ve- 
nenate and putrid Vapour pafling to the Heart through 
the Arteries, and to the Brain by its Nerves... And hence 
by moft Authours are granted thefe three caufes of Syxcope. 
The firft is made by the diffipation of the Spirits and na- 
| tive Heat, as in a large Hemorrhagy: then by oppreffion 
| or obftruction of thefé Spirits, as in Fear; for thus the Spi- 
rits are called back from the Circumference to the Center: 
| and thirdly by Corruption, as in Cacochymick bodies, and 
venenate Wounds... The farft of thefe are cured, if conve- 
| nient Medicines be {peedily applied and adminiftred; as 


} by fprinkling cold. water onthe face, laying him on his 


back, and {topping his Flux. The fecond by good Cor- 
dialls, by.cherifhing and reviving his Spirits, by clapping 
fweet Smells to his noftrills, frictions of his Temples.. But 
if a venenate Quality does occafion this, cure this by Mi- 
thridate, Vewice Treacle, Actuall Cauteries, application of 
live Pigeons cut.in the middle, Cupping-glafles, for de- 
tivation and «interception of this Matter which is to be 
fetched out. 

Neither is Deliriam in Wounds lef dangerous, which is 


a perillous Affect arifing from fome principall or noble velirium.

by effence or confent. Henceis it, that we fo oft fee in 
fuch as are bit by a mad Dog, that venomous Vapours do 


af{cend upwards into their Heads, and fill the porofities of | 


the Brains, which makes them fo frantick and idle. It does 
arife from a vehement Pain and Inflammation; and there- 
fore fuch Medicines as may cure Pain and Inflammation 
are very proper here. If it arifeth from Poyfon, Alexi- 
pharmicks are the bef{t engines to remove it. For deriva- 
tion and interception of the matter which doth excite this 
Delirium, alterant and evacuating Clyfters are here pro- 
per. Phlebotomy, Cupping-glaffes, ACuall and Poten- 
tiall Cauteries are here moft requifite. Setons and Fon- 
tinells are fair Orifices for letting out its venome. Cordi- 
alls, Emulfions and good Decoétions may defend it from 
the Heart. Hordeaceous and Papaverall Decoétions may 
banifh it, by procuring Reft. And as it is a deprivation 
of the principall faculty of Motion, fo are we to take 
care of it. 

But becaufe this more properly does belong to a Phy- 
fician to examine and advife about, I fhall briefly fhut up 
this Symptome, onely acquainting you, that Avice, fen. 1. 
does call that a Fever, which is an extraneous, adventiti- 
ous, accenfive heat in our Heart, by which the Veins 


_ and Arteries therewith fharing, it’s carried through the cir- 


cuit of our whole Body, and hurteth its ations. Neither 
is there any Fever allowed where the Heart is not affected, 
either primarily, or fecondarily, being a Difeafé in In- 
tempereity. 

But to come to that which more properly does relate 
to large Wounds : and here, as Hippocrates offereth, untill 
a good Digeftion be procured, both Fever, Pain and In- 
flammation do attend the Part: for whilft the Matter is 
making, the Heat does increafe. Sometimes a Fever does 
arife from the Bite ofa venomous creature; and therefore 
as it does carry this poyfonous quality to the Heart, there 
endea- 
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il) J endeavouring to infect its Spirits, it very readily runs in- 
} toa Fever and Inflammation. Now where this happens 
cool the body by: Phlebotomy : if ill Humous do joyn in 
the combate, difpatch*thefe by convenient Catharticks. 
And in refpe&t of the Poyfon, you muft ufé Alexiphar- 
micks: for the Pain and Inflammation, prepare Anodynes ; 
fhunning all things whichmay procure a vehement motion. 
difturbance and perturbations of the mind ; and ufe your 
greateft induftry to bring every part to its due order, tem- 
per and habit. 

Crudity alfo is a great enemy to the healing of Wounds; _—7. - 
for it does afford no laudable Matter, without which ex-  Crudity. 
pect no good new Filefh. And this by many Authours is 
allowed to happen by thefé fix means : by a continuall six things 
Flux of bloud, where no good Digeftion is = by an Inftru- caufing Crae 

dity. 
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ment contufing the Part, as happens in Gunfhot-wounds; 
[by the nature of the Part, fuch as deep Wounds in the 
Joynts; by coldnef§ of the Air; by applying of unfit Me- 
dicines and laftly, by too ftri& Ligature. As for the 
firft, this you have already fhown. The fecond is to be 
| digefted as contufed Wounds. Aftringent Medicines are 
to be applied to the Articulations, to preferve their Tem- 
per. The Air is to be corrected; the Part to be furni- 
fhed with convenient Medicines; and the ftri@ Ligature 
to be relaxed. And thus may you cure thefé fix Caufes 
of Crudity. The other two remaining Symptoms I fhall 
{peak of a little more largely, they being of great confe- 
quence.

Palfey by the generall Confent of Authours is allow- | 

A ed to be a Refolution or Relaxation of the Nervous | 
parts, with Deprivation both of Senfe and Motion, on ei- | 
ther fide,or both fides of the Body, or1n fome part there- 9 
of. And this moft properly is calleda Palfey. Now the | 
Nervous bodies are refolved, in that the animall Spirits do | 
not act in them, neither are they filled or enlightned with | 
vigour and brisknefs.. The caufes whereof are referred to 
the Obftruction of the paflages, the which does hinder 
their Tran{piration. In a Palfey, Motion, or Senfe, onely, | 
or both may be hurt together. And this may be acted ei- 
ther by Completion, Compreflion, or Solution of Con- 
tinuity. For either their Ductures are filled up with fome 
extraordinary Matter impacted in them, or comprefled by 
extravafed Bloud or fome Tumour, or Solution of Conti- | 
nuity made by fome Wound or Concuffion: and every 
of thefe may imprint their feverall reafons and caufes fora § 
Palfey. And as our Countryman Dr. Wiis does obferve, } 
as often as an univerfall Palfey or Hemiplexia does fucceed 
a Lethargy, a Caros, or Apoplexy, it’s very eafy to con- 
ceive that this change of the Difeafe does happen from a 
Metaftafis or Tran{pofition of the morbifick matter. And §j 
if it may be enquired why that Senfe and Motion are not } 
alwaies equally inhibited in a Palfey, either of thefeis 9 
perfected in their proper Nerves and Fibres, and either § 
Faculty is as the averfion of each other. Juftasthe Light J 
cafteth its beams through a Glafs, when the Wind is 
excluded : {0 ofttimes Motion is abolifhed, the Senfé re- | 
maining fafe and found. For Senfe is as a Paffion, a = 
ible J 
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ifible impreflion, the which by the continuity of the Ner- 
vous procefs is cartied from the Organ to the common 
Senfory 5 without which the faculty of the Spirits is pro- 
pagated by courfe and ftrength. Now Motion is a labo- 
rious and difficult. action, to the which is required the ex- 
panfion or explofion of Spirits, not onely in the motionall 
Organs, but chiefly in the Parts where the beginning of 
Motion and its firft affection does draw its Origination. For 
from hence floweth its whole condué of its explofive en- 
deavours, the which it acteth through all its Nervous 
parts. In the Spinall marrow an Interception of the Spi- 
rits, or Cohibition thereof, making a Palfey , very oft 
doth happen, by reafon of Compreffion, or Solution of 
Continuity. The extravafed Bloud, or Matter pafling 
forth from the difrupted Abfcefs, does very oft fhut up 
and obfcure the paflages of the Spirits. Hence Wounds 
of the Head, Concuflions or Incifions do not onely fre- 
quently pervert or lacerate the Medullary traéts, but alfo 
[by their coldnefs do conftipate and bind up their fpiri- 
tuall paflages. 
The next thing we propofe is, whether this Difeafe be 
accidental], or habituall. The firft may be faid to come 
from an evident caufe, as being procured by Wounds, In- 
cifions, Concuffions, Excefs of cold or heat : befides which 
it hath no other then a Compreffion and Solution of Con- 
‘tinuity. An habituall Palfey hath its dependance from a 
procatarctick caufe, the which is an extraneous Matter, 
and as it were vitriolized, {uffufed into the Organs of Senfe 
and Motion, profligating the Spirits by contaction. A 
Palfey does much differ from a Convulfion, in that in the The dife- 
firft, Refolution and Relaxation is its proper quality 5 in fence be 
the latter, Contention and Contraétion. fey and a 
We come now to the Caufés of this Palféy, which are mass 
generally allowed to be both inward and outward. The Pe oN 
inward obftructing the Ventricles of the Brain, fo as the 
animall Spirit, which fhould be conveyed to the Nerves of 
H Sente 
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Senfe and Motion, is wholly abolifhed. The externall 
Gaufes being Wounds, Concuflions, Pereuffions, Incifions, 
Compreffions, or ConftriCtions,or violent Colds occluding 
the Spirits. From what Humoura Paley may be faid to 
proceed, is hard to tell. For Melancholy drying the 
Nerves cannot be the Humour. Choler, having allowed 
it a drying quality alfo, and having an acrimony joyned 
to it, may rather be allowed to create Convulfion, by 
contra&ing and convelling the Nerves. And therefore it 
muft either proceed fiom the Bloud, or Phlegm. It very 
rarely happens from Bloud alone, unlefs by accident. It’s 
therefore granted by a generall confent, that it 1s bred 
from thick Phlegm, bordering upon the Nerves. But I 
rather prefume that it happens from thin Phlegm, which 
flows from the Brain, and therein does ereate an Obftrue- 
tion through its whole fubftance, making it more foft, out 
of which foftnefs there follows an explofion of the Nerves. 
A fabftance very contrary to its natural! Conftrudtion, the 
which does wholly abolifh the motion of the Nerves. 
where it is inferted. Thus ifthe whole fpinall Marrow 
be affected, there does fucceed a Refolution of the whole 
from the Head; if onely one part, that part onely bears 
the lofs. Thus have we given a brief difcourfe of the Pal- 
fey, ‘and its inward and outward caufés : let usnow come 
more clofely to that which chiefly does belong to our 
prefent difcourfe. 

When therefore a Nerve is wounded or amputated, 
there muft neceffarily follow a Palfey upon the part,becaufe 
both Senfe and Motion in the actionare loftandbanithed 5, 
and being thus divided, it’s impoffible to fetch them again: 
for being once cut, they do gather towards their Origi- 
nalls. ‘Therefore when any Nerve 1s either incifed, cut: 
or punctured, Pain being hereupon a very ready atten- 
dant, Anodynes are here moft proper, defending: the 
Wound from cold and all fharp things, and ufé comfor- 
table and ftrengthening Medicines. | But of thefé,more af- 
terwards. Galen . 
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Galen does give all good Chirurgeons this Caution, that tines 
\ | he ought to underftand the primary Affect hereof and its Canta 
{ } place, and from whence this mifchief arifeth, and its dit 
pofition. And he who is ignorant of thefe, may not be 
allowed skilfull enough to cure thofe Parts whofe Senfe 
and Motion are vitiated. The firft we do fetch fiom A- 
natomy, which is an excellent Schoolmafter, the which 
perfectly learneth us how to know the Nerves which are 
fprinkled about the Face, {ent thither from the Brain. If 
fome of thefe with the whole Body be refolved, it cannot 
in reafon be allowed, that this difpofition of Refolution 
fhould confift in the Brain it {elf whereas the parts be- 
longing to the Face do remain unhurt and fafe. If all the 
parts of the Head being found, either of its fides be cor- 
repted with a Paralyfis, the caufe is in one of the fides of 
the fpinall Marrow. If the Arms be onely paralytick, the 
caule is in the fifth, fixth, or feventh Vertebra of the Neck. 
If the Legs, draw the caufe from the Os Sacrum, and its 
Vertebre. 
To prefage and judge ofa Palféy, and every occafion Prefages. 
ywhich may caufe and produce it, and of every affe@ of 
he Nerves, as touching their ficknefleés or cures , this 
molt properly does belong tothe Prognoftick part. And 
thus according to Hipp. we may prefage that a Palfey is 
hard to cure in old men, becaufe their native Heat is al- 
moft extinguifhed. And Galex does affirm, if Fever and 
yfrembling have fupervened a Palfey, it'sa good fign : 
For Fevers do partly diflolve the fuperfluous Humours 
which are in Refolution of the Nerves, and do partly di- 
gett their coldnef.. A Solution of the Nerves, as Galen 
does worthily declare, is never perfe@ly cured. A Pal- 
fey proceeding from an inward caufé is not eafily found 
Out, or eafily cured. A Palfey following an Apoplexy 
is {Carce curable, the caufe being vehement, andthe Parts 
cak. Where Senfe and Motion do appear to be both 
loft, this does prove very dangerous. If the Paralifed 
H 2 member 
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member do change its colour, expect no Cure, for the na- 
tive Heat is extinguifhed, and the animal Spirits abolithed. : 
If it happen from an evident caufe,asby a Blow, a Wound, 
or the like, if it do not quickly amend, or give way to 
Medicines, it does prove for the moft part incurable. Such 
as are once cured of a Palfey arifing froman evident caufe, 
are not readily troubled therewith a fecond time. And | 
to conclude the Prefages, if Palfeys happen in Aged peo- 
ple, or in Cacochymick or Scorbutick bodies, and in In- | 
tempereities, thefe are very hard to remove. 

And fince, as | have already propofed, we fee that a 
Palfey does confift of manifold Types and divers Caufes, } 
its Cure is alfo to be performed after a various manner, HI- 
{tiruting a proper method to every fpecies of the Difeafe. 
And as there are generally allowed three kinds or {forts 
hereof, fo fhould there be propofed three kinds of Cure. 
Firft, for Refolution, this being the main Agent, this is to | 
be cured. Secondly, if it happen by Wound, Incifion, 
exceflive Cold, or a Fall from a high place, this alfo mutt | 
have allowedit its way of Cure. Thirdly, as it is a pro- 
catarétick and primary Difeafe of it felf. I muft leave 
the firftand third, and onely take the fecond for our pre- 
fent difcourfe. 

And whereas we here do. grant, that this Palfey does | 
happen by. fome Accident, produced by fome vehement 
Hurt, there will not be required many Intentions for 
this, fave onely the Conformity of the hurt Part to be 
made into its priftine frame. And that no Affect, as 
Bloud or affluent Humours, may bring detriment to the 
affected Part, Phlebotomy in this cafe is very fpeedily to 
be made ufe of, if nothing hinders. it; and the Body is 
to be kept open by lenifying Purgings, and a good order § 
of Diet, keeping your Patient in.a moderate Sweat in his 
bed, fo as all Superfluities may be exhaled and called back § 
fiom the hurt Part.

To this may be added many other Cephalick 
herbs and flowers, to be brutféed, and boiledin Beer, for 
the Patient to drink either at meals, or morning. and eve- 
ning. And thefe are to have in them fuch faculties as may 
ftrengthen the Nerves.

A {mall while af- 
ter, falling into a Drowzinefs of mind, anda Sleepinefs, 
without an Apoplexy, being asked feverall queftions, he 
very aptly anfwered them, yet flowly, and as it were dif- 
turbed. A worthy Phyfician being fent for, Phleboto- 
my, Purging and Vomiting being in their orders ufed, 
and Cupping-glaffes, Frictions, Scarifications and Liniments 
being with care adminiftred, yet the Palfy did creep fo 
fatt on that fide, that the Member had almoft wholly loft 
its motion: with which he loft the fight of his Eye on 
that fide.

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Mongft all the preternaturall Affeéts which are con- 
A fiftent in Solution of Continuity, and which do 
bring danger of Inflammations, Watchings, Delirium, and 
Convulfion, Wounds of the Nerves and Nervous parts 
are moft dangerous : for thefe feldome do goe without 
their Symptoms. This Convulfion in Wounds is a dire- 
full Symptome, for it is an involuntary Contra@tion of the 
Parts towards their Originall, profternating their Facul- 
ties by Pain, abolifhing all voluntary Motion, without 
which Life is but a troublefome thing. And that it is a 
morbifick caufé may from hence be colleéted, in that it 
does deprive the Parts of their proper Motion. For as 
when Deglutition is hindred, there does follow an Inani- 
tion in all parts, fo confequently a Confumption. Even 
thus while the Urine or Excrements are detained, Difea- 
fes are made in the Cavities: and alfo in Intempereity, 
Magnitude, and Solution of Continuity. 

The Nature therefore of a Convulfion is diligently and whataCon- 
carefully to be minded and confidered, and its Canfés, vulfion ss, 
that we may better find out the way of its thus happe- 
ning in Wounds. We allow therefore that a Spafm isa de- 
praved Motion happening in the voluntary moving Fa- 
culty, and is a nervous Diftempereity, by which contrac- 
tion of the Mutcles they are altogether made incapable of 
extention ; and it is a principall affection of the Nerves, 
Which do obey a voluntary command. And that this 
defcription may the better be underftood, we may much 
enlarge in our knowledge hereof by Anatomy. All Mo- 
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tions being procurated and procured by the animal] Fa- | 
culty, which are exercifed and performed by the Mufcles _ 
and their Tendons, as by their proper Infttuments 5 whilft 
thefe Mufeles do contrac their Beginning and Radix to- 
wards their End, they alfo do draw with them their an- 
nexed Members, as Nerves, Tendons, and Ligaments. 

. For no proper animall Motion can be made in any living 
creature without Mufcles, and thefe do take their moving | 
Faculty from the Brain. For although the Brain it felf | 
be not fibrous, the body of its Nerves 1s fibrous : and 
thefe are the meflengers which do convey this Spirit into 
the Mufeles, and through them, which do give them 
both their fenfé and motion. Now therefore, when by 
any preternaturall affect the Nerves or Tendons are pric- 
ked, inflamed, or otherwife hurt, they do recede from 
their priftine vigour, and do prove incapable Inftru- 
ments : and hence follows Convulfion, or that contractive 
motion we call a Spafm. Gal. 6. Aphor. 39. writes, a | 
Convulfion to be a hurting of the voluntary Function, 
becaufe herein the moving quality is as it were tied 
up from acting in its proper {phere 5 and thus Motion is 
hindred, the Inftrument thereof not being wanting, but | 
hindred in its aétion by being girt up by the Diftempe- | 
reity of the Inftrument.

| anition, and Sympathy. Of thefe in their Orders. 
| I begin with Plethory, {0 called from its copioufnef§ Plethory: 
| and plenitude of divers Humidities, the which do replete 
} and poflefs the Inftruments of voluntary Motion ; as the 
| Body being thick and flefhy, the Veffells full, the Pulf 
| {trong, the Age ripe, the Complexion fanguine, and the 
like. Thus by Plethory or Plenitude Convulfion may be 
fad to be made, when the Nervous bodies and their Fi- 
bres-are nourifhed with thick and glutinous Matter, and 
are therewith alfo repleted : by which Repletion they are 
diftended 5 and hence, as they fill out in bulk, they do 
fhorten in their length : hence do they become con- 
tracted and abbreviated, and fo are they run into Con- 
vulfion. 

TheSecond is Inanition : and this is made for want of tnanition, 
natural! Moifture the Nerves being hereof deftitute, do 
foon grow dry and fhort. For they muft needs gTOW 
fhorter, as does a Cord, when once being wet, and dried 
again, it fhrinks and fhrivells up : fo alfo do the Nerves 
being corrugated. The Difeafe therefore which does fol- 
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Of Wounds in General. 
low a Convulfion is a perverfe figure of the Mutcles, in 
which they are made fhorter by Inanition as well.as Reple- 
tion. Thus every humourall Matter which may be faid 
to fill the Fibres, may alfo. be allowed to create a Con- 
yulfion.. And this may be confirmed of Inanition, that 
every thing which hath power to make this, hath alfo 
{trength enough in it to frame a Spafm. And hence 
{ometimes immoderate Evacuations or Vomitings, which 
are allowed to dry very much, do fo ofttimes bid fair to.a 
Convulfion. 
"A. Third Caufe is.called Sympathy : and this 1s faid to 
happen by malign Vapouts offending the Originations of 
the Nerves, as it is ofttimes feen in poyfoned Wounds. 
Another is faid to be made by Pain attracting the Nerves 
from their Originations. A third which may offer it felf 
is from immoderate Cold, caufing in them a great Stiff- 
nels. 
What remains.in the Caufes of Convulfion 1s, to fhew 
how this may be made in Wounds. And here may we 
fee how. this may be made out of Plethory, the Nerves 
being filled with purulent Matter, or other Excrements, 
generated cither im the wounded Part, or fent thither 
fom other Parts, and fo fucked up by the Nerves5 as it 
oft happens when a Nerve is half divided or cut : or by: 
reafon of Inflammation, the Part being filled witha large 
Flux of bloud, and fo diftending the Nervous parts 5 efpe- 
cially if this Difaffection be communicated to the Ori-, 
ginall of them, or the Nerve it felfbe primarily offended. 
And hereby the Mufcles become fhorter, and fo forced to. | 
contract towards their Originall, neither by Heat alone, § 
but alfo by immoderate Cold.in Wounds of the Nerves 
and Nervous parts, hereby. faffering Convulfion , this, 
prohibiting the Excretion of Excrements , and {hutting, 
up and condenfing the Porous bodies. Out of Inanition. | 
may alfo.be made ‘Convulfion, and:this alfo by Inflamma- 
tion: and this.moft generally happens in, Wounds of the | 
Nervous. | 
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Nervous parts. For thus the inflamed Part is convelled, 
and anfwers direétly to Convulfion, and hence it com= 
municates it {elf to fome principall Part, the which being 
there received, does communicate of its Diftempereity 
through the whole Body. Convulfion does ofttimes hap- 
pen in Wounds of the Nervous parts, in refpect of exfolu- 
tion of the wounded Part, which does fend forth its iI] 
habits to the Brain, the Origination of them, by which 
the Brain it felf is vellicated and irritated : and being thus 
concufled, that it may clear it felf from the mifchief this. 
portends it, and give a gusetws to this unhappy: compa- 
nion, there muft neceflarily follow Convulfion upon this.

the Patient's Mandibles are-conglutinated, he cannot open 
his Mouth, his Eyes are filled with tears and contratted, 
his pofteriour Parts are convelled, and his Body is bent. . 
backwards. Hence do arife vehement Pains, and fome: -

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times the Patient cannot either contract his Thighs, or ex- 
tend his Hands. In Ezprofthotonos the Body bendeth al- 
together forwards, and the Parts are contrarily difpofed 
to the former.’ And this is to be underftood of thofé Parts 
which could bend either way. The Leg cannot be bent 
forwards, or the Thigh backwards. 

Hippocrates faith that Convulfion happening upon a 
Wound is mortall. A Spafm alfo happening upon a large 
Flux is ill. Aphori/. 3. Such as are taken with a Teta- 
wos do commonly die within four daies5 and if they 
efcape thefe, they are paft the worft of danger. Aph. 6. 
Such as die of a Convulfion do continue their Heat a long 
while, they dying fuffocated, the Mufcles of Refpiration 
being convelled, and thofe of the Neck diftended. Such 
as have Convulfions, a Fever happening, are freed here- 
by fiom their Convulfions. Every Convulfion may be 
faid to come from Repletion, becaufe it is cured by Eva- 
cuation. A Convulfion bred out of Inanition 1s both 
fharp and cruell. If ic do communicate its hurt to the 
Mutcles moving the Thorax, it does threaten Death. That 
Convulfion is much to be dreaded which clofeth the Lips, 
and lets fall the Mandible. 

As other Paffions, Accidents, or Symptoms, which are 
wont to arife from a copioufnefs or plenitude of Humours, 
are to be cured by opportune Evacuations ; thus alfo isa 
humid Convulfion to be treated, by ordering a good Di- 
et, and application of convenient Topicks, the which 
fhould not onely contain in them a drying and difcuffing 
faculty, but alfo eradicate and extirpate the whole Affect. 
The wounded Patient is therefore to be placed in a Room 
where the Air is hot and dry, or fo made by Art. Fric- 
tions of the extreme Parts are beneficiall. Let his Diet 
be thin, for Inanition in this cafe is an excellent Reme- 
dy, for it dries the Body. Let his Bread be well baked, 
and his Diet be of a light Digeftion. Breath a Vein 
where bloud is much abounding, or Inflammation offers 
it 
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it elf; for this isa ready remedy to prevent Convulfion, 
Both Galez and Celfws do declare, that in a Cynick Con- 
vulfion to breath a Vein is very proper. And this is to 
be ordered and prefcribed according to the ftrength and 
Conftitution of the Patient. Purge frequently with Hier. 
picr. Pil. Coch. Pil. Aggregativ. De Agaric. Extr. Rud. cun 
Merc. dulci, &c. 

Outward Medicines for the wounded Part may be thus 
ordered. If the whole Nerve be inciféd, there is {earce an 
Motion left perceivable. If the head of the Mufele be prick- 
ed, occafioning Convulfion, and cannot be remitted by any 
force of Medicine, by cutting the whole Mufclestran{ver{e- 
ly you cure the Convulfion. But you mutt hereby expeé to 
lofe part of its Motion.

Of thefé and the like may alfo be made Conferves, Juleps, 
Electuaries, and Decoétions, by adding Sugar and con- 
venient Liquours and Syrups. Purging is very improper 
here. Lenifying Clyfters are very convenient Medicines.

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grievous Pain in her Back: growing faint herewith, and 
coming to her felf, fhe complained of her Back being 
wounded and refolved.

| the Spine, he found it exactly round : and whereas in its 
} Circumference there appeared no fign of Contufion, fat 
pecting it to have happened by the force of the Shot, he 
ordered her Cloaths to be examined, in which he al 
found a hole made by the Bullet ; upon which he fairly 
conjectured, that this Wound was made by this Shot, and 
that it had penetrated the Spinall marrow.

and fuch things as were hard of concoétion, did fall into 
an Abdominall Suppreffion, accompanied as it were with 
Colick-pains, in which happened this Convulfion called 
Opifthotonos. Divers {trong Medicines being prefcribed 
him, he took them without any effect. Afterwards ha- 
ving feverall Clyfters adminiftred to him, by them He 
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feemed to receive fome relief but in the interim, as oft 
as he covered the Stool to void his Excrements, this Par- 
oxy{m invaded him. And upon fecond thoughts, con-" 
faltation being had why milder Medicines might not 
work better and more kindly, a more temperate Clyfter 
was adminiftred, made onely of Milk and Honey, adding 
to a pound of Milk four ounces of Honey: the which 
wrought very kindly, and caufed the Fits fomewhat to 
abate. But whenever the Paroxy{m feized him, three or 
four men could fcarce keep him in his bed : and thefe 
fometimes happened three or four times inaday. Confi- 
dering thefe Symptoms, it was generally agreed, that this 
Difeafe was an Opi/thotonall Convulfion, made by Coagu- 
lation in the Vena Cava, the which does abound ofttimes 
with thick and vi(cous Humours.

VAY be cured; but when any other Affect is joyned 
to it, this Affect is firft to be cured, and then the Wound. 
Galen doth advife, if any Phlegwon, Contufion, Ecchy- 
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Of Wounds in General. 


rtofis, Eryfipelas, or the like, fhould happen upon a 
Wound, theté are firft to be removed; for they onely do 
adde.fewell to the fire. And this is held a certain, rule 
amongft all Authours, that we muft never expect to cure 
a Wound, untill we have conquered the Symptoms. For 
as the Wound of it elf doth onely require Deficcation; 
fo having Contufion joyned to it, this is readily to be 
turned into Putrefaction, and that to be converted into 
laudable Matter. And becaufe the ordinary entrance up- 
on the Cure of this Wound is ofttimes intercepted by the 
importunity of Accidents, let it be your firft care to re- 
prefs thefe, and then proceed to the Cure it felf If the 
Accident be Pain or Tumour, allay.the Pain by fome A- 
nodyne Medicine 3 of which fort are-O/. Aneth. Chamo- 
mel. Lilior. Rofarum, Crocws, and the like. Abate the- 
Tumour by removing both its antecedent and conjunc 
Caufe; the firft being the Humour firft flowing, the lat- 
ter being that part of Humour which hath already made 
its flux. As to the firft, if it proceed of Bloud occafio- 
ning Fluxion, this is to be let out or difcharged by the 
place from whence it floweth, or by the place to which 
it oweth. This Paffion is curbed and bridled by Phle- | 
botomy, and a cooling Diet : and to keep it from flowing 
further, Revulfion and Repulfion are two proper en- 
gines to effet this; the firft withdrawing and courting 
the Humour into another part, the other repelling it § 
when it is once fent.

According to the greatnefs of the hurt 
may you judge of the danger ; for great Contufions ac- 

| companying large Wounds do run the Part into Cor- 

| ruption. 

- Now whereas Hippocrates faith , that obtufe Inftru- 
ments are the moft proper engines for Contufion and La- 
ceration, the moft proper Medicine for the cure of this 
fhould be éuavnginey, or Suppurativum : the which ought 
to be temperate in heat and humour, Emplaftick, and 
obftrudting the-Pores, and fuch as may generate Matter. 
It ought alfo to fecond the nature and fubftance of the 
native Heat, and by degrees to encreafé it. Hence is it, 
that in creating of Matter the Humour is fomewhat alte- 
red ; and if this Contufion does happen in any Mufcu- 
lous parts, that Part onely does maintain the Bruife which 
received the Blow or Hurt, whilft the circumjacent Parts 
do retain their own proper nature. For the Bloud be- 
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ing out of its proper-Cavity, does force it felf into fome 
other ; and being in itsumotion hindred, does change its 
fir rudiment. And hence-was it that Phélalethws faith, 
that Bloud, Seed, and Milk, being out of their proper 
places, do,foon run into knotty lumps and putrefy. ‘Now 
in Converfion of this Bloud into Matter, there is made a 
Pulfation in the Arteries lodging in the Fleth, the which 
Pulfation the found man does not perceive, it lying there | 
without Pain; and alfo in refpeG@ of the great {pace ] 
which is allowed them for their operation. But where J 
there does arife Inflammation, Erchymofis, Erylpelas, ox | 
Abfeef, with Pain, the Wounds are alfo inflamed, when 
they tend to Suppuration 3 becaufe this putrefying Bloud | 
does foon grow hot and fiery, and in this Ebullition and 
Fervour of the Bloud. Vapours are raifed, the which allo | 
are communicated to the neighbouring Parts, and therein 
do alfo generate an Inflammation. And.this is done by 
Confent of Parts. The Heart taking its fhare of this In- | 
flammation does create a Fever, as Hippocrates offereth, | 
cap. 47: lib..2.  Whilft Matter is making, it occafioneth 
more Pain, ard does more readily fubject the Patient to 
Fevers, more then when it is accomplifhed. The gene- | 
ration of this Matter does fetch its origination from ftrange | 
Bloud, over-heated, untill putrefying it is turned into 

another fubftance.

In an Kechymolts therefore are wé fpeedily to. procure 
Suppuration : and. whereas Fluxion is chiefly to be. re- 
lieved, ftudy its Evacuation, by diminifhiag its {tore 
which maintains it, by Phlebotomy, if nothing may bin- 
der it, by Revulfion to change its courfe; and then fe- 
cure this concreted Bloud, the which if it be in the 
Body, is to be {cattered by inward, Medicines, by fuch as 
can both diflolve the concreted Bloud, and alfo {trengthen 
the Parts. And:for this Ufe Sperma Ceti, black Beer, 
Pulv. ad Cafum, and the.like, being taken inwardly, are 
good and proper. Or this Bolws; Kk Pulv. Rhabarb, $8, Bolus. 
Mumm. 9}. Rub. Tindor. D8. Sperm. Cet. gr, vj.. make it 
into: a Bolws witha little Diofcord. Or this Re-Pxlu. powder. 
Symphyt. Terr. Sigillat, Rub. Tindor. Mumut, an}. Pulv, 
Rhabarb. gr. xv. mice, funtat in hauftu Vini generoff. 
The Skin. of a Lamb newly pluckt off, and having Salt 
finely powdred fprinkled thereon, with fine Powder. of 
Scordium; Wormwood and Rue, is an excellent Medi- 
cine for a large Contufion, it being applied warm.to the 
contufed Part, and there permitted for.fome time to re- 
main on. Here alfo are you to confider,. if the Ecchy- 
molis do happen onely in one Part, whether, it: be moft 
apt for Refolution, or tend to Suppuration.. That way 
which it enclineth to, you.are to follow. , If 1t tendeth 
to Refolution, apply Refolving medicines,. to. help for- 
ward its defign : 1f to Suppuration, procure iflue, and 
mundify the Ulcer., And,as in-all other cafes we obferve 
as a generall Maxime, that in the beginning we. apply 
Reftringents,. to which fomewhat of Difcuflive medicines 
may be adjoined; fo. inthe end we generally ought to 
ufe Difcuflive medicines ; and for this purpofe take thefe 
few.

ftrengthen, and run the Part into Maturation 5 fuch as 
may be made of Wormwood, Sage, Rue, Scordinm, Cen- 
taury, St. Johns-wort, Scabious, Veronica, Chamomile- 
flowers, Melilot-flowers, Cumine, and the like, boiled 
in water and wine mixed together : whereinto are to be 
dipped Woollen cloaths, and thefe to be applied warm 
to the affected Parts. After this anoint them with fome 
convenient Oy]s, as Oy] of Rofes, Earth-worms, St. Johns- 
wort, and the like. 

I conclude this Chapter with thefe two Hiftories. 
The firtt whereof fhall be of a Gentleman, who upon 
endeavouring to ftrike his Dog with his foot, did fall up- 
on his Hip; with which Fall, being a very corpulent man, 
he felt a great Pain, happening by the Contufion he got 
by his Fall. The Contufed place was well anoimted with 
Oy] of Rofes and Myrtills, by which the Pain ceafed, and 
no other Symptome or Inflammation followed the Con- 
tufion; by which onely he was perfectly cured. 

The fecond is of a young Child of three years old, 
who falling down upon earneft purfuit after two little 
Dogs, received a Contufion in. the hinder part of his 
Head, not without much Pain, and Vomiting, with 
Spafin in both of his Arms and Hands, {0 as he was gene- 
rally 
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rally reputed to be*beyond all hopes of Cure. °F ore/t as 
being confulted -hereimy (who is ‘the Authour of this 
Story) by anointing the Contuféd part with Oyl of Ro- 
fes, and the nuch of his Neck with Oy! of Earth- worms, 
and making FriGions in the extreme Parts, the Child 
fomewhat recovered, and was freed of his Spafm. For 
his common Drink, was prefcribed green Betony to be 
boiled in Ale, of which he generally did drink. And 


the Contufed place being anointed afterwards with Uy: - 


guent. Alabaftrinum, by thele he was perfectly cured, and 
reftored to his former health.

Dogs. 


* E arrive now at fuch Wounds as do happen by: 

V \ the Biting of mad Dogs, and of other venomous 
creatures: and although other creatures, as Wolves, Cats, 
Foxes, and the like, may be mad ; yer’moft who have 
writ of this fubje& do give the firft denomination to the 
Dog, as Antiochus, Paulus Aigineta, Oribafius, Cornelius 
Celfus, and: others. The generall repute of the Biting of 
Animalls is allowed to come under a double difference : 
for fome are venenate im their proper nature, and others 
are lefs venenate. Thofé are reputed venenate, which are 
lodged in venenate and virulent Beafts; and amongft thefe 
are reckoned the mad Dog, Serpents, Adders, Scorpions, 
Bafilisks, Vipers, Wafps, and the like. ‘Others are faid 


to be lef$-venenate,’ which have not in them this virulent i 


fpirtt's of which fort may be reckoned’ Man, a Dog that 
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Of Wounds in General. 
is tame, a Monkey, Horfes, Swine, and the like. The 
Signs of either do declare their nature. Thofe which 
are venomous are moft dangerous, and great care not be- 
ing had, they do commit their Venome to fome noble 
Part, and there implanting the poyfon, do foon caufe a 
fpeedy Death. Gordonixs veporteth, that the Biting of 
a mad Dog is moft dangerous; for although the Patient 
do not feel it at prefent, yet this lurking Poyfon fome 
while after makes its appearance. I have read of a Boy, 
who being bit by a mad Dog, and being well after it for 
fix weeks, after this died of the Bite he received. 

Seeing the danger is great, and how it aims at the 
Principalls of life, let us confult a while the reafon of this 
Poyfon, and how it does communicate it felf. Read tells 
us it is communicated thefe two waies 5. by Biting and 
Slaver, and by Slaver without Biting. This is fometimes 
received by the thick Skin of any Part. And this Mat- 
theus makes good, Conj.82. where he. affirms of one 
putting his hand into a mad Dog’s mouth, that within 
few daies after he became mad himfelf. It fooner feizeth 
on fome Parts then on others, and is alfo more readily 
taken by fome Perfons then others. For it hath {hewn 
its rage in fome {peedily, whilft in others it hath had’ ma- 
ny daies and weeks to act its envy and malicious terrour. 
And hence may we collec, -that this Spittle is pernicious 
which is contained in the Mouth, and thus agitated, ren- 
dred and elaborated into the form of Froath, the which 
does carry an acrimony and venenofity with it, by reafon 
of Choler which moves it, and this Tyrant does.make this 
ebullition ; the which, being once made,,isfent into) the 
Wounds by the Teeth; by which impreffion it is carried 
into the Body and its circumftantiall Parts 5 the which 
if they happen to be.nervous, thefe are prefently, {timula- 
ted by the ‘venenofity of the Humour, and hereby, oft- 
times a Spafm and Convulfive motions are,created.) If at 
enters either the Veins or Arteries, it. fpeedily doth fend 
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its venenate Vapour through thefe to the Heart, and doth 
there tyrannize, ftirring up Fevers, and exciting § yncope’s, 
fometimes running the Part into a Gangrene and Sphace- 
las, by overcoming the natural! Heat by its venomous ex- 
traneous {pirit. 
Now as touching the knowledge of the Dog, whether 

j mad or not, you may well guefS at it by the Wound: 
for, as Avicez and Rhafis write, if we rab the Wound 
with a piece of Bread, fo as it may fuck up the Bloud 
and Matter which cometh out of the Wound, this being 
j offered to a Dog, if he refufe to eat it, or to fmell to It,

Chamomel. an. q. {: fiat Cataplafina, 
After thefe we muft come to Suppuratives, becaufe of the 
Contufion 5 and for this Ufe Bajfilicon and Fufcum, or my 
former Digeftive are proper. Then todeterge, fill up 
with Flefh, and skin the Wound:  Fabritius Hildanus is 
very plentifull in Hiftories of thefe forts of Wounds, to 
whom I commend you, and fhall conclude with thefe 
Hiftories, which are both rare and {trange. 

Fracajtorius writes of a Lad, who alter eight months niftory. 
having been bitten by a mad Dog, the Poyfon began to 
appear, and then it vanifhed; in the interim there was 
not any Fever perceived, or any other ill Symptom ap- 
peared. The Patient not underftanding where this and 
how pernicioufly it lodged, it at length made way to his 
Heart 5 the which when it had feized, it there fixed its 
moft implacable impreffes of forrow and pain, fo as he 
could neither ftand, goe, or lie in quiet, but like one 
diftratted fteered a very diforderly courfé, growing very 
thirfty : and that which heightned and added to the mif- 
chief, he could not endure the fight of any liquid things, 
and had rather yield to death then to take any Cordialls 
or Juleps, were they never fo advantageous. Hence did 
arife a foaming at his mouth, his eyes being ftrangely fix- 
ed; and within a few daies after thefe direfull Symptoms 
made him yield to the grave. 

Cardanus, 9. Tract. 5. lib. 2. writes of Alexander Braf- another. 
céus, Who was bitten by a mad Dog, and having many 
Phyficians in Confultation, they enquiring the caufe 
hereof, found that he had kiffed a mad Dogs and the day 
following, as they prefaged, he died. Hence therefore 
may we fee, that the Spittle of a mad Dog is the worft 
of Poyfons; for being thus inwardly taken by a Ki, 
the Dog did bite him, upon which Bite he died. Nico- 
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Jans writes, that the Son of a Painter in Verice being bit- | 
ten by a mad Dog, and cured by his Phyficians, had not 
the figns of one bitten by a mad Dog untill eight months | 
after. And Amatus Luftanus, Cent. 7. teltifieth, that he 
faw a man of Theffalovica, the third year after his being 
bitten with a mad Dog, to have run mad him(elf.

Hefe may be properly called Stinging, Bites. and } 

i thefe came into the world foon after Man's Fall, } 
and have continued ever fince, for the punifhment of fin- } 
fall Man. I {hall begin this Difcourfe with the Bite of f 
an Adder, which by fome is called Coluber, quia colit umz- ¥ 
bras, or & Lubricis traibus, as Oribafins obferveth; that 
is, becaufe it haunteth Shadowy and grovy places, or | 
from her winding Paths. When this Animall does bite a 
man, the Part becomes of a leaden colour, and. very 
painfull. If not prefently cured, foetid and black Matter § 
does iffue from the Sore. \ 
As touching the Cure hereof, you may.ufe thofe which : 
are prefcribed in the foregoing, Chapter. Drefs. the | 
Wound with Treacle diffolved in the Oy] of Scorpions, | 
inwardly giving your Patient Treacle-water, or Aqua \ 
Scordii compofit. to which may be added a little Vinegar, | 
Carduus-water, Rue-water, and, the like. { 
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Pareus, lib. 20. cap. 23. fhews how he cured a Cook yiftory. 
bitten with an Adder, upon gathering of wild Hops from 
a hedge. So foon as he was bitten in the Hand, he fuc- 
ked the Wound with his lips, hereby thinking to mitigate 
the pain, and extra& the poyfon : but fo foon as his tongue 
had touched the Wound, it {welled fo big, that it hin- 
dred his {fpeech; befides which, his Arm even to his 
Shoulder fo tumefied, and caufed fuch fharp pains, that 
he twice fainted away. In this miferable condition being 
undertaken by him, he wafhed his Mouth with Treacle 
difiolved in White wine, adding to it Agua vite; the 
Arm. was {carified with many and deep Scarifications ; 
and the Bloud, which was both waterifh and full of Se- 
rum, Was permitted to flow plentifully from the incifed 
Parts, the which were afterwards well wafhed with Mi- 
thridate and Treacle diffolved in Agua vite. The Pa- 
tient was after this committed to his warm bed, and there 
caufed to fweat, not to fleep, left hereby the Poyfon might 
be drawn to the inward: Parts. By this method all: the 
malign Symptoms ceafed, and the Wound was kept open 
for a long while, for the difcharge of the peccant Matter, 
and wafhed with Treacle and Wine: and within a fmall 
while after he recovered. (By. the way, fuch people 
who do make it their trade to catch Adders, do apply 
the Powder of them to the affected Part, if they be bit- 
ten, and do take the fame inwardly. 

To thefe I fhall adde Toads, for thefe two are the mokk Bitings of : 
venomous creatures we have in Exgland. And what a 1% 
Toad is, is {9 well known, that it will be needlefs to fet 
down its defcription. This onely I thal! affert, it lea- 
peth not as do Frogs, but creepeth flowly 5 partly. by 
reafon of its fhort legs, and partly in refpect of its dull 
body. If it be ftirred, it fwells, and looks very-ugly 
with its flaming eyes. It infecteth by its venomous Spit- 
tle or Slaver, and whom it thus infecteth it does infli@ 
in, them moft of thefe following Symptoms : it generally 
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find difficulty of breathing, is perplexed with troublefome 
Syncope's, with blacknefs of Lips and Tongue, Raving, 
cold Sweat, and the like. 

As touching the Cure hereof, Treacle, Mithridate, 
Orviatan, Elefuar. de Ovo, Aqu. Theriacal. Bezoard. mine- 
ral. Harts-horn, Terra Lemnia, and the like, are good 5 
and to the wounded Part ufe {trong Lixiviwm’s, fuch as I 
have fet down in the Curing of a Gangrene, being made | 
of Scordium, Rue, Angelica, Wormwood, Sage, Bays, §f 
and the like. | 

I will conclude this with two remarkable Hiftories. 
The firft is of Fohannes Boccativs, who while he was § 
{porting with his Beloved in his Garden near a bed of J 
Sage, by rubbing his Teeth and Gums with fome of the 
Sage-leaves, he {peedily died. His Wife was called be- 
fore a Judge, who enquiring of her how her Husband be- 
came poyfoned, fhe carried with her fome of the fame 
Sage-leaves to fhew him, and tafting thereof in his pre- § 
fence, died alfo, to the great admiration of all the By- § 
ftanders. The wife Judge confidering of which, did 
much fufpe& this Sage, and ordered it to be pluckt up 
from the roots, and commanded it to be committed toa _ | 
workman's care to clear the ground: upon the doing of § 
which, there appeared a great black Toad, which had § 
harboured at the bottome of the Sage, the which by its 
poyfonous Vapour and tabifick [Zuvies did infe@& the 
whole Plant with its venomous Sdva or Slaver 5 thefe 
two taking whereof, it did occafion the lofs of both their 
Lives. And hence may be collected, although Toads 
have no Teeth, yet have they heard Gums, and the 
parts to which they adhere they do {fo clofely conftringe 
and clofe, that they compell and force their whole Poy- 
fon into the whole part, and thereby do infe& the whole 
Body by their faftning. 


I have 
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I have alfo read from a very Worthy Friend, of two another. 
Merchants, who while Dinner was providing, took a 
few turns about the Garden which belonged to the 
Houfe, wherein they delighted themfelves with the 
beauty and fhape of the Sage-leaf; of which they pluckt 
fome, and thefe being unwafht they put them into a Glaf 
of Wine. They had fearce dined, but by drinking of 
this Wine they were taken with a Vertigo, all things fee- 
ming to their view to turn round : and being thus blinded, 
they both fell into a Syxcope, and were fpeedily after- 
wards overtaken with Convulfion ; their Tongues and 
Lips grew black, with a horrid Afped, accompanied with 
cold Sweats, and their whole Bodies were raifed into a Tu- 
mour by this Venome; whereupon both very fuddenly 
died. jt being generally reported that they were both 
poyfoned, the man of the houfe and his fervants were all 
convened before a Judge, for fufpicion of poyfoning thefe 
two Gentlemen; who upon their Examination declared 
by a generall confent, that them{elves putting fome Sage- 
leaves into their Wine were herewith poyfoned. The 
Judge hereupon fending for a Phyfician, and enquiring 
of him whether Sage might be infected with Poyfon, he 
prefently afferted it might. He further enquired of the 
Matter of the Garden, whether any virulent Slaver, Froath, 
or Matter, was upon the Sage. To which they all readily 
an{wered, There was. And upon making a Cavity at the 
bottome of the Sage-bed, there was found a great Toad, 
the which then was conjectured to poyfon the Plant at 
the root by its Slaver and venenate Liquour. And hence 
may we collect how imprudent all fuch men are, who do 
readily eat Herbs. and Fruits newly plucked, without be- 
ing either wafhed or wiped. 
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CHAP. XVII. 
Of Wounds made by Poyfoned Weapons. 
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F any Wound be tinged with Poyfon, we are to 
| haften its extirpation by Alexipharmicks: and becaufe 
this Poyfon does. confift of very fubtile parts, whofe en- 
vious qualities it chiefly does ftudy to fix and hindge up- 
on the Heart ; and whereas this ill-conditioned Poyfon 
does corrupt the Body, and turneth it into its nature, 
and is not here at quiet, untill it does reach the Fountain | 
of life, there creating a change in the principall Faculty, 
and there getting conqueft does {peedily difpatch and de- 
molifh the whole naturall Faculty 5 let us enquire into | 
its nature, and fee what forms and fhapes it does carry. 
Hippoc. 6. Epid. Text. 6. calls it xgnSpyo, or Maleficums | 
the Greeks call it Skane sv or Corruptorium. And hence | 
Virgil, Hneid. 9. hath this verfe, | 

OngereTela manu, ferrnmque armare veneno ¢ 
and Homer, Ody/f. 1. hath this, 

Dapprancy avdpopbvey HChuwG., Cpeg. ot ey, 

les ypieDa, | 
that is, Pharmacum homicidum quarens, ut ei effet unde § 
fagittas oblineret. But as touching Poyfon it felf, it 1s ge- | 
nerally allowed a compound fubftance, not naturall, the § 
Heart’s great enemy, and that treacherous Invader which , 
does corrupt the whole Body, and does overthrow the | 
naturall Temper thereof. And as touching this, there are } 
various Opinions extant: for fome there are who write, | 
that it may be fo made, that it cannot inflict its cruelty | 
in fome in a moneth; in others in the {pace of a year, | 

in | 
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in fome ina greater time. And that it may be fo made, 
} as to kill fooner or Jater,.is out of doubt. Now that 
} which it chiefly aims at is the deftruction of the native 
} Heat and radical] 'Moifture, endeavouring both to ex- 
j tinguifh and corrupt them. It hath, various fubjecéts on 
} which it hath its dependance, as a Vapour, Juice, ora 
j terreftriall fubftance : and thefe three do comprehend 
j all. 

} . Theophrafius, lib. Plant. 9. cap. 15. writes, that the AG- 
} thiopians did anoint their Arrows with a peftiferous Root. 
} Lead alfo is very ready to take the imprefs of Poyfon: 


‘}} for both Nature and Experience do make good, that as 
1] Metalls are purged by the Fire, and fo forced to leave 


j their terrene and fxculent fubftance and impurities; fo 
j although the Fire does perform this very exactly, yet thefe 
} Metalls may imbibe a ftrange fubftance by their nature. 


i) As for example, take Vinegar, Soot, Salt, and the Juice 
}} of Horfe-Radifh-root, and mix them together, and let 


} them dry, and you will find them make the fubftance of 


i) } Iron. And Iron it felf, being ofttimes infufed herein, 


will foon harden at that rate, that unlefs you have ex- 


'} perienced the fame, you can {carce give credit to it : and 


on the contrary, being oft extinguifhed in the Juice of 
Hemlock, Soap, and. Marfh-mallows, it will {peedily 
grow foft. Tin and Lead being ofttimes extinguifhed in 
the Juice of Squills, do fo affect thefe, that they do un- 
cloath their outward coat, whil(t the other thereby is 
made black and foft. The which could not be, if they 
retained not in them fome of its {pirit and virtue. And 
although the Fire doth difmif and purge thefe, yet they 
may be-granted with eafe to imbibe another kind of fub- 
ftance. Thus how oft have we feen Copper tinged and 
grow ycllow by applying to it fpirit of Lapis Calaminaris, 
and Tutty; and again to grow white, by the {pirit of 
Arfenick, Orpiment, and the like >. Whence we may in- 
ferre, that Metalls, out-of which thefe Inttruments of caw 
chie 
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chief are made, as Shot, Bullets, and the like, may re= | 
ceive a {pirituous fubftance anfwering their nature, out 
of which, as out of fo many various mercurial, foetid 
and lethiferous waters, they feem to be framed, by ad- 
hibiting ‘the Juice of Wolfsbane, Squills, Apu Rifas, | 
or Herba Sardonica, and the like, and of venomous Beatts, | 
which by reafon of their contrariety of fubftance do hurt’ | 
and corrupt our fubftance. 

As thus, for example: Apiwm Rifas does infe& by | 
Laughing 5 of which Apwleis faith , that if one take | 
thereof in the morning fafting, it kills him with Laughing. 
Tragws, lib. t.cap. 159. writes of a Woman gathering an 
Hemlock-root amongft Parfhips, and boiling them toge- 
ther, and-eating thereof, that it made her as it were fo 
intoxicated, that {He endeavoured to climb up the houfe, | 
and did think fhe could fly. But by taking a draught of i 
Vinegar fhe was recovered hereof. A man having the | 
Juice of Wolfsbane mixed with his Bread died the third 
day, with a great company of formidable Symptoms | 
which attended him. This is reputed to have tn it that | 
venome that is fcarce to be overcome by the beft of A- 
lexipharmicks. Nightfhade alfo hath allowed a veneni- ! 
fick quality, as Tvagus affirmeth, Hiftfor. Stirp. lib. 3. cap: 
43. Mercurialis writes, that the Mandrake-apple, called | 
by fome Bela Donna, being eaten by fome Children, al- § 
lured to feed on it by its fair and beautifull looks, it hath J 
fpeedily killed them. Lemniws declares, Herb. bib. cap. 12. 9 
that having in Summer-time carelefly gathered a Mane | 
drake-apple, he did hang this fair and fpecious fruit in 
his Clofet, where fitting a while he grew fo fleepy, that 
he could fcarce fhake it off, forgetting his Apple did hang § 
over his Head. Waking on a fadden, and confilting 
with himfelf what was or might be the caufe of this his 
Sleepinefs, and cafting his eyes upwards, he efpied this . 
Apple hanging over his Head, and removed it : the which 
being removed, he began fpeedily to grow frefh and brisk. 
again. 
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Of Woundsin General. 
again. ~ Poxxettws, lib. 6. cap. 32. de Veneno, writes, that 
hefaw a man, who had taken a drachm and a half of 
Hellebore, to die prefently. Mutthiolws, lib. 4. cap. 141. 
j Writes, that a prefent Poyfon being made out of the Juice 
|] of white Hellebore, and Arrows or Shot being herein ma- 
| cerated and illinated, they do caufe {peedy death to that 
perfon wherein they are lodged, or in thofé Parts through 
which they do pafs. 
!'} Thus have I fhewn you, that a venenate Mixture be- 
|] ing made of any of thefe, and Weapons made either of 
(| Wood or Iron macerated therein, and then ent into the 
mufculous Parts, they do there {peedily fhew their veno- 
|} mous qualities; the which if they be not {peedily fetched 
} out, they do leave their pernicious marks of Venome, 
} which does prove a perfect deftroyer of the whole. And 
||} as daily experience does teach us, many peftiferous and 
} venenate Mixtures are and have been of late invented 
jand found out. And if Bullets or the like Inftruments be 
} herein dipped, tempered, and tinged, and {hot into any 
} Part, occafion a Wound, although it be not adherent, 
yet in its quick paffage this Poyfon hath that fubtile, nim- 
ble and peftiferous quality, that it does fpeedily creep from 
the {mall Veffells to the greater, untill it hath got advan- 
tage of the principall Parts; and having once got footing 
therein, it {peedily does there exercife that furioufnets, 
that it does contraét the Life of man into a fmall compafs 
of warmth and heat. And hence let no man doubt, that 
Wounds thus made by Shot, or any other kinds of In- 
{truments which have power enough in them to receive 
Poyfon, but that they may be made poyfonous. And by 
how much thefe are made of very fubtile parts, by fo 
much the readier may they penetrate : and their malign 
Vapours being fent through the Veins, Nerves and Arte- 
ries, do at once infect both the naturall, animall, and vi- 
tall Faculties, in which conflié they do fuffocate by their 
contrary preternaturall mixtures. As often therefore as 
N 2 
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any thing of Poyfon is dreaded in a-Wound, we are | 
chiefly to have a refpect to its dangerous attempts: and | 
becaufe fach Wounds’as ate made by poyfoned Weapons | 
are for the moft part mortall, not fo much in refpect | 
ofthe quality of the Wound, as in refpect of the quality 
of the Poyfons we are therefore firlt to leffen its vigour, 
and. that becaufe it aims altogether at the Heart, the 
Fountain of Life. 
Cure. Inthis Cure thefe two Intentions do chiefly offer them- 
nee Inten- Elves; firft, that we ftrengthen the Heart againft its fu- | 
ras ry, and that we {peedily draw forth the Venome the fame 
way and. by the fame Orifice it was taken in. And | 
though in other Wounds Solution of Continuity does | 
onely require Union; yet here, having Poyfon adjoy- | 
ned, asa grand enemy to our Nature, this is firft to be ex- J 
tracted and difcharged. And this is to be done by kee- 
ping the Wound open. In other Wounds indeed it mutt | 
be our greateft care, to avert Fluxion and all. other Syme | 
ptoms from’ the affected Parts by Purging and Phiebos 
tomy : but in poyfoned Wounds, {o long. as. the Poy- | 
fon urgeth, we are here contrarily to endeayour the { 
Attraction of this Poyfon to.the affected Part, and by | 
that to difcharge it. i 
And here, that we may not run our felves upon the | 
rocks of Miftake and Unadvifednefs, we are firft to confi- 
der in what part this Wound happeneth. For if it hath J 
happened in the Nervous parts, it is very dangerous : for } 
hereupon by applying of fharp and biting Medicines or § 
Cauteries, Convulfion does ofttimes arife.. Ifthe Wound | 
happeneth. in that Part where we may not with, fafety j 
fcarify, nor apply thefe tharp Medicines, we muft here § 
apply. fuch Medicines as may fetch forth this Poyfon by 
their own propriety and fubftance. We are with all} 
{peed to fetch out the Poyfon, and to leflen its vigour. i 
Thus if the Fleth of the Wound be livid,- and: its colour 
contrary. to that of.other, Parts, accompanied with. extras | 
ordinary | 
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Of Wounds tn:General, 
ordinary Pains, Inflammations, and Debilitation of the 
whole Body, or Alienation of the Mind, and thef-hap- 
pen without any manifeft caufe, thefé in every refpe& do 
declare Poyfon to be prefent. 

In thefe cafes the Chirurgeon is to arme himfelf with 
Bole-Armeniack,  Swzaragd. Bezoar. Scorzonary roots , 
Scord. Rue, Angelica2, Gentian, Tormentill, Biftort, Balme, 
Veronica, St. Johns-wort, and the like, being made either 
into Decoctions, Syrupes, or the like. Amongft Com; 
pounds may be reckoned Orviataw, Theriac. Andromach, 
Mithridat. EleFuar. de Ovo, Diatefferor, Confet. de Hya- 
einth. Aqua Theriacal. Scord, compolit. Tintar. Croc. Elixar 
Proprietat. and the like. As.to the affected Part, this 
may be evocated, either by Cupping-glafles - with much 
Hame, if to be permitted, or to fcarify the Part fo as the 
bloud may come out plentifully. After this it is to be 
wathed with warm Vinegar, in which Mithridate or Ve- 
wice Treacle hath been diflolved. For this purpofe Chalk 
allo mixed with Honey and Treacle is very good. Gar- 
lick and Onions beaten with fome Carduws beneditéus is 
by fome much commended. For this alfo the ACuall! 
Cautery is uféfull, if it may with -fafety be applied. To 
the. wounded Part. may this. be applied; Be Terebinth. 
Venet. 31}. Ol. Hyperic. 3}. Theriac. Andvomach. 3G. Ex- 
phorb. recent. Terr. Sigillat. an. 2ij. param coquantur. fimul, 
and apply it. In this cafe alfo Precipitate, or /Kgyptia- 
cum to Which fome Mithridate is added, is very pro- 
per.. Avicew for this- Ufe does-much commend this fol- 
lowing Emplaft.

Quercin. Ziv. ex quibus fiat Emplaft. . Or for this purpofe 
take thefe followmg., Re Awmoniac.

This Cataplafm does much good, being applied to the 
whole affected Member: & Fi.

ER. coquantur cum Aceto in Cataplafmatis formam. This 
does both eafe Pain, and prevent Inflammation. 

When the Poyfon is all drawn forth, fill up the Wound 
being well digefted and deterged. And here, according 
to Celfws order, are we to make a good Bandage over the 
Part, but not too ftri@. And if the Poyfon have onely 
{eized fome {mall extreme Part, if there be no good to be 
done at the firft, amputate the Members for delays do 
here prove very dangerous: hereby taking care that the 
Venome do not fpread any further, for this remaining ma- 
keth the beft of Medicines of {mall effet. In other cafés 
digeft, mundify, incarn, and skin, as you doe in other 
Wounds. 

To conclude ; Ctefias, an old Authour, in /b. de Rebus 
Perficis, writes of a Woman who through her whole life- 
time dreaded Poyfon, and made it her greateft care to 
efcape it. She invited another woman to dinner; who 
feeing her Knife lie on the Table, the which fhe for many 


years before never parted from her fide but at dinner- ~ 


time, took up this Knife, and poyfoned it at the end: She 
cutting her victualls therewith was foon difpatched of her 
life. The other parts of the meat which were untou- 
ched by the Knife were void of all Poyfon. Hence alfo 
may we learn, that all fuch people as do dread Poyfon 
mutt 
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muft not let other people be their Carvers. For Mercy- 
rialis writes, lib. de Venenis, that this Woman under pre- 
tence of kindnefs carved for the other which dreaded the 
Poyfon, who dreamed not of any poyfonous quality to 


be fhrowded by hers. whieh yet proved the lo of her 
Life. 


A Captain being wounded by a poyfoned Bullet, was Another.

} The Spaniards do generally poyfon their Weapons 
with the Juice of white Hellebore, which Weapons thus . 
| poyfoned if they happen to touch the Veins, fo as the - 
| leaft part of the Bloud be therewith affected, they foon . 
| die who are hurt hereby. Thofe Compofitions alfo made 
of Arfenick, Sublimate, Cinnaber, Realger, and the like, 
how apt they may be made for this uf, no knowing man 
will deny. But to treat further hereof would be too - 
tedious : I therefore do recommend you to Schenckins, 


Parrey, and other fuch Authours, which have writ fully . 
of thefe things. 
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CHA’P XVIIL 
Of Gunfhot-W ounds. 


Uch Mafters of Art who have dwelt many years in 
S the Wars, and have hazarded their Lives as well as 
their Fortunes with their experience therein, will cur- 
rantly grant, that every young Chirurgeon, who intends 
to doe his King fervice and his Country a kindnefs, his 
Art right, and his Patients pleafure, ought well to un- 
derftand the Therapeutick part of his Art, before he en- 
ters upon the Practick. And when they enter the ftage 
of Gunfhot-Wounds, they ought fo readily to be prepa- 
red with the Knowledge of them, and the Inftruments 
which do occafion them, that they may make their {pee- 
dy addrefs to their Entrance, Form and Shape, and from 
thence derive their firft Intention. This part of Chirur- 
gery does not fo particularly belong to the City-Chirur- 
geon or Countrey Practicioner, Domeftick Wars not be- 
ing fo frequent : yet to every one it is very ufefull and 
profitable, as upon Accidents, or Duells, and the like. But 
as to thefe Wounds, as they are artificiall, fo fhould they 
meet with a man of Art to undertake them. For hereto 
do belong many weighty Confiderations 5 as the Diffe- 
rence of thefe Weapons, and the Places whereinto they 
penetrate. And out of thefe two do arife two Intentions, 
(viz.) of Cure, and Extraction. The Weapons Shapes, 
Form, and Make, are alfo to be confidered 5 and their 
fub{tance of which they are made, being either of Wood, 
Iron, Steel, Lead, Brafs, Glafs; or Bone 5 with the va- 
riety of their Forms, being either long, triangular, qua- 
drangular, round, obtufe, fharp, and the like; thefe alfo 
being 
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being either large, or {mall : refpect alfo is to be had to 
their Number, being one, or more. And having of every 
of thefe given-you a flight draught, being conduéted by 
Hippocrates, the Matter of the Ceremony, I here do com- 
mend you to the Figure, which does relate how the hu- 
mane Body may receive the imprefs of many kinds of war- 
like Inftruments, no Part being fhot-free from the Head 
to the Foot. The Figure is prefented you before, near 
the beginning of my difcourfe of Wounds in generall; 
and alfo in that of particular Wounds. | 
Before I enter upon the general! Treatife of Gunthot- 
Wounds, let us take a {mall view, and fee what Gun- 
powder and Shot are made of. And here may we find, 
that a Francifcan Fryer, called Bartholdys, Anno 1 380. 
being an Alchymift, was the firft that found out the true 
Compofition of Gunpowder, which is now in ufe. Roger 
Bacon 1284. does make mention of Gunpowder, with {e- 
verall others before him; but it never came at its due 
perfection of Compofition till the time of the aforefaid 


g Fryer. Which Compofition we may find framed out of 


thefe Simples, Salt-peter, Sallow or Willow-coal, Sul- 
jphur, and Agua vite. This therefore in its effence mutt 
not be allowed venenate, daily experience evincing’ the 
jcontrary, by fhewing and declaring the contrary effets. 
Thus Sulphur ( which is the firft) is fo far from Poyfon, 
that it is accounted a moft excellent Medicine for Affe@s 
of the Lungs, and not for thefe alone, as Galen faith, 
9. Simpl. 36. It isan admirable Medicine againft the Itch, 
and a thing at this day ufed much for the fame. Its Spi- 
rit is ofttimes inwardly prefcribed in Juleps for the allay- 
ing of Fevers. And in this place, being ofan Oleaginous 
fubftance, it retaineth the fire longer then the Coal being 
once kindled. Salt-peter is alfo ufed in Burning-fevers, 
cooling and allaying the Patient’s thirft. And as all Salts 
have a Communion with each other; {0 this, being of 
thin and fubtile parts, is very free from any Venome.

For take it from its Habitation, where you may fee for 
the moft part how and. where it dwelleth, it cannot be 
allowed to have any dealings with Poyfon ; for it is made 
out of a fatty Subftance, forcing it {elf through the Walls 
of fome old and cold Cellars. As to Sallow or Charcoal, 
which is the third Ingredient, the which does fpeedily }} ! 
take fire, this alfo. is void of all Poyfon. And for the | 
Wine or Agua vite, how far this is different from Poyfon, J} ! 
every boon Companion and Good fellow will fufficiently 9} f 
acquaint you. Thus have I prefented you with a brief #j 
defcription of Gunpowder, and its eflence, and touching ‘jf | 
its tranfutation into a fiery quality. Experience and 
reafon will fairly contradi& its having any commerce 
with Poyfon. And if any be defirous to know: the rea= 9} ° 
fon, why Wounds made by Gunfhot do generally look 9 " 
black ; I anfwer them, that it is not the effec of Heat 
brought with the Bullet, but the force of Contufion, f 
which does difcolour the flefh. The which I am fuffici- § 
ently fatisfied in, being made an Example of the fame in 
the Dutch Wars 1665. and 66. where being Chirurgeon 
of one of his MAJESTIE’s Ships, I was wounded by 
the wind of a 24 pound Bullet, by which my Arm was 
miferably fractured and contufed. But to proceed ; this 
Contufion cannot but be great in refpeC of its violence 
it is fent with. 
And this brings me to. the fecond thing, the Shot or | 
Bullet : and thefe are made of Lead for the moft part in 
pitched ‘Battels afhore, as in Armies; although at Sea 
chiefly of Iron.» This is very currant alfo, that thefe of 
their own nature do carry no Poyfon in them. For Lead 
being beaten to powder is good for old Ulcers 5 and ap- 
plied in its own metallick form and beaten thin, it does 
deprefg the lips of old fordid Ulcers, and ftop the en- 
creafe of Scirrhous Tumours. Befides this, have we not 
feen many Bullets fhot into the Body, and there to have 
remained for feverall years, without any hurt or detri- | 
ment. §

ment to the Patient? Lead therefore of its own fimple 
quality we ground to be void of all Poyfon : but how 
ready this may be made to take its imprefs, we have al- 
ready declared. 
We now therefore come to the Wound it felf And 4s cos 
he that will accurately underftand the difference of thef ee eae 
Wounds, muft well confider the Nature of the Parts thor- 
which are thus wounded, their fubftance, uf, action, Wounds. 
pofition, fenfe, and figure; the eflence of the Divifion or 
Solution of Continuity, and its proper differences : all] 
which are the true rules which muft dire& him to his cu- 
rative method. To this knowledge alfo does conduce 
the right underftanding of their proper differences, being 
either large or fmall, {uperficiall or deep, long or fhort, 
thick or thin, and the like. Some of which are moft 
proper for deftruction of the whole Body, others more 
apt for taking off a Part; fome moft fit for pafling 
through the Center, others onely lacerating the Nervous 
and Mufculous parts; fome having in them power to 
break Bones, others warrant onely to lacerate and con- 
tufe the Fleth ; fome of thefe made of their own metalls, 
jothers having added to them ftrange bodies : every of 
which carry with them force enough to caufe Solution of 
Continuity.

_ of Wounds, I fhall prefme to prefent all the Parts of the 


Head in their proper order, which does chiefly belong 
to our prefent Task: both becaufe the Knowledge of 
the Parts affected is very neceflary for the underftanding 


of the Affe&ts, Prefages, and Cure, we being by Hippo- 


crates commanded firft to gain an exa& Knowledge of 
thefe ; and alfoin refpec& of the great Advantage and 
Light they bring to thofe who well do underftand them. 
And fince I have entered the, difcourfe of this noble and 
beautifull Subjeé, I could willingly with my poor Geni- 
us might herein anfwer a generall expectation : and fince 
this is a difficult Task which I have undertaken, as tou-

In Simple Wounds of the Head, we may cure with Ca- Cure. 
tagmatick and Cephalick Medicines, being by Hippocrates 
advifed to apply no moift Medicines here; but rather, 
by how much the Skull and its parts are drier then others, 
by fo much are we directed to ufé a more drying method. 

The moft proper Medicines here to be ufed are to be of 
Deterfive, Digeftive and Drying Qualities. Of this fort 
may be reckoned Myrrh, Aloes, lreos, Gentian, Frank- 
incenfé, Comfrey, Powder of red Rofes, Mattick, Sar- 
cocolla, Dragons bloud, Bolearmeniack, and the like:

CHAP. XXV. 


Of Incifton of the Hairy Scalpe, 
Opening the Skull, 


E come now tothe Operative part of Chirur- 
gery required in the cafes of Wounds of the 
Head , And becaufe the heads of Children are tender, 
loofe, foft, and thin, having in them much blood, not 
hard, thick, and firm ; and becaufe alfo a more {peedy 
Purulency of matter happens in thefe more than in fuch 
who have arrived at a greater Age and ftronger Contfti- 
tution: Thele being, like foft Wax, very capable to re- 
ceive the Impreffions which any Inftrument may inflict, 
Thefe Bones alfo in thefe young Children, in relation to 
their plenty of Heat & Moyfture allowed them, are very 
fubject to receive Putrefaétion. Confidering alfo their 
Imbecillity and Rarenefs, with the weight of the inftru- 
ment hurting, and capable to occafion hereina Wound 
and Fracture, and how {peedily it may communicate its 
afleéts hence to the Brain and its Membranes,and where 
either a Fiffure, Collifion, or Sedes is here made, how 
careful ought weto be, and well to confider and caute- 
loufly to weigh how we are with thefe todeal : Some of 
thefe in refpeét of the largenefs of the wound, and Con- 
cuffion of the Brain, do foon and {peedily difpatch the 
Patient of its life. Others not imprinting their Cruel 
Darts untill the 4th or the 7th day. 

Flippocrates like a Wile Judge does pronounce thefe Four Kinds of 
are Four dangerous Sentences in Wounds of the Head il! Synpone 
happening in Children or Men: As firft, Wounds of the tripocratee ; 
head being neglected, or flenderly examined, do oft- 
times bring an unexpected Death, there being no good 
re{pect or care taken in the right ordering the Body: 
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Thus by the imploy of ignorant Pretenders to the pra- 
ice of this Art, toooft are the King’s Liege People 
Cheated of their Lives, by procuring mifchiefs to the 
{ubjacent Membranes, applying of a Zrepaw to the Su- 
tures, and fharp Medicines hereupon: Thele being more 
proper for exciting of pain,and this drawing inflamation 
with it; who like people half diftraéted are at their 
Wits ends, fearing the Coldnefs of the Air, but not uf- 
derftanding how to temper or correctit, who upon en- 
deavouring to efchew the danger of the one, make no- 
thing to {plit themfelves upon the Rock of Unadvifed- 
nefs in theother. A Third alfo Hippocrates brings in 
fmall and {lender Wounds, the which not being at firft 
welltreared, prove fufpitious beyond the expectation 
of their narrow Genius, who by ordering their Patients 
thin Broaths, Pri/ams, and the like, do give way for their 
Patients to drink Wine, to eat and drink at pleafurejand 
if poffible to any Exercile, not forbidding Venery, -al- 
though the greateft enemy to Wounds in the Head, nor 
prohibiting any paffion, all whichto a Judicious man 
appears asidle as any one thing in the World, Knowing 
that thefe will create Choler in the body,and raife feuds 
in the humours, caufing that Intemperiety which in 
time committing and communicating it felf tothe head, 
hereby inflameth the Animal {pirits. A Fourth may be 
attributed to fuch, who are fo unhappy asat the firft 
view to pronounce fpeedy Death, acquainting both. 
Patient and Relations that there are no hopes left either 
of Cure or Life. And what power, force, and vigour 
this may have have in any man, no Judicious or Inge- 
nious manis ignorant of: Forif by Heppocrates his Rules 
and Aphorifme we are Ordered to hope well,and tothink 
the beft,and give comfortable affurances to the wounded 
Patient, this being as an Exact Rule and Maxime as 
touching Health; fo on the Contrary to create Defpair, 
and difcompofethe Patient with the unhappy hocaay 
of,

ofa fuddain Surprizal and a {peedy Change,muft as con- 
fequently make dulland flat the mufical ftrings which 
are the vigorous and nimble Inftruments of Man's Life, 
Senfe;and Motion. And to conclude this Difcourfe,how 
oft have we feen men dye of {mall and flight Wounds in 
their Heads, not by reafon of the Brain being hurt, or 
the Skull fuffering a fracture, or the like, but chiefly by 
hidden caufes happening either by Accident or Nature, 
having their Bodies overcharged with bad humours, 
macerated by Venery, {welled up by Dropfies, and ac- 
cording to other inward Difpofitions and Tempers: 
Several alfo are the Intentions of divers Authors as tou. 
ching Solution of Continuity in the Head, but thefe do 
not make much for the relief of the Patient. 
Buttoproceed ; Francifcus Arceus advilethus, That 


remove any Bone if the parts of it cleave'together ; but 
onely to be anointed with his Liniment which he hath 
Chriftned by his own name, by having fome {mall Fea- 
thers dipt therein, and fo applying it warmto the part 
affected, _ But ifany bad Symptome appear, as Convul- 
fion, Vomiting of Choler, Fever, or Palfie, and the like, 
then to dilate the Skull as Wippocrates does order, Cap.47. 
lib. de cap. Vulnerib. And being once opened, they are 
to be dreft as we drefs other men. But let this ferve 
for Advice. Wecome next to the perfon affe&ed,who 
is the Object of our prefent Difcourfe, in whom both oc- 
cafion and neceflity commands the Life of the Inftru~ 
ment. And here are we to confider; that we make an 
Artificial feparation of the foft parts about the Skull, 
having hereby a more ready way made for our drefsing. 
After this are we to prevént»all Accidents, and to re- 
move all evil Symptomes; and then to confider whether 
it Ought tobe done, and might be performed with fafety, 
and what-parts itisto be madein, and what is to be per-

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formed after this ;. all thefe being as the general Rules 

and Maximes which are to be oblerved as touching the 
Operation.

. And becaufe Perforation, Trepanning or Trafining is 
of great ule when the Bones are extreamly foul, but 
of moft ufe in thefe Difeafes of Fiffures,. Fra@tures and 
Contufions of the Cranium ; and fince the Ue hereof. is 
of great moment, andthe Operation of great danger, 
how much fhould the young Chirurgeon make trial of 
his Art upon dead Skulls, which is a ready way to bring 
his hand inure to practife upon the living ?: Wherein 
he ought alfoto be very cautious in what cafes -he is to 
apply this; for neither a Fiffure or Fracture do abfolute- 
ly require this Inftrument, as without which they were 
not tobecured: And Nature, we may {ee in many cafes 
in flight Contufions, ufeth her endeavours very happily 
for the difcufling of the extravafed Blood, without the 

affiftance 
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a(iftance hereof,except the innate heat be much leflened 
by extreamcold. But indeed in fuch cafesas wherethe 
extrayaGion of the Blood doth occafion Putrefaction, this 
is to be applied with all fpeed, for this Putrefaétion doth 
bring a greatcompany of ill Symptoms with it, and 
oft-times Death itfelf. It helps to raife the depreffed 
Bones from thetwo Membranes, and helps all thofe In- 
conveniencies as Splints andthe like, by making way 
for theirexition; and hereby alfo have we brought a 


fair method to give us tofee our work before us: This 


isnot to be applied upon the Fracture if the bones be | 
fevered ; not upon a Suture, becaufe hence the Nerves, | 
Veins and Arteries by which the Dura AZarerisannexed |

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CHA P. XXVL 
Of Contufzon. 


S our Difcourle hath hitherto guided us to the 
Knowledge of Signs, and Prefagesin Wounds of 
the Head, and hath alfo hewn what Inftruments are 
neceffary in order tothe Cure of Fractures of the Skull - 
Our next intent will be to thew you the variety of Fra- 
ctures, which may be laid to poffefs the Skull, and of 
thefe there is great difference allowed amongft their 
numbers. Hippocrates only naming five, viz, fifjura, 
Contufio, Effrattura, Sedes, and Refonitus, 

Galen on the contrary nominates eight, and thuscalls 
them, ‘Pryx«, Exyorlu, Eyyiowyoy Exartequee, Kangpwois, 
“Ammo vere pric 19s, Orcqua, Ariynyg. And thefe are the 
differences of Fraétures which are of the Head, fomeof 
which are accounted fimple Fractures, as the(e three ; 
Contufio,Rima, Sedes , others more compound, as thefe 3, 
Depreffio, Cameratio, Excifio, the other two being Co/- 

Lifto & Contrapifjura or Refonitus, of each of thefe in their Contufion « 
order ; in which! begin with Contuffo. This Species of Pate are 
a Practure is called in Greek badas, or Gadoue, or Con. 
tufion, and this isa proper name given to every Solu- 

tion of the Mufclesand flethy parts ; but here it is more 
properly termed anImpulfion in the Cranium, Occa- 

fioned by the weight or violence of fome ponderous and 

external Inftrument , much expreffing Inftruments of 

Tin or Brafs, the which being {mote or ftrook by any 

hard or heavy Inftrument, do occafion aninward bent 

and {welling, Paulus lib.

In Contufion, thefe two Differences are generally 


(> as that the Dura Mater is forced to flee from the 
Craninm or, not wholly Contuted , but Superficially. 
Thefedo generally happen in Children, whofe Skulls 
arethin, and more properly allowed to be Cartilagi- 
rious than Boney. Suddenly after the blow is given,or 
hurt occafioning this Contufion , it doth mot appear > 
nor yet the hurt which is contracted in the Bone ; but 
within a few days after,the colour of theCranzam chang- 
eth, and will appear whitifh without rednefs; andif it 
be carious, it will appear livid or blackifh ; and where 
this appears, you are by your Ra/pe or Scraping Inftru- 
ment to take away fo much of the Bone until the black- 
nefs is quite extirpated, and then to heal the Wound 
by Incarnatives. And becaule it oft-times happeneth 
that Children and Infants by reafon of the weaknets of 
their Heads and'Legs-are oft fubjeGt to fall from high 
places, being left alone, and hereby do receive very 
fad and miferable Contufions in their Heads. And here 
according to Hippocrates's Aphorifm, the Blood being 
preternaturally transfufed into fome Cavity, doththere 
corrupt: That weimay prefcribe a right Curative-me- 
thod, we aretotakenotice, that this putrifying Blood 
be not permitted to defcend to the Dura Mater: And 
therefore fometimes.opening the Curis for the difcharge 
of this matter, the Patient is brought into great danger. 
And that this effe& may more accurately be treated, we 
are to abftain from Seétion or Incifion ; for by the reafon 
of this copious efflux of Blood, the Spirits become re- 
folved, and Fluxion excited by occafion of this Incifion ; 
and Children hereupon alfo being difturbed and vexed, 
by crying, and the like ,' the Veins of the Head become 
tumified, and Inflammation follows,and very oft Death 
it felf : And therefore for a more fafe method to be 
vfed, Take this:

In 'thefe cafes alfo Cupping-Glaffes are very much Cuppings 
commended, but imyoung Children theyare not very Glafes.

to apretty age, as we may feein this Story of a Boy, Hifory,

Another Hiftory I hall here write allo, to thew of | 


what ftrength Paffion is in young Children. . A Lad 
of 15 years of age having received a Contufed Wound 
about his Bregma,with Fracture,theW ound bemg at firlt 
dilated, and the pieces of bones extracted, it was. brought 
to ahappy fuppuration, and all evil Symptomes difap- 
peared. The Eleventh day being paft, the Child being 
vexed, and moved to Anger , fuddainly fell‘into ‘a 
Fever, and Phrenfie, fo that in four dayes after he dyed: 
he being diffected, the Membranes of the Brain were 
found inflamed, and both the Ramifications of Veins and 
Arteries much tumified with blood. 

I will conclude this with that Remarkable Hiftory of 
Hugo Blotivs; who writes of Charles Nephew tor Charles 
the 5th of Spaiz, who after having been troubled witha 
Quartan Ague, was by his Phyfitians directed to walk 
and refrefh himfelf inthe Air; As he was going out of 
his Chamber door,.and feeing a Maid’of Honour making 
of Garlands, made hafte to her ; fhehereupon being fur- 
prized, making hafte away, felhagainft the barr of her 
Chamber door; the Young Gentleman being herewith 
vexed, that he fhould'bethe Occafion of this mifchief, in 
a fury going to his Chamber, meets with an unhappy 
Fall, which caufed a wound ia:his head, coming from 
her Chamber: The Chirurgions hereupon being called, 
they prefently rowled it up, and intended to confolidate 
the Wound, neglecting the efluxof matter, infomuch 
that his head {peedily tumified, andthis Young Gentle- 
man lay asif he wereinan Apoplexy. s/4ndreas Vefa- 
/ivs,.an Expert Anatomift, and.well skilled in Chirurge-

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ry, being fent for, affirmed, That the chief method 
which mult give any hopes of life, muft be the opening 
of the Pericrane. The which by general confent being 
allowed, no fooner was. this done, but a fetid matter 
came forth The young man foon recovered him(elfand 
by the benefit hereof, as one reftored from the Grave,he 
was railed from this deep fleep.

wards. Paulus does give us thefe two Species hereof, 
the firft whereof he calls 2xxo7, which is by him held 
to be adivifien in the Crazium with everfion or élation 
of the offended Bone. The other he alfo calls dmoxy- 
mapviquos, aS When the fractured Bone of the Skull does 
recede from the other Bone, even as we feea Chip fall 
from the Body of the Tree when it is hewed or chopt 
fromit; and hence called the Ablation of thebone. A 
third Species hereof is named by Hippocrates,and by him 
called diexort,and this is a large & deepCutt penetrating 
the Cranium, as Philoth.eus explains it, Comment. Apho- 
vifm. 16. Cap. Lib. 6. Alenorls dia BelGous Diaipeo, OF 
Divifionem Profundam, There are feveral difterences 
allowed hereof by Hippocrates. It being fometimes fim- 
| ple without Fiffure, Collifion, and Effracture , and this 
| hehathin his roth Sentence. Sometimes with Fiffure 
} and Contufion, and fometimes onely joyned with Con- 
} tufion. Sometimes this happensina dire@ line; other- 
| whiles in an oblique. And here alfo Hippocrates advi- 
| feth, That that Wound which is obliquely made in the 
| Cranium is lefs terrible,than that which is made directly ; 
| for in an oblique Wound the fubject parts are lefs Con- 
cufled. Out of this fimple Sedes are alfo framed thelé 
Compounds, both in regard of the Weapons which do 
varioufly affliét the Crazivm, andalfo in refpect of the 
Bones themfelves , fome of which are folid, others 
“more foft. And henceis it if a Weapon having a blunt 
edge , feize on a folid part of the Cranium , befides 
this Incifion, it alfo maketh a Fiflure ; and where it 
happens in a part of a middle fubftance between both 
hard and foft, this is partly fiffured, partly collifed by 
Teafon of the Sedes. He therefore who will undertake 
the Cure of any of thefe three fore-cited Fra¢tures,ought

Tables adhere to the AZembrana Carnofa, they are not to 
be removed, but tobe reduced to their proper places, 
the Wound being mundified and deterged with white- 
| Wine, or Spirit of Wine mixt with AZe/ Rofarum ; then 
adjoyn the Cutis Mu/culofa to the other with convenient 
Stitches,as mbrofe Parrey advileth ; who alfo doth or: 
der, that if any part ofa Bone fhould be cut out, accom- 
panied witha large Wound, or fevered from any other 
Part of the Crazinm,and do only adhere to the Pertcrane, 
and Mufculous Curis, it is not from thence to be remov. 
ed, And although this may appear asa fuperfluous and 
fuperficial Caution, and look-as an ufelefs Maxim, yet 
it is not to be contradiéted ; for a Callus will hereupon 
generate {peedily, the which by the ftrength of Nature 
will be foon procured as Ce//us obferveth. 

The truth of which,certain Experience makes good: Hifory. 
as he alfo theweth ina Captain, who having received a 
very large Wound upon hisCoronal Bone »which a

ed the breadth of three Fingers, occafioned by a large 
and {trong Sword, fo as that it feparated gach part from 


‘the other, fo as that the neighbouring Bones did not 


cohere, but {carce adhering to the Pericrane and hairy 
Scalp, he fell with his Face forward upon the ground, 
and had fome part of his Dura Mater hanging over his 
Eyes. Ambrofe Parrey being confulted about this his 
Cure, doth fpeedily reduce the Dara Mater into its pro- 
per place, by removing it from the Cuszs of his Face, ob- 
ferving/ippocrates sRules,not to leave theBrain unarmed 
naked: Wherefore the Blood being deterged, which 
was fallen upon the Dura Mater , and the proftrated 
Bone reduced into its true place, and with a Suture 
made with three Stitches in the upper part, he clofed up 
the Wound, and ordered that the Matter remaining 
might be difcharged, by the vacant {paces between the 
Sutures or Stitches ; and hence between thefe vacancies 
were put in {mall Tents and Dofils, by the which the 
Parts were kept open, and the Matter difcharged : And 
although the Body was ftabbed through in feveral other 
places at thistime, occafioning many Wounds,by God's 
Mercy he recovered, without any lofsof Perscrane or 
Cranium, but what neceffity compelled to be taken 
away.

His Species of a Fradture is called eagaaous, Effra- | 
ura, Depreffio; and by Paulus Aiginetta, De- | 

felio & Introcefio: And thisis framed both of Contufi- | 
on and Fiffure, under which are contained eyyiowpeny | 
or 
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Of Wounds of the Head, 
or Appropinquation of Bodies, and Kaygypwns, or Con- 
cameration, and éxmeopa, “ffraitio: Allthe which by 
Paulus are allowed as 1o many various Species of Fra- 
ctures,the firft of which by him is owned to be a divifion 
of the Bone, in which the hurt Bone falleth downwards 
towards the Dura AZater, out of its natural place, and 
therefore itis fo called, am 78 eyyus, or prope. Cama- 
rofis is a divifion.of the Craméum with its Exaltation, the 
Bone advancing upwards. Galen doth thus diftinguith 
them, 21.6. Meth: Medend, tyyiowna by him being 
called a Fracture, whole Bone happens upon the Dure 
Mater upon its depreffion ; Keugewns that which hath 
the Bone exalted. But this Species of a Fracture doth 
much differ from a Fiffure,_ becaufein this isan Introcef- 
fion,but none to be found in a Fiffure,the Bone in that re- 

maining in its proper {tate and nature: froma Contufion 
alfo ; for although the Bone do introceed in it, yet the 
Continuity thereof is not folved ; whereas ina Depreffi- 
onorIntroceffion, the Boneis fra@tured into many fhi- 
vers. And here.alfo Hippocrates his obfervation may be 
wellapplyed; as we daily, fee,. hard things do rather 
break than bend, whereas foft things we fee do more 
readily bend than break: But in a Wound happening 
witha depreffion of the Skull, we fee apparently, that 
there is not only made aDivorce of Parts in the Crazium, 
but fractures them fo, that they are feen to lodge upon 
the Dura Mater, there compreffing it, the which lace- 
rated Parts herethus happening,’ do hinder the motion 
of the Brain, and are oft-times feen to appear fixed, like 
fo many Splints or Shivers upon its Membrane, terrify- 
ing and perplexing it. And the cafelyes here parallel 
with the Heart ; forasthe body ofthe Heart doth attract. 
and expel its Subftances, by its extending and contra@- 
ing Quality in its proper timesand circuits, fo alfodoth 
the Brain, in which is feated the animal Spirit contain- 
edin its Ventricles, tranfmit the fame to every Part;

being thereto incited by a fit and proper motion, and ! 
thereby doth diftribute and elaborate the fame. But | 
when this motion is intercepted by a compreffion of the 
Bones and Splints, and the like falling thence, this di- 
{tribution and elaboration muft neceflarily be violated, | 
which motion doth evidently appear in wounded people, 
whole Heads are detected, and in new born Children. 
Without doubt therefore the Parts being thus fractured, 
the Membranes muft hereby receive much prejudice ; 
and in thefe dangerous cafes, the Chirurgion hath left 
him but fmall ground to build any hopes fora Cure. In 
fuch matters therefore which carry fuch evident peril 
with them, the bufinefs is chiefly to be left to Nature, 
the beft and moft fafe Miftrefs for preferving her Parts 
in form, fave only we are to affift her with our beft skill 
and endeavour, to prevent all evil Accidents and Symp- 
toms, which may intervene before the fourth day, if 
you come at the firft, and fo from the fourth to the § 
feventh. 

Andasto the Cure hereof; Thofe Splints or Shivers } 

which are quite loofe, raifeup with your Z/evarory,and } 
takethem away : But if youmeet witha Fracture, that 
is only loofe at one end in theBone, adhering in the 
other, hereare you to ule the Zrepan, to be applied as § 
nearto the fractured Part as may be, and then to take J 
away a {mall part of the Cranium with it , and if youl 
cannot reduce the deprefled Bones to their proper pla- 
ces, feparate and take them out by Art, and ufe that) 
care, that you may happily conclude your Cure with- 
out any danger to the Dura Mater, or its fubjacent} 
Parts. 

Fabritius Hildanus, Obf:3. Cent.2. doth write of one} 
of forty years oldy in the Bifhoprick of Colez, who was 
fmitten in his Head with an Iron Bullet, which weighed! 
apound and a half, caufing a large Depreffion and Fra- 
ture inthe left Bregma ; upon the receiving of which,} 
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Of Wounds of the Head. 
he fell upon the ground like adead Man, with the lo& 
both of ipeech, fight and hearing ; befides which, he 
was correpted with a Palfie in the oppofite fide: the 
Cranium being in few days elevated, and reduced into 
its natural fite, he recovered his {peech, and the Symp- 
toms began to grow remils, and at length was.reftored 
to'his priftine health. 

‘On thecontrary alfo he writes of a young Man of four..2 Hitory- 

teen years of Age, who falling from his Horfe back- 
wards, was fo {mitten by him, that it occafion’d anIm- 
preffion in his Skull , but in refpeé little or nothing of 
evil Symptoms. appeared at the firft, the Wound alfo 
being but {mall, the Patient was neglected, who with- 
ina {mall time after,being beyond expedation furprized 
with terrible Symptoms, beyond all methods and ape 
plications, he was correpted witha Fever, pain of his 
Head, and inquietude of his whole Body ; the Wound 
grew inflamed, finuous and full of Matter, and the Cr2- 
wiwm found to be depreffed, and in few days he ended 
his Life, 

By thefe two Examples we may apparently findjhow 
heceflary itisat the firft to reduct the depreffed Cranium 
into its natural fite, and how dangerous in the contrary 
the Neglect hereof may prove, as we fee inthe latter of 
thefe two Hiftories ; for in {mall and flender Depreffions 
of the Crazium, the motion of the Brain may be hindred, 
and efpecially if they happen upon or near the Sutures. 
How to elevate the depreffed Skull, you are direéted in

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CHAP: XXXII 
OFC oncameration, 


WN the laft Chapter I have in part fhewn. you what 
H xcuctpwoss is ; it ismade, when one part of the Head 
is jenitten with a Lance or any fuch like Inftrument, and 
upon endeavouring to extract this, it fo clofely adheres 
to'the edges of the Cranium, that it forceth the Skull up 
with it; and'this is called Coscameratio, much refem- 
bling an Arch or Ridge afcending, but leaving a vacul- 
ty underneath : if itonely pafs the firftTable,{mooth the 
Skull with 2 fine Rafpe, and then heal it as you do other 
Fra@ures in Cravio; but if it pals through both, you 
mutt lay Open the Skull with the Zrepan in the depend- 
ing part, forthe more ready dilcharge of the Matter 
lodged within, which oft-times is not to be emptied out 
by the wounded part. If by accident any piece of the 
Skull fall off here upon the Dyra Mater, you are to 
make fo large a Dilatation as that you may come at this 
fplint to remove it ; and foto Cure this Wound as you 
are already fhown how to cure the former, This Species 
ofa Fracture happens fo feldome, that it isnot fo much 
asmentioned by AZippocrates. 1 fhall conclude this Chap- 
ter with two Hiftories. 
Valleriola, lib. 5. Obf.9. writes of a Shoe-maker. who 
aving received a large Wound in his. Head, occafioned 
by aSpear or Lance, with a Fracture of his Skull reach- 
ing the Dura Mater, was feized with Refolution and

le(s allthe feven dayes, yet with great care and pains 
he was recovered.

defperate Wounds in his Head; The firft happening in 
his Front, two tran{ver(e fingers above*the eye, paflins 
thence tothe Zygoma, dividing the Eye in its middle. 
the fecond in the left Bregma, entring even to the Dura 
Adater, two fingers in length, and one finger in breadth, 
The third, the worft of the reft and moft dangerous, hap- 
pening inthe Occiput ; this being four fingers long, and 
two fingers wide: hence followed very direful Symp- 
tomes, onthe feventh day a Fever feized him, with a 
ftrange numbnefs and ftupidity; his courage failed, with 
lofs of Memory, an involuntary inteftinal Flux feconded 
thele, no Matter iffuing from any part of the three 
Wounds, the Dura AZater appeared immoveable and 
black, all which did attend himeven tothe 30th day, fo 
as there was little hopes left of any recovery, yet he was 
perfeélyCured. This Hiftory which he fets down,he re- 
ceived trom Dr. Pigrevs, Chief Chirurgeon to the King, 
who was a Man of great Worth and Repute; whence 
younger Chirurgeons may learn,That Patients oft-times 
pronounced irrecoverable, beyond hopes or expecta- 
tion, have been feen tobe cured, and to have lived be- 
yond the mortiferous Signs of Ftppocrates. Such 
Wounds therefore are not to be neglected or difregard- 
ed, fo long as Life gives any hopes to continue.

CHAP, XXXIL. 
Of Collifzon. 


Tt His Species of a Fracture is called opadas, or Collifios 
E neither doth the Cra#iwm altogether fuffer Fra- 
&ures, but a Suture alfo may endure a Collifion, and 
receive a Solution of Continuity, both by Separation, 
Depreffion, and Collifion. The firft two whereof we 
‘have already treated on. We come now to the third.And 
here may we premife, That Fractures happening upon 
the Sutures, are harder to cure than to find out: For 
here are weneither to Derade or Open with a Zrepaz, 
by reafon of the Dura Mater, which upholds the Brain, 
being tyedto thefe parts.alfo, upon every flight occafion 
being (ubjeét to Inflammation ; but how few daily ftudy 
thefe Precepts, and bear them in their Memories ! And 
as I have already fhewn in my Difcourfe of Sutures, .no 
Incifion.is to be made here, they being both weak, and 
eafily perforated, hereby fubjecting the Brain to mif- 
chiets: Becaufe alfo through thefe the Veins and Mem- 
branes do pafs, the which being but lightly touched by 
any fharpInftrument, are made fpeedily to fite thence. 
And then thirdly , becaufe a Cal/ws being here con- 

tracted, doth hinder Tranfpiration. Hence alfo Worthy. 
Hippocrates writes). That there’s nothing more difficult. 

in the undertaking of Wounds of the Head, than firftto 

prefcribe a true Method as touching Section or Incifion, 
when, and where to be made or done, neither fuperfi-- 

cially nor diminutely. And becaufe he:would not pre- 
termit thofe places which are dangerous.and ‘will not~ 
admit Incifion, here as he. propofeth the Temporal 
Mulcles, fo alfo dothhe bringin the Sutures, to be dan- 
gerous. 
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Berous placesto make any Incifionin. Yet becaufe it 
fo happens, that a Collifion doth happen in the brims of 
a Suture, and the Dura AZater which paffeth through 
it occafioned by a violent Compreffion, fuffers detri- 
ment inthefe direful cafes, where a-Troop of fearful 
Symptomes doth accompany them, as Fever, Vomiting, 
Convulfion, and the like, and having no other hopes of 
faving your Patient but by your ufe of the 77cepaz, you 
are advifed upon this neceffary Point to apply your 
frepan on either fide of the Suture fo carefully, that 
your Inftruments do not touchit; hereby preventing 
thofe horrible Symptomes which happen on the con- 
trary. 

To Conclude this, Walleriola, Obferv.10. Lib.4, writes. Hiftorys 
of Claudius Allobrox, who being wounded in his Head 
with a great Military Sword, according, to the Petrofe 
Sutures, his Skull being varioufly cut and-depreffed. 
even to the Zambdoidal Suture, and which was a {trange. 
Wonder, heall this while was not correpted with any 
Fever or other evil Symptome fupervening ; the which 
are generally feen as common attendants on fuch large 
Wounds ; the depreffed and effracted bones being Ex- 
tracted, the Man was perfectly Recovered by the bene- 
fit of Mel.

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CHAP. XXXIHL 
OF Contrafiffure, 


W* arrive now at the Sth and laft Species of a 
Fracture in Crazio, and this by the Greeks is 
called emonug, Quali ab Echo Refponfionem » fome call 
it amonug, Quali Refonitus, or as an Eccho aniwering 
anyfound. Paulus eAiginetta will not grant this to be 
any Species of a Fracture,Zsb.6. and doth own,that they 
are miftaken who write, That upona Blow being given 
onone fide, a Fracture fhould appear on the other ;: And 
do further allude, Thatit isnot in mens Heads as itis in 
Glafles ; for they being empty are foon broken , the 
Skull of Man being both fo!id and full, and therefore not 
fo eafily fraGtured. Soranus who doth defend the con- 
trary, taketh up this opinion as his Buckler, That in all 
glaflen Bodies or Vellels which are hollow , being 
jmittenin onepart, they generally docrack or break in 
the other ; and this may as well happenin the Head, as 
in any other Part And the Reafons which he 
brings are thefe, The Air contained in thefe glaffen Bo- 
dies whichdoreceive the Blow, being hereby contuled 
and illifed, doth carry the fame to the Back-part, and 
there force adivifion. And why the Air hath force 
enough alfoto dothis, is fufficiently evident, whenas 
we fee-it hath vigour and ftrength enough to divide 
Mountains, and feparate Hills ; and hence may it be 
granted much more readily, to have power enough in 
it tobreaka Glafs in the contrary fide ; and when this 
Fracture doth happen by reafon of any included Air, 
the Greeks docall this 4pochema. 
But to enlargea little further, In every Percuffion 
whichis made in the Body, is there perceived or ele an

Impetuofity and Agitation in the Spirits contained 
therein, and thisis a {pirituous Subftance, which doth 
exhale continually from the Body: And hence is it that 
Bodies in Exhalation are diffipated ; and this doth inha- 
bit inthe inward Parts of the Body, and therefore in 
every Percuffion we thall meet with a {pirituous Habit 
agitated, 

Again, Many have been (een to have theirHeads fra- 
Ctured in the back-part of their Skulls, and yet bya large 
Flux of Blood through their Noftrils hereupon happen- 
ing,have been perfectly cured and recovered sand whence 
fhould this Blood flow but from the lacerated. and dif. 
rupted Veffels? but youread not of many cured, who 
being {mitten on the fore-part of their Heads,have their 
Velicls rent in the back-part thereof, becaufethe Blood 
here hath not any paflage allowed it for its difcharge. 
This Fracture is fometimes feen to happen onthe fame 
Bone, and then this falls out either to be laterally or 
perpendicularly, the firft having init a Wound given 
in the right fide, and a Fra@ure hereby purchafed in the 
left ; orfromthe upper Part to the lower, and here both 

" Tables are generally allowed to be fractured. Orit hap- 
pens in many Bones, and thefe alfo do communicate the 
Blow to the oppofite Part, where meeting the Cranzium 
inits violent motion, as two Men readily upona quick 
motion meeting each other, doth make them give way 
and fall back: Thus the Skull receiving a Blow, doth 
communicate the fame very {peedily to the other Part 
thereof, and there doth framea Fra@ure, being denied 
a {peedy paflage through it.

CHAP. XXXIV. 
Of Woueds of the two Meninges. 


HE Cranium being ablated, and its diverfity of 
Fractures difcourled of, we may find the Brain 
covered with two Membranes, indued with an exquifite 
fenfe: Thefe by the Greeks being called MMeninges ; by 
the Arabians AZatres. And as we find the lower Belly 
cloathed with a Peritoneum, and the middle with a 
Pleura, {oalfo may we fee the Brain covered with two 
Membranes, ftretched over the Cavities of the Cranium.

of the Brain, they being conftituted of Spermatick 
arts. 

of the bwa ‘The firft of thefeimmediately planted under the Cra- 
Mater. nium isthe Dara Mater,the which by Falloppius,Bauhine, 
and many other accurate Anatomitts, 1s jaid to be fra- 
med of two Membranes ; it receives into it Veins, and 
a few Arteries, thefe being conftituted not only for the 
fafety of the Brain and its Nerves, .but alfo for the fup- 
porting of the two Brains, dividing alfothe medullous 
Matter into.aright and a left fide, and into an anteriour 
and pofteriour Brain, the one being properly called Ce-. 
rebrum, the other Cerebellum, the two fides thereof be- 
ing divided by a Fa/x, the which hath allowed it four 
Cavities for the tranfition. of its Veflels. The whole 
Brain is {upported in:that good order by this, and plant- 
ed with that difference from the Crasivm, that it may 
exercife its proper and free motion, and where occafion 
ferves, it may. be allowed to yield fo fairly, that upon 
the application of the Zrepam, it may with fafety beal- 
lowed and performed by a dexterous hand, being guid- 
ed by a folid judgement. Inwardly this Coat is light 
and lubricous , perfufed with a waterifh Humidity ; 
Outwardly it is afperate and hard, enwrapping the Cra- 
ninm and its Cavities, and adhering thereto by many 
{mall Fibres, fent through the ferrated Sutures, out of: 
which being expanded about the C#4.4wm is framed the 
Pericrane. It receives its Arteries from the Carotides,. 
and doth fend forth a plenty of Ramifications of Veins, 
which it takes fromthe inward Jugular Vein ; it’s feen- 
doubled in the Vertical part of the Brain, defcending

And having thus given you the brief Difcourfe of the 

| Anatomy of thefe two parts, we are now to enquire in- 
to what prejudices thefe may be brought, for they may

Where therefore the Membranes of the Brainare hurt, 
there generally attend thereon great Pain, after which.

Head with the Stomach, by aconfent of the defcendent 
Nerves being placed at its mouth » and hence doth fol-. 
low alofs of Appetite, and a weaknels both of the di- 
geltive and expulfive Faculty , a redne(s of the Eyes 
mutt follow, for their Coats have their Originations 
from the Membranes of the Brain ; a Fever alfofucceeds, 
by reafon of the exagitation of the animal Spirits lodged |

inthe Brain, andthefe accidents are greater or {maller, 
according to the greatnefs or parvity of thehurt. And 
becaufe the Pia AZater is feldom-hurt alone,but the Brain 
doth (hare and communicate with it in its harms, hence 
doth oft-times follow an “poplexy, lofs of Voice and 


Reafon-. for the:Pia AZater being hurt, .the Brain it felf 
doth foon decay, itbeing chiefly madeof Veins and Ar- 


teries, through which are carried the vital Spirits pre- 


pared inthe Rete A¢irabile, or according to thofe which 


are made animal , and thefe donot only cover the Brain, 
and nourifh it, but alfo pafs.into its Venters, and by or 
through its Orifices are its vital Spirits conducted into 
the body of the Brain; and hence happens lofs both of 
Speech and Reafon. 
If therefore'you perceive that thereis an immoderate 
Tlux of Blood upon the Membrane’s being wounded, 
you are {peedily to prohibit it, that you may come to 
the Membrane it felf. And becaufePain is here a very 
troublefom Companion, allay and abatethisnext, both 
for prevention of Inflammation and Convulfion: And 
for this may you ufe Oy] of Rofes,Oyl of St. John's Wort, 
Oyl of Myrtils ; thefe or any thereof to be applied 
warmtothe Membrane. Fore/fws doth order, That in 
Wounds of the Dara Mater, for the firft 4 or 6 daysthe 
whole Head is to be anointed with Oyl of Rofes, and af- 
ter that time to apply Unguentum Matrifilve,thus made :

of the Bone being laid bare, was fprinkled with Cephalick } 
Powders , the Wound followed with Digeftives ,) 
and a convenient Diet ordered. On the thirdday an} 
intolerable Pain feized him, with Vomiting, Convulfi-; 
on, anda rednels of his Eyes and Face: Hence was fuf-} 
pected Matter to be contained between the Cranium and 
Dura Mater,or between that and the Pia Zarer. Where-| 
fore the Cutis and the Pericrane being feparated from the} 
‘Cranium, with the capital Saw fome part of the Bone 
was taken out, fo much as neceffity required ; the Cra) 
nium was dilated (not with the Zrepan, becaufe the 
Wound and Fracture happened near the Sutures ) and 
nothing of hopes of any recovery appeared; but the Du- 
ya Mater feemed tobe elated intoa Tumour, the which} 
with a dextrous hand, and a crooked Incifion-Knife, 
was dilated, not hurting the Pia AZater. YWhichdone; 
much Matter iffued out, which was inwardly collected 
and to the Part affected was applied this following Me:

the which was continued, until the Matter was wholly 
dilcharged, both out of the capacity of the Crawinm.and 
alfo out of the lips of the Wound : Then by applying In- 
carnatives and Epolonticks , he was periectly reco- 
vered. 

Dodoneus writes of one,who having received a Wound 
in the upper part of his Head, in the left fide thereof, 
- by a retafe Inftrument of {mall weight, and no ways 

fulpected to be dangerous, the Cranium being fuppofed 
to be whole, and no ways violated, and fo negligently 
cured; the Diftemper increafing onhim, within a few 
days after was{eized with a ftupidity,and his Pulfe grew 
very {mall and quick, he not being very capable to give 
a good anfwer to a queftion, and in a fmall while the 
right fide of his Head became refolute, the left receiv- 
ing the Wound. Hence followed pernicious fopor and 
ftupidity , the Cranium being fublated, the Dura AZater 
was found livid inthe left fide, and the Brain in that Part 
{phacelated, the right fide of the Brain being {carce hurt 


or injured, the whole Head having im it neither Fiffure 
nor Cleft. 


Amatus Lufitanus Cent.2. Cur. 83. hath a remarkable 2 


Hiftory; whichis oftwo young ftout Men,who fighting 
a Duel.out of the City of ome, the-one. ftabbed the 
other through his Forehead, of which Wound he fell 
down to the ground, and there. was left_as a dead:Man, 
being found thus by Spectators, that he might.elcape if 
poflible with thefe Wounds, fromthe jaws of death, al- 
though {mall hopes were given hereof bythe confent of 
Chirurgeons , who were engaged upon confultation 
about him,prefaging that there were but 4 few hours be- 
tween him and the Grave, the Wound being both a hor-

main unhurt, andthe fubltance of the Brain not much 
injured hereby, although.it had pafled either Membrane, 
as it did this Patients.

W E come now totlie body ofthe Brain it felf 3 
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are without it felf, unlefS it be by the mediation of a 
Corporeal Organ, into which the Species of forms of 
material{ubftances may be tran{mitted, by which after- 
wards they may be exhibited, and in which place they 
may both be apprehended and contemplated. Hence 
therefore who willdeny that the Brain is the moft no« 
ble of all the Members,feeing it is the Seat of all the Ani- 
mal Faculties, Imagination, Senfe, Difcourle, Reafon, 
and Memory ? And hence “phrodifeus. calls it opyavoy 
73 Qpovsvt@,, the Organe of Wildome. . Homer calls. it 
tparos, the Heaver ; hence coming all Senfe and Motion 
which is beftowed on the fubjacent parts. It is fitua- 
ted in the Head asin its Caftle ; and in the Upper part as 
being the Palace of the Soul.» As toits Magnitude and 
Connexion, it is generally found in Man of a great quan- 
tity, becaufe it being the Inftrument of his Reafon, it is 
neceflary it fhould require and contain in it a plenty of 
fpirits: It's knitto the Cranium by Veins, Arteries and 
Nerves, with the reft of its parts: As to its Subftance, it 
is made of Sperme and.the maternal Blood, and out of 
thele two is generated this glandulous matter. It is ge- 
nerally white from its {permatick matter furnifhed with 
many {pirits: It is foft, being the Original of the foft 

Nerves; in its Cerebellum it's not fo foft, this being the 

Origination of Nerves which are morehard: It is of a 
cold and moift temper ; and Hippocrates in his Book de 

Carnibus, calleth it MNTpOTOALY Ts Luype xal Te XOMw Eos, 

or the chief Seat of cold and glutinous moyfture,framed 
thus to hold and contain the fubtile animal fpirits ; and 

cold, for tempering their heat. I fhall pretermit the 
divifions of the Brain, and its Coats, and cometo its in- 
ward parts, where we may meet with it furnifhed with 

a callous body, two itriated bodies , a 7halamus Opticus 
Nervorum, Natiformi Prominencies, Medullary Pro- 

cefjes, Glandula Pinealis, Orbicular Protuberances, called 
Nates,and Zeftes, an /nfundibulum, and a Cerebellam with

its fubftance and {ubftracted Cavities. All which may 
be feen at large in Dr. Zho. Willis, in his Book De Anima 
Brutorum: Yo which I recommend you. 

We come now to thofe hurts which the Brain may 
receive : And they may be {aid to come under thefe 
heads, as Wounds, Apoftemations ,'Putrifaction, Sy- 
deration or Sphacelation,Concuffion,and Tumour , and 
of each of thefe intheir Order ; premifing firft the true 
Signs and Symptomes which may direct us to the D7ag- 
nofis andPrognofis of the Brains being thus difaffected : 
And being guided herein by A/ippocrates’s Rule,my beft 
and thy fafeft authority, as he hath it in Aphor. 50. 170.6. 

Signs of a__ if any havetheir Brains wounded, they muft have here- 
arain wounded ywith accompanied both Fever, and Vomiting of Choler; 
And in Z76.8.Cap. 4. with thefe a lofs of Speech: ‘And 
{uch as have fuffered Concuffion, became Dumb, ashe 
writes, Sec#.7. Aphor.58. Thenalfo arethey generally 
fen{elefs, and deliriated, and have a lofs of their Sight, 
ashe hath it, Zeb. de Vuln, capit, thus-expreffing it, If the 
Brain be wounded, the reafon growes weak, and other 
ill fymptomes encreafe ; and fometimes part of the 
Brain comes forth with danger of lofs of life. And be- 
fides thefe, if the Brain be wounded, the Matter which 
cometh forth will be thick, round, and of amarrowy 
fubftance. . And as Hippocrates hath it, 4phor. 18. lib.6. 
Wounds of the Brain if they have not reached the Ven- 
- tricles, they are curable, although the fubftance of the 
brain it felf be wounded , but thefe being wounded, the 
cafe will be dangerous. Befides thefe,upon the brain be- 
ing wounded, you will find your Patient havea foam- 
ing at his mouth, acloudinefs overcafting his fight, a 
Delirium accompanying thefe,with a Convulfion,Fever, 
Vomiting of Choler; lofs of Reafon, Dumbnefs, a Palfie, 
and laftly fee him correpted with an Apoplexie.

nels of the part, and its neceffity of motion, with its 
moyft nature, and the confent of the Nerves which it 
brings into mifery and calamity with it. All thefe be- 
ing confidered with the not ealie paflage or entrance of 
Medicines toW ounds here received,may well grant thefe 
Wounds not eafilyto be Cured, nor yet to go without 
danger. Yet Hiftory makes good, that large Wounds 
jometimes being here inflicted, have been cured, as you 
thall fee more at large at theend of thisChapter;and that 
chiefly in thefethreecafes ; As when they happen in a 
found & ftrong body, meeting with an artificial dreffing 
ofthis Wound; and laftly tothe true Providence of the 
Almighty, who can as well lengthen the Lives of fome, 
as fhorten the fame of others.

His is the Second Mifchief which may happen to Hi 
the Brain ; yet many there are who deny any Ab- |

thus endeavouring to prop up their Opinions, do ftrive 
to bring many others into their Opinion and Errour. 
But thefe both Authority and Experience do eafily 
confute and contradict : For here firft fTippocrates writes, 
Ifcither Matter, Water or Blood, do flow through the 
Noftrils, Mouth or Ears, of any which is troubled with 
Pain in hisHead, thete will foon difchargeit. AndGa2- | 
len, Avices, and Rhafis do affirm, That Nature hath 
found out thele as its moft proper Channels, to empty 
and difcharge its Excrements, and hereby to exonerate 
the Matter which is bred in the Brain. 
And although this Event is by many Authors propo- Hiftory. 
fed defperate, yet Franciféus Arceus Lib. 1. Cap.6. doth 
relate fome Stories , wherein he hath cured fome 
People hereof, and doth bring in an Example of one 
who received a hurt at the City of Halwerda, ten miles 
from the Town of Llerena; (fuch a Hiftory he writes is 
Not extant) who by the Divine Affiftance, who gives |

their Labours, about building a Tower in that City, 3 

Stone falling from the reft,which was a Cubit inlength 

and breadth, and 12 inches.in thicknefs, .and-in weight 

24 pounds: This Stone falling from the others, as: it 

was hoifting up, fell down, and bruifed, depreffed, 
and fhivered his Skull. Hereupon the Patient fell to the 

ground, and there lay near halfanhour, and was given 
over fora dead man,being {enflefs, and was thence car- 
ried to his Houfe ; and hence,followed commotion of 
his Brais, and for three whole days he not only loft his. 
Speech, but Motiontoo; a great part of his bones of his. 
Head were depreffed,and laid upon the Bratz, and blood: 
flew both out of his Eyes and Ears, his Head and Neck 
was tumified, andlooked ofablackcolour. After the 
8thday, the Head opened {pontaneoufly,both from the 
Sinciput and Occipwt, and alfo in either fide ; and then 
three Apoftemes brake forth, the Bones being reftored. 
tothe proper places. The 3d day following his Speech 
came tohim, although imperfectly, and his Eyes open- 
ed ; and the 2oth day following he began to fee, and re- 
cover his fenfes, and-withinthe {pace of four months he 
was perfectly cured, and being 2 young man was after- 
wards married.

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CHAP. XXXVIL_ 
Of Conculsion of the Brain. 


NE followes a Concuffion or Commotion of the 
Brain, occafioned by fome outward violent caufe 
invading the Bratz, happening either by a Fall from a 
high place upon a hard part, being either ftoney or 
rockey , or may be occafioned by. a Shot, Lance, Bullet, 
Key, or the like: Hence alfo by this violent blow, or 
other the like Accident, the Veins and Arteries by this 
Coneuffion may be lacerated,and not onely thofe which 
do pafs the Sutures, but alfo thofe which are fprinkled 
between the two Tables to the Dip/ois s hence alfo the 
efflux of blood running between the Cranium and the 
Membranes, or between the Membranes and the Brain, 
being there concreted , do occafion many dreadful 
Pains, and caufe a blindnefs and a cloudinefs over the 
fight, and Vomiting, occafioned by the upper Orifice of 
the Ventricle, being hereby affected by the Nerves of 
the 6th Conjugation, the which do pafs from the Braiz 
into it, and thence effufed into the whole Capacity of 
the Stomach, and hence alfo are the other parts drawn 
into confent herewith: Occafioning vomiting of Cho- 
ler, the Bi/s in this cafe being more ative, and encrea- 
fing in plenty, and this generally attends Concuffion 
of the Braiz. Then meet we with Inflammation corrept- 
ing the Braiz itfelf, the which the corrupted and pu- 
trid blood doth excite, drawn forth from the Lacerated 
Veffels by the violence of the accident , and effufed 
through the whole fubftance of the Brix , and this kind 
of Inflammation doth procure a Fevye: by communi- 
cating it felf to the Heart and to the whole body ; and 
if it proves vehement, it proves both dangerous and

mortal. if the commotion be violent, it caufes adumb- 
ne{s and lofs of {peech in the Party. And as Hippocrates 
writes, 2ib.7. 4pb.78. They who have endured a long 
Concuffion of the Brain, muft of neceflity become 
dumb. And iftothefe Evils a Sphace/ws and corruption 
fhould fucceed, with a difficulty of breathing occafioned 
by an Impediment of the Animal Faculty, Death doth 
fuddainly follow. 

Having given you the chief Signs and Notations of a 
Concuffion, as touching itsCure, we are ordered (be- 
caufe ina Concuffion of the Bratz the Veffels are feen to 
be Lacerated under the Cranium ) to. breathe the 
Cephalick Vein, and to take away a plentiful quantity of 
blood,and to order a good and thin Dyet, and as touch- 
ing the affected part, the Head being thaved, there may 
be applyed according to 4mbrofe Parrey’s direction, a 
Cataplafme made of Bean-Meal and Barley-Meal,. with 
Oyl of Roles and Oxymel. Not to. apply any cooling 
reftringent Medicines here, thefe hindring the breath- 
ing forth of the fuliginous vapours by the Sutures, thre 
body is to be kept open by fharp Clyfters to prevent the 
afcent of fumesand vapours upthe Braiz. And if the 
Patient. be of a Plethorick Conftitution, to repeat Phle> 
botomy, by breathing either the frontal vein, or that 
underthe Tongue. Cupping-Glaffes are here alfo very 
neceflary Inftruments, being applied to the Seapulaes. 
Repulfives are here to be ufed to the 4th day, then to 
ufe Difcuffives, beginning with fuch as are milde, and 
of agentle nature, as isthis Decoétion, Jk, Rad, lth.

intoa flumber again with his Eyes being fhut ; and un- 
tillthe rath day was paft, his {tupidnets encreafed fo as 
that he could not fitrre, after which Death feized him, 
his head being opened, the Dura AZater was feen altoge- 
ther fuffufed with blood under the Os Petrofum, and a 
purulent Matter about the Brain it felf. | 

Fabritius Fildanus is very plentiful in Hiftories of the 
Brain being Concuffed, amongft which he hath. thefe, 
Obferv.13. Zib.1. The firft is of a Gentleman, who 
being {mitten in the right part of his head fell upon the 
ground, vomited, loft his Speech, and bled both at his 
Ears and Noftrils, who being carefully handled, was 
perfectly recovered,and his fpeech in few dayes return- 
edto him. 

The Second is of a Huntfman, who falling from a 
Tyree upon the ground, prefently vomited,and caft forth 


much blood both through his Ears, Mouth, Noftrils,and » 


Palate ; hereupon he grew dumb, and was Apopleétick 
without fenfe or motion even tothe 11th day ; his head 
being fhaved, and anointed with Oy1 of Rofes and Oy] of 
Myrtils,and a Vein opened in his Arm, with fharp Cly- 
{ters being adminiftred, and the like proper Remedies, 
by God's affiftance and his diligence, to admiration he 
recovered, 

And to Conclude, Alexander Benediitus, Lib.1.Cap.5. 
De Medend. Morb. writes, That if we may believe 
Experiments, the Leaves of Ground Ivy put between 
the Membranes of the Brain, doeafe pain, if they be 
foft, mixed with a little Vinegar and a Decodtion of Ro- 
fes. Hence fome of our late Writers do order a Cerote 
made of Gum.

Plaifter applyed to his Bregmz, he lived without Wine 
and Flefh, and fubfifted with Ptyfan and broken bread, 
without any Liquor or Water; for he loved none:

Divfcord. writes of 
a Citizen who before he arrived at 40 years of age,had 
his Skullin the publick Market chopt edged wayes, and 
his Membrane hurt, andhe carried 6 Fungofities in his 
head for a long while after, the bignefs of fo many grezt 
Nuts as we call Chefsnuts, the which within {ome while 
afterwards fell away of their own accord. 

Johannes Schenkiws writes, that he remembers a-Boy 
who falling from a Ladder, upon his head, received 
thereon a large Wound in the left part thereof. An 
ignorant Quack being fent for, not examining the hunc 
of his head thoroughly, haftened the Wound to agolu- 
tination, whence happened, that between times for 
fome years afterwards the Boy felt a pain in his head, = 
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Of Wounds of the Head. 


‘f he had been fmitten with a Key, and within fome 
time afterwards out of the fame part. did grow a-ungue 
equalling the bignels of a Cheinut ; ‘hence followed a 
violent Fever, and an intolerable pain of his head; the 
skin of the head of its own accord being difrupted, the 
whole Tumour without any difficulty, andas it were 
cut of with a Knife, opened, appearing as it were of a 
horney fubftance, coagmentated in feveral coats, and 
‘acruited much like the ftone in the Bladder, generally 
believed to be occafioned by the Fall upon the head,and 
of the hurt of its fubftracted Membranes. . 
Thus have I ended the whole Difcourle of the Head, | 
with its Membranes, and thofe diverfities of evilSymp- | 
tomes which do attend, the Braza.

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CHAP. XXXIX. 


Of Wounds of the Nerves, made 
by Punture. 


Nd becaufe thefe Nervous Bodies are Parts of great 
worth and ufe inus, whofe hurts and mifchiefs, 
without a true method ordered and prelcribed,do yield 
moft horrid Symptoms,how well ought the Chirurgeon 
to examine and know their Nature, emper and Fabrick, 
that hath to deal with them, being either punctured,in- 
cifed,or contufed ? 

And thatI may bring in this Difcourfe with the beft 
advantage to the young Chirurgeon, I thall firft few by 
the Glals of Anatomy what a Nerve is; how it differeth 
froma Tendon and a Ligament: for what ule it was 
framed, and to what end it was conftituted ; how itis 
planted intothe Mufcle,and there doth exercile its mov- 
ing Faculty : And then having given you its view, you 
may confequently judge how careful and aétive you 
ought tobe, inthe treating its harms and hurts.

made either of Ca/éa, ‘hanna, Rhubarb, Senna, Confettio

Rudii, or the like. And here alfoasto the aflected Part, 
we are here to confider both the breadth and narrownels 
of the affected Part, ‘and its Wound , for if the Wound 
be fo narrow, as thatthe Matter cannot have vent for 
itsexition, andthe ftrength and force of the Medicine 
cannot reach the Puncture, ‘here are'we to dilate, and 
make. the Wound wider,. by: cutting it fo'wide,°as the 
Nerve may wellappear:;'if the Wound be largeenough, . 
weare here to view the Symptoms which attend and 
offend ; and here if Pain offers, this is to be abated : 
And for this purpofe Gales propofeth Oy! warmed, and 
with this to foment the Part; and hence is it /alfo that 
we always ufe hot Oyls in Pundures of the Nerves, for 
this doth {peedily make Pain ceafeand vanifh. But fome 
may feem here to quarrel with Hippocrates, who writes, 
That Oylis humedting and mollifying, and foanenemy 
confequently tothe Nerves; which do require drying 
Medicines,and therefore how tobe approved of in thele 
cafes? It’s true it is foftning and humective; yet we 
find that a pun@ured Nerve being kept for 2 or 3 days 
in Oyl, hath not received any injury thereby, but hath 
hereby rather gained a large’mitigation of Pain, and 
therefore inrefpe@ of the Symptoms is advantagioufly 
here to be ufed;. the Pain being abated. Next indeed in 
refpeét of the nervous Subftance being cold and dry,we 
are authorized ro nfe hot and dry Medicines , dry, that 
they may keepupand maintain-the proper temper of the 
Nerves; and hot, tharthey may take off all cold from 
them thetrue temper of thefe Medicines are to be very 
drying,and moderately hot. Ina punctured Nerve we 
may alfo note, That.the Nerve which is thus punctured, 
can endure the moft;/hot @yl} which the Finger cannot. 
Whence Icollect,"That aNerve bath not in-it a mofl ex- 
quifite fenfe, but only an exquifite fenle ; and therefore 
all fuch Medicines which*are-here tobe applied, wie 
e

be freed of all afperity and tharpnefs; and the fubftance 
of the Nerve being hard, the temper of the Medicine 
should be thin and penetrating. 

«Another thing herein worthy note, which I muft not 
pretermit, is, That if any Matter remain at the bottom 
of the wounded Nerve, itis as bad as poyfon, executing 
there its traiterous venomous qualities, procuring for 
its companion,Pain. 

Wherefore.we are further to note, That the proper 
Medicines which are here to. be ufed and applied, ought 
not only tobehot and drying, but to have in them an 
educeing and extracting quality. And thefe Medicines 
are-either fimple or compound ; among{t the Simples 
may bereckoned Rofine of the Fir-Tree, Turpentine, 
Gum Elemni, Oyl of Turpentine, and Oylof Firs thefe 
being both thin bodied,and having in theman educeing 
andextracting quality, to fetch every ichorous Matter 
from the bottom, of the Wound. Stronger than thefe 
may, .be. reckoned. Liquid Pitch , O/. Petrol. Sagaper, 
Opoponax,Sulphar vivum, Euphorbium,andthe like. 

Another thing remarkable ia thefe Wounds, is, That 
no Lint is here to be applied, for this doth choak up the 
Matter, and hinder itsexition, and hence follows into- 
lerable pain, 


Lalloppius doth much commend Zwphorbium, as the 
beft and chiefeft of Medicines for thefe kindof Wounds, 
and calls ithis Sacra Auchopa, it never deceiving him 
thatuleth it, but doth further anfwer expectation yet 
he makes. a vatt difference betweem Zupbonbium, thebelt 
being newwelt, and appearing like black Refin at its ends; 
the oldis yellow .andreddith. 
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Now having thewn-the Simples, it’stimeto come to tnguent.

To conclude this Chapter, be pleafed to take thefe 
few Hiftories. The firft thall be of G/andorp in his 41 
Obfervation, of One whofe Nerve was prickt inftead of 
a Vein ; whence followed direful Symptomes,the which 
was cured asfolloweth: A Woman in the Moneth of 
June defiring to have a Vein breathed, happening to go 
toan unskilful Chirurgeon, who {carce knew the diffe- 
rence between. a Nerve and a Vein, prickt the Nerve 
inftead of her Vein; hence did arife great Pain, and 2 
large Tumour in the affected part 5 the Barber-Chirur- 
geon applyes tothe part Oyl of white Lillies,with which 
he anointed the part, and afterwards directed’ this Cara 
plafme made of Mallow leaves,& Violets, with Bran,thefe 

rather encreafed the pain, and the hand began to look

livid, “his Father being fent for, feeing the parts began 
to run into a Gangrene, firft prefcribed this Curaplafme ;

With thete dreflings the perfectly reco- 
vered and gained the motion of all her hand and arm, 
fave only the Thumb. 

Foreftus,Obfervat, 20. fol. 183. writes of a Woman, 
who pricking her little finger with a Needle,had the4th 
day after agreat Tumour thereon, and the whole hand 
appeared as‘if it had’ been correpted with a Phlegmone ; 
but it tended not to fuppuration, the natural hear not 
being diminifhed ; and hence followed fomewhat of an 
edematous Inflammation, for which this Medicine of 
Euphorbinm was applyed, anointing the fingers there-

was applyed an Emplaifter made of Refolvers and 
Strengtheners; after which was fomented the parts 
with a Decoétion made of Wine, wherein were boyled 
Wormwood, Camomile and Salt ; by this the Inflam- 
mation was wholly abated: then was the finger anoint- 
ed with Unguent. Dialth. bathing the head with the 
broath made of Sheeps Guts ; And thus at length was 
fhe recovered. 

Horatius Augenivs, lib.g. Epift. 2. writes of a Taylor, 
who receiving a prick by his Needle between his nail 
and the flefh of his right Thumb, dyed there-f, and: 
writesthat Zadovicus was witnefs thereof. 

To conclude this, take that of matus,1. Curat. 38. 
Punétura acus in Digito, thus writing of an Old Gentle- 
woman three(core years of age, who prickt her Thumb 
with a Needle near the nail thereof, the which grew 
very painful} fo that 12 dayes the could fearce reft ; he 
being fent for to her, and examining the matter, found 
bout the juncture near the nail a-{mall collection ‘of 
matter 
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matter, the which being let out, and anointing the hand 
with Oy] of Rofes, fhe was within two hours freed of her 
pain, andin few dayes after perfectly cured. 


CHAP. XL. 
Of Tranfverfe Incifion of the Nerves. 


His by the 4rabians is called Gasziratus ; andhere 

we. may behold it either wholly cut,or.cut in part ; 
if it be wholly cut, it occafions a weaknels of the part 
onely » but if it be but cut in part or half way, it de- 
c'ares the fame by a great Fever, and fear of Convul- 
fion, and hence ought we to breathe a vein, and to 
{trengthen the affected parts,. by removing its illtem- 
per if any have appeared. Inthiscafe. wherethe nerve 
is thus cut, the Wound muft neceffarily be large ; and 
in this Wound this method is to be followed, if pain be 
prefent, foment the affected part with hot Oyl, but if 
neither Spaime nor pain appear, there needs no ule 
thereof. If any humours have Howed, thefe are.to be 
difcuffed ; as Rk. Ol. Rofar. Adyrtin: Maftith. an. 3 jh. 
Suce, Plantag. Centinod. an. 2}. Acet. alb. 3%. Verm.Ter- 
reft. lot. in vino albo 3}. Coquantur ad vini confumpt. et 
aceti cx Succorum,tunc adde.

And with this proced to the 
7th day, and when a good digeftion appears,and all evil 
Symptomes be removed, you may deterge the Wound 
with this, Jk.

3}. mifce : This being done, unite the parts 
with this Powder, Ik. Palu. Verm.L errefir preparat. gran, 
Tinktor.

Glandorp. Obf.42. fol.103. writes ofa Young Man,who 
being of a Plethorick Conftitution, received a Wound, 
with which was hurt alfo a Nerve, but its Fibres were 
not wholly cut or divided, hence iflued great Pain, Fe- 
ver, Delirium; and the third day after tollowed Con- 
vulfion, a Vein being breathed, and a good Dyet prefcri- 
bed, the Symptomes not by thefe being conquered, the 
Nerve was wholly divided : After which it was thus 
drefled, Be.

He produceth another Hiftory worthy Note, of a 
Noble-man, who being of a Cacochymick habit, and 
affected with a Zuwes Venerea, who in a Duel being 
wounded,had an oblique Incifion into one of his Nerves, 
and {o as the Nerve was not wholly divided ; hence fol- 
lowed Fevers, Deliriums, and great pains, the affected 
parts being embrocated, and Anodine Cataplafmes ap- 
plyed, and no-eafe by thefe received, a divifion of the 
Nerve was propofed, which would be the readieft way 
to prevent Convulfion and all other evil accidents, he 
not permitting this to be done, there did arife an Lins 
profthotonos, in which he miferably dyed,

ND here may we: meet: with a Tumour and an 
intolerable: pain, arifing from the Blood perco- 
lated persfaaftomofin, fromthe {mall veins, and 

fee the affected place begin to grow livid, having an af- 
finity with an Acchymofis . and the fleth hereupon being 
contuled is {peedily to be {uppurated,and the Contufion 
difpatcht without much pain: And becaufe in Galen’s 
time thefe Contufions were very frequent, and he very 
happy in their recovery, we fhall follow his method-and 

example, 
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example, who advifeth us in every attrition of the 
Nerves or Contufion thereof, that we fpeedily make 
evacuation. And becaufein thefe Contufions the firft 
intention is to well order and difpofe the body, Phlebo- 
tomy and Pharmacy, with a thin Order of Dyet, is to be 
preicribed, both for ftoppage and prevention of pains 
and fluxions; Andto the attected parts apply Bean-meal 
and Oxymel mixt together,this both attenuating and di- 
gefting the egreffed blood. Sometimes we may ule 
Earina Orobi. cum Oxymeleti, adding, hereto Powder of 
Zreos. But becaufe Galen doth direét us in thefe cafes 
to aftringe, he orders Red Wine to be mixed with the 
former. In thefe cafes alfo Unguent. Alabaftrinum xs allo 
good, if the Cutis bexent and exulcerated, thofe Medi- 
cines are here beft which candry up moft: And hence 
Avicen faith, If a Wound happens with a Contufion, 
the proper Medicines here are to be Dryers, which may 
unite the parts, affwage pain,and hinder Inflammation ; 
And for this purpofe O/. Zerebinth. Hyperic. with Pow- 
der of Earth-Worms, Maftich , and compleat Oy! are 
good. - And for the aflwaging pain, Order this, Bk, Un- 
guent, Alabaftrin, Farin, Fabar. Pulv, Lumbricor, prapa- 
rat. et cum panco vini et Oxymelit, fiat. Empl. And if any 
putridnefs appear, this is to be removed with Honey. 

To conclude this’ whole Difcourfe, take thefe few 
Hiftories. The firft whereof Foreftus in Lib.6. Obfer- 
vat. Chirurg. Obferv. 40. writes, of One whole Nerve 
was contrited and attrited with a {mall contufion of the 
Cutis, to which was applyed a Catapla(me made of Bean- 
meal with Honey and Vinegar mixt together,and in the 
punctured obcerated Nerve, the Mofs which growes up- 
on ftones, being mixt with Sulphur Wine and Vinegar 


upon ared fot Tile, and afterwards applyed, didiwon- | 


derfully affwage his pain, and did relolve the Matter 
which was collected inthe Nerve ; and for the Tumour 
thereof, 
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thereof OL Zerebinth. with a little Salt being boyled to- 

gether was applyed with good fuccefs, and without any 

other Medicine , O/, /rizi being oncly applyed to the 
Contufed Nerve, perfectly cured it. And becaufe Di- Diftention % 
ftention of theNerves which is the 4thPaffion that they Ditertion of 
may endure , or a Diftortion may happen by a full, 
extraordinary motion , or other violent external 

caufe which may hinder and moleft the motion of the 

part ; Inthis cafe we are to apply either Zvp/, Dia. 

chylon cum Gummi, or De Mucilaginibus, or a Cataplafme 

made of new Marth-Mallow Roots, Lillies, with Bean- 

Meal and Fenugrek feed and the like boyled together, 
Befides alfo, ina contufed or diftorted Nerve fometimes 

a hardnefs remains, as oft-times it happens by reafon of 

the accefs of thick and vifcid humours, whence a dul- 

nefs doth feize the part, Emollients and Digeftives are 

here tobeapplyed, fuch as are Bdellium, Ammoniacum, 
Galbanum, Diachylon magnum, with liquid Storax, Oyl 

of Lillies, Dill, Goofe-greafe, and thelike. If the Ten- Wounds of 
dons be hurt, they muft be cured as youcure thofe of the Tendons. 
the Nerves, but the Medicines which are here to be ufed 

ought to be more ftrong and dry. If the Ligaments be wounds of 
hurt, thefe require ftill {tronger Medicines ; for as thefe the Ligaments: 
have but {mall fenfe of feeling, fo they require ftronger 
Medicines, not communicating with the Brains, they 
arifing from the Bones, and ending therein alfo; fo any 
drying Medicine may be ufed without offence, therefore 

fill up the flefh andconfolidate thofe Wounds as you do 
others. 

I conclude the whole witha very Worthy Story of a Hi 
Souldier, who being wounded about his Neck, and the 
Nerve lying bare and unharmed,was cured exa@ly with 
thismethod ; Ik. Zerebinth. lot. in aqu. Salv. Mel, dipru- 
mat, an.=%. Farin. Orob. 5 ij. Pulv, Lambricor. Terreftr. 

5}. OL. Rofar. Lumbricor. 3 i}. mifce, Let thefe and every 
thing that you apply to the Nerves or nervous parts be 
Ee applyed 
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Noe.  applyed warm ; For according to /7ipp ocrates's, Aphorifm. 
5.17. cold things do here create Convultions, Diften- 
tions, Livors, Rigors, and Fevers, as well as in Ulcers, it 
hardens the skin,and creates infupportable pain,over the 
dreffing apply Ampl. Diapalma, anointing the Circum- 
jacent parts with Oyl of Rofes and of Earth-Worms, 
dipping your Stupes in Red Wine, and the intected 
Nerve being covered with flefh, was afterwards Cica- 
trized, and the Patient cured. 

Thus have I failed through the general Coait of 
Wounds. My next Task fhall be to Treat of Particular 
Wounds as they fall in their Order, beginning from the 
Upper Parts, and ending at the Foot. 
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CHAP. XLIL 
Of Wounds of the Forehead. 


 Aving run through all the Wounds of the 

9 Head, We next come to thofe which ma 
happen to the Front or Forehead, called Zrons 

4 ferendosbecaule it carries init the lively re- 
femblance of Heavinels, Cheerfulnefs, Sadnefs or Morofe- 
nels; And that which makes it {o moveable, isthe two 
Mutcles of which it is compofed; the which Riolanus 
doth call the Membranous flefhy Mufcle, it begins from 
the Eye-lids, and ends where the hair begins; it con- 
fifteth of a Cuticula, Cutis, alittle fat, and a MJembranz 
Carnofa, it hath two forts of Fibres allowed it, for help- 
ing forwards the elevation of the Eye-lids. Ifa Wound 
happens here, and. that with hurt of the frontal. Bone, 
here are we to ftudy fecurity of the parts, more 
than their beauty, becaufe thefe Wounds are dangerous. 
forhere the Wound is to be dilated, andthe Bonettoibe 
deraded, andthe fame method to be ufed:as I have al- 
ready, fhewn.you in Wounds of the Skull: But where 
Ee's Wounds 
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Of Wounds in Particular. 


Wounds happen here without any hurt to the Bone, 
here are we to ftudy their Cure to be performed with 
the leaft of Scarr or Deformity : Andas a Wound may 
happen here, without lofs of {ubftance, here are we to 
Cure as we do other Wounds ; yet with this relpeét to 
regard the habit of the Body. Hence alfo ifa Flux of 
Blood be prefent which may hinder union, this 1s firit to 
be minded, then are we to proceed to the uniting of the 
parts. And becaule Sutures here do leave their marks, 
we are to abftain from thefe, and to apply fuch Medi- 
cines as may unite the Lips of the Wound; the which 
being conjoyned are foto bekept: and for this ule a 
fmall and narrow Ligature is very proper, applying 
fome agglutinative Medicine to the Wound before you 
ufe the Ligature : As hereto adding the white of an 
Egg well beaten,to which may be added Dragons blood, 
Maftich, Frankincenfe, Sarcocolla, and the like, to be 
made into the Confiftence of Honey ,this way may you 
prevent anill Cicatrice. Ina tranfverfe Wound of the 
Forehead, no Ligature is proper ; but here we are advi- 
fed to come to the ftitch, and the fecond dreffing to cut 
off the ftitches, and to apply fome agglutinative Medi- 


cine ; thefe only tobe ufed alfo where the lips of the 
Wound are at much variance, the which are by Suture 


to be brought toa mutual Contacture: For agelutina- 
tion, Zmpl.

Tumour being enlarged, and the matter ripe, let aright 
Incifion be made (which in thefe cafes are generally 
thus tobe made, it being conftituted of right Fibres) in 
the lower part upwards both for the better abfterging 
and expurging ofthe Matter, a Ligature being applyed 
on the lower part for prevention of its defcent, being 
dipt in Wine and preft out, the Matter was at length 
wholly difcharged, and by prefcribing a good Dyet,and 
procuring Incarnation, the Wound was Cicatrized and 
Cured.

Of W ounds of the Eye-lids. 


T He Zye-lids being appointed by Natureas the draw- 
bridges.to lift the Eye upand down, are fometimes 
wounded: Thefeare framed for keeping out dirt and 
ill vapours from the Eye,and keep back albinjuries from 
affaulting or coming near the Eye; they confit of a thin 
Cute, having no fat allowedthem ; inwardly wrapt up 
witha thin and light Perécrawe, for the more cafie mo- 
tion : each Eye hath two,one whereof we calbthe lower, 
inmannotof much ule, theotherthe upper, being of 
great fervice to Mankind, endued with two Mutcles, the 
firft being right, feated in the upper region of the Orbit, 
within the 7halamus of the Eye: the other faid to be 
Orbicular ; but this by Riolen. and Spigeliusis taken for 
two: Fulins Cafserius, Seth tc. de Orig: Vif. Cap. 18. 
writes, That hence may be taken thele indications, fuch 
as have anelated. upper Eye-lid, are proud and fierce ; 
and fuchas. have them deprefled,.. are humbie and mild. 
But to come to.their Wounds: It the Ligaments of the 
Mutcles be not difleéted, ufe no Suture; forthis doth 
bring intolerable pain and abfcefs: but if thele be in- 
cifed, {titch them up with a deep and firm ftitch. Now

OFW ounds of tbe Eyes. 


Shall continue my Difcourfes with a brief Anatomy 
of the Parts, asItreat of them, being very advan- 
tagious to the young Chirurgeon, to direct him in his 
handling of them, if wounded. And in this place of 
worth we muft make a ftop, to admire the wonderful 
Fabrick of the Eye, of what Parts it confifts, and how 
varioufly thefe may be hurt and wounded. 
But to begin with the Ancients : See how Laurentius 
and Spigelius, and Bauhine Speak of it. That whereas 
the Soul of Man, although it be fimple, eSdvams ¥ 
dyarrowens, yet it cannot make its entrance into the £r- 
gaftulum of the Body, or arrive at underftanding, rea- 
foning, and {peculation into Fancies, without the help 
of Senfes. As therefore the Head isthe Seat of Senfes, 
and Houle of Reafon, foalfoare thefeSenfesasGuards- | 
men to the Soul, and are planted as Zwternuntij in its 
Region. And although there are allowed 5 Senies, yet 
the chiefeft and principal of the reft is Seeing, and that 
inthefe three re{pects ; for this declares and fhews to us 
the variety of Objeéts,and their differences. 2dly,Their 
ways and methods of operation are moft noble, and do 
exceed the reft, for vifion is made in an inftant. It’s 
thefe that give us our fight andlightalfo, the which the 
ancient Stoicks called the Divine Vifion ; Hefichias calls 
them fale maas , Sols Portas; the Latines call them — 
Ocult,

Oculi, ab oculendo: They are lodged under the Eye-lids 
asunder a Veil; they are the two Lights of our Micro- 
cof; appearing as our bright Stars, being as the In- 
dexes of the Mind, and moft inducing to {weetnefs and 
comfort of Life: to pafs their admirable figure, fite, 
connexion and temper, we come to its rare compofiti- 
on. And thus may we fee it framed of fix Matcles, 
thus called, Superbus, Humilis, Bibatorius, Ledignatorins, 
Amatorij, or twocircular Mufcles; having thefe-com- 
mon Membranes allowed it,the which I fhall only name, 
Adnata, Tsnowsinata, Cornea, Sclirotis, Uvea, Choroides, 
Arena, Retiformis, lt hath alfo thefe 3 Humours, as a 
Waterifh,Vitreous, and Cryftalline Humour granted it, 
with an Optick Nerve, Veins, Arteries, Fat, and Glan- 
dules ; Of each of thefe you may read more at large in 
Laurentius Spegeliusand Demerbroke. 

Having thus fhewn how the Eyes are the Organs of | 
Sight, we may allo fee how they may be affected, wound- | 
ed, punctured ; and the(e Parts having their Nerves and 
Membranes immediately arifing from the Brain, this 
declares them to be of an exquifite fenfe, whofe Coats 
are very thin, and perpetually in motion; hence are 
hereby Fluxions eafily received into them ; and thefe do 
require both an artificial and careful method to be ufed. 

In thefe Parts we are alfo adviled by Galex, That weab- — nyjp. 
ftain from all oleaginous things, thefe here both infla- 

ming andcaufing Pain; 2ly, To keep the Eye from the 
light,for this weakens it. Andtocurea fimple Wound

“44 P= 
courfe. If therefore the Wound be a fimple Wound, 
only penetrating and incifing the Cornea or Conjunttura, 
and this happens, without any exition of its interiour 
Body or Humour, this is tobe united. And forthe 
performance hereof, we muft be very careful and have 
regard to the Eye, for it’s irritated by every {mall thing; 
hence therefore if Pain affliatsit, remove it by Revulli- 
on; if the Wound be deep, the weapon which occafi- 
oned it, muft pafs through the broad and long chink 
about the Orbits: If the Wound pafS into the Brain, it 
is mortal ; if it reacheth not fo far, but only doth enter 
the faqueous Humour, and makes that fly out, or the 
vitreous or Cryftalline Humours; in thefe cafes Sarco- 
ticks are moft proper, and thefe are tobe ufed in very 
fine Powders, of which I have been very plentiful,they 
being made of Zerra figillata, Bol. armen, Sang. Dracon, 
Sarcocoll, Lap, Calaminar. and the like. And becaule 
it fometimes falleth out, that part of the wounding In- 
ftrument doth ftick in the Eye, if it fticketh fo faft, 
as that it may not eafily be removed, without effufion

N the foregoing Chapters! have fhewn you the up- 
per Parts of the Head,and thole Parts which are co- 
vered with long Hairs : We come now to that Part 
which by fome is called Hultus, avoluntatis [ndicio, it : 
being turned every way forwards and tothe fides accor- 
ding toour wills: Itisalfocalled Facies, becaufe it ma- 
keth the difference between Man andBeaft. And here 
might we look into its Beauty, and confider in every 
re{pect its fair compofition: We may well admire its 
Maker ; for although the treafuries and ftore-houfes of 
Judgment,. Senfe and Reafon, are placed in other Parts, 
yet for Beauty this doth furpafs them: Forin this ma 
be eafily feenthe ftormsand tempefts of Anger and Pall 
on, the filver {treams of Love, the figns of Health, and 
the attempts of Death: Here may we. lively lee repre- 
fented the Idea’s of Joy, Anger, Sadnels, Melancholy, 
reprefenting the obicure Parts of Man, as by a glafs, 
fome of its Parts are containing,others contained. The 
Cutis hereof hath in it this one remarkable thing, the 
which as it is varioufly perforatediin the Eyes, Noftrils, 
Ears and Mouth; asiit is wholly nervous in the other 
Parts of the Body;in this itis mufculous and flefhy. And 
becaule I intend to treat of allits Parts in their feveral 
orders, Ifhall not give you any further trouble to read 
more hereof,but fall upon its Difcourfe ofbeing wound- 
ed.

Face, yet becaule it’s the comely Part of the Body, and 
beauty of its Front, affording a wonder toits Spectators, 
here ought it to be our greateft care that we leave no 
{cars,or foul Cicatrice. Ifthe foft Parts be only wound- 
ed, clofethe lips of the Wound with evenne(s, by a fair 
Ligature, and agglutinative Medicines , and herein are 
we directed to make ufe of narrow Rowlers, thefe being 
moft proper for performing this Intention. As for ag- 
glutinative Medicines, I have already: prefented: you 
with a plentiful quantity; thefe may be made of Fran- 
kinfence, Bol, armoni. Terra figillata,Dragons blood,Bean- 
meal, with the white of an Egg beaten up with Rofe- 
water, orthelike.

He writes another Story of the fame Man, who being

of, the place being ftitcht up with a Needle, the Man- 
dible was reftored as you feein the former, and he per-

Rofes ; and thushe wasin a (hort time recovered, many 

ieces of Bones coming forth by his Palate, which were 
broken by the Horn, and left remaining in the Cavity 

of the Palate. 


CHAP. XLVI. ‘ie 
Of Wounds of the Temples. 


HE Temporal Mutcles being very ftrong, are by 

the Greeks called Crotaphites, whofe Fibres, by 

how much they do recede from their middle, they are 
fo much the more obliquely carried with a Tendon. 
They do receive ineach of them 3 Nerves, the firft ari- 
fing from the 3d pair, the 2d from the 4th, and the 3d 
from thesth pair; in which refpect this Mufcle being 
either contufed or punctured, great danger of Convulfi- 

on and death approacheth. 

Another thing worthy note in this Mufcle is, That it 

is covered with the Pericrane, by which the fubjacent 
Temporal Bonesare deftitute thereof. ippocrates doth 
advile in Wounds which happen here, by reafon on the

direful Symptoms which they do produce, the Patient 
doth net continue long. And for the confirming of 
this, Facotius Com.1, Aph. Lib.t. Scit.3, Coac, Hipp.writes, 
That he hath oft-times feen Convulfiye motions happen 
here by alight hurt inthefeParts., And Bryafavalus ad 
ph.9.lb.7. writes, Upon fome of the Temporal Veins 
being wounded, a mortal Convulfion hath followed, 
without any help or ftoppage of the Flux. Yet 4s- 
brofe Parrey writes, Left any Chirurgeon might be afraid 
of cutting the Temporal Mutcle, where occafion doth 
require the exemption of the Bone by the Trepan, he 
doth here produce a Hiftory of an Experiment of his 
own,which he practifed on one inthe War of/Zenry the II. 
who being {mitten with a Stone, with that violence 
that it fra¢tured the Os Petrofwm, and very much contu- 
fed the Temporal Mufcle,without any apparent Wound: 
To the which he being called into confultation with ma- 
_ ny other Phyfitians and Chirurgeons, it was generally 
agreed that the contufed Fleth fhould be dilated, for the 
better coming at the Bone: The day following the Flefh 
was dilated, and the day following, which was the 3d 
day,a Trepan was applied; the which being done, fome 
{mall fruftula’s of Bones weretakenaway, and putting 
in a leaden Pipeinto the: Part through which pafled 
much Matter, the Patient..was ordered.to fhut his No- 
ftrils, and Earsand Mouth, and force it through here, 
the which paffed from between the Duraand Pia AZa- 
ter; the reft of the Matter was forced out by a Syringe, 
with which was injected a Traumatick and deterging 
Decodtion,and the Patient was at length recovered. 
And for fatisfying of this Point,you may read of Glan. 
dorp in his Specul. Chirurg. Obf-9. fol.82. of a Child of 12 
years of age,who having dafhedithe left part of his Head 
againit an obtule piece of Wood did hereby contufe his 
Temporal Muicle on the fame fide: He hereupon pre- 
fently grew immoveable, vomited blood, -and loft his

fpeechs the hairs being fhaved, it was anointed with 
Ol. Rofarum, and covered with AZelilor Empl. until a 
Cataplafme could be made, the which being applied, 
the motion returned again, and the Imagination ftill 
feemed fomewhat hurt.

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CHAP. XLVIL 
Of Wounds of the Note. 
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His, as it is the inftrument of Smelling, carrieth 
with it according to Lawrentius, both Beauty and 
Mayefty. Hence did the Lgyptians in their Hieroglyphicks, 
fignifie a wife Man by his Nofe,who could thereby {mell 
other mens politick ftratagems. .4riffotle doth call it 
pis, i 11. Cap, Hiftor. Animal. the word taking its deri- 
vation from péw, becaufe through its noftrils do pals 
the Excrements of theBrain. Cicero writes, that it is 
placed above, for the better reception of Odours, and 
Nature placed it in a ftraight line, that Refpiration may 
not be interrupted, but pafs freely. It is divided into 
two Cavities by a partition, the odoriferous Spirits, or 
Air, do generally fwim inthem. This divifion allo is 
generally believed was thus made, for the more perfec 
receipt of the Senfe of Smelling ; for we {melleven in 
our breathing. It confifteth ofa Curicula,Cutis,Mutcles, 
Bones, Cartilages, and an inward Coat, all which have 
their proper aétions. 

But becaufe many worthy Authors of Anatomy have 
fully and plentifully enlarged onthefe,I hall not trouble 
you further therein, but fall to our prefenttask, where 
we may meet with it wounded either in its {oft Parts 
only,oralfo inits hard Parts. We shall firft begin with 
its foft Parts. 

Where by the way we are to note, That as the Nofe is 
Boney in the upper part, fo is it Cartilaginous in the 
lower part. If the Cuts be only wounded, a dry Stitch 
may ferve, not to cometo Suture, but rather to ufe age 
glutinative Medicines, endeavouring toour utmoft to 
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Of Wounds in Particular. 
procure a fair and even Cicatrice. A {mall skar here 
very evidently appearing, hence ought we to ftudy to 
prelerve its Beauty, by curidufly joyning the lips of the 
Woundtogether.’ In thele cales fuch Medicines which 
arehere to be uled, are to be of a foft confiftence, and 
yet having in them an aftringent and drying quality, 
hereby clofing the lips of the Wound with that advan- 
tage, that fcarce any mark may be feen; and for this 
Ule Uaguent. Defictativum Rubrum, Album Camphoratam, 
ahd fach as L have already mentioned , may do well 
here.

} parts, or the lower and Cartilaginous parts. Now if 
the upper part be wounded fo as the Bone be fractured, 
the firft Intention here is to reduce the Fracture, then 
joyn and unite the Wound: And for the performance 
of this, according to “qsapendens his advice, cap.29. de 
Vuln. fol. 895. weare to put into the Nofe a fit piece of 
Wood, wrapt about with foft linnen Cloth, fo asit may 
eafily enter thereinto,outwardly ordering the Nofe with 
your fingers, for the true confirmation of it; this being 
done,we are to put in a Quillor fmall Pipe into the Nofe, 
made of Reed, or the like, thefe not being exquifitely 
round, but fomewhat harp above and flat below, to 
preferve its natutal figure: For this Pipe hath thefe 3 
Faculties allowed it; as that it keeps theconformation 
of the Part, and doth hinder the falling of any of the 
Bones into the Noftrils ; then it makes a free paflage 
for breathing, keeping the Noftrils open; and laftly, 
makes the way free forthe difcharge of all Excrements 
fom the Brain; hefe alfo take notice, that this Pipe 
be fot put too high, left it doth occafion fternutation, 
4nd hereby do diforder the reduced Fracture, and 
confolidation of the VWYound.

The Bones being thus reduced, we next cometo the 
uniting of the feparated Parts ; which may bedone by 
the dry Stitch or Agglutinatives ; andas to fay, Epolon- 
ticks, Bol, armeny, Dragons blood, Terra figillata, and the 
like, being beaten into fine powder, and mixt with the 
white of anEgg, totheconfiftence of Honey, is very 
good. 

Ifa tranfverfe Wound happeneth here, you areto ap- 
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ply to each fide of the Noftrils.a finé linnen Bouliter, Yt Wound. 


moiftned in red Wine, and preft out, over which: to 
apply a Rowler,having a hole made in the middle there- 
of, fora more free breathing, fowing this to the back- 
part of the Head. 

The lower and Cartilaginous part of the Nofe being 
wounded, the fame Pipe is here again required : 
the lips of the Wound to be united, and brought together 
by Ligatures, and the fame Medicines to be uled, as] 
have already fhewn. If the Cartilaginons part of the 
Nofe be wholly cut off,this Wound is incurable: But that 
the beauty of the Face may not be thus deformed, you 
may frame anew Nole for it-out ofthe skin of the Arm, . 
or any other Part; but this is botha laborious, difficult, 
and long Work ; it's made by {carrifying the pin of the 
Nole, and cutting the skinof the Arm, an{wering that 
part of the Nofe whichis loft; andthe skin being there- 
to applied, and fown with the f{carrified part of the 
Nole, the Arm is afterwards to be tyed to the Head, {5 
as it be not any ways moved, for this would hinder Ag- 
glutination; Agglutination-being made, the Nole is to 
be {carrified with deep Scarrifications, fo asthe fleth ap- 
pear red ; then the neighbouring part of the Arm isto. 
becut, and put to the Nofe, and fown. and this is {o 
often to be repeated, until the whole Nofe be cut out, 
and the skin of the whole Arm be almoft ablated, and: 
agglutinated tothe Nafe,. But to conclude.this:

We read of two Mariners, cutting one another with 
their Knives: The onecut the other fo, as that he had 
the Cartilaginous part of his Nofe as it werecut off, it 
was ftitcht up with 3 ftitchesin a good form, two at 
the fides being made, andthe 3din the middle, yet fo 
as the Cartilage might not be damaged ; after which 
wasapplied this Mundifier and Incarnative: kk. Ol. Ro-

CHAP. XLVIIL 
Of Wounds of the Ears. 


I T's called 4uris, ab Hauriendo, the Air being drawn 

inthereby. -4riftotle calls thefe Parts, Sen{us Difci- 
pune, they being created for Underftanding ; thefe are 
framed with nolefs Artthanthe former. They are by 
the Greeks called ora x¢1 tara, in Englith, Ears, from 
Hearing. They are framed of many Parts, the which 
doas well ferve for the reception of found, as alfo for 
the intenfion thereof. They are the inftruments of 
Hearing, but not the principal Organs ; for if thele be 
loft, as we fee it inflicted as a.punifhment upon perjured 
perfons, yet the Senfe of Hearing doth continue, as well 
as the Senfe of Smelling, if the Nofe be amputated. Thele 
Senfes being lodged within the Grasivm, they gaina{e- 
micircular fhape ;,on the infide excavated, Nature hath 
made them.two,. that. one being injured the other-may 
perforarthe Work. Vefalius compares the whole Ear 
toa Pan: Gazacallsthis Pizza, being muchlike abroad 
Cartilage, or Fin.of'a Fith.. By fome it iscalled a Wing, 
broad, for the better embracing the found, which after- 
wards doth defeend by the inward Compafs-unto the 
arched Cavity that guides it to the Head. The out- 
ward Circumference is called gu, the. inward-called 
avberue, 

But as touching the outward parts of the Ear, thefe 
being the proper Subjects of our prefent Difcourfe: And 
here may we fee aCuticula, as. the common covering of 
this part aswell asof the reft ; next aSkin, enwrapping 
both the outfide and infide of the Ear. it hath Veins dif- 
perfed on either fide from the external Jugulars; Arteries

+t hath from the inward Carorides, which do pals to the 
packfide of the Bar , rwo {mall Nerves ir hath backward, 
and two from the fides of the 2d Conjugation ; they 
have both proper and common Mufctes allowed them, 
found out by Falloppius, two others they have alfo; in 
all, four. The outward fubftance of the Ear is neither 
boney nor flefhy,but moderately hard, yielding a found, 
an Eccho being as it were framed without, and fo car- 
ried inwards, its Cartilage arifeth as ic were out of the 
Temples; it’s tyed to the petrofe Bone by a Ligament, 
whichis ftrong. There aremany other parts belonging 
to the inward Ear, but Anatomy dothfufficiently thew 
thefe, therefore I pretermit them. If the Ears be hurt 
by outward Caufes, the danger is notgreat; yet if part 
thereof be quitecut off here, it never groweth again , 
andif they are only wounded, they require a mightSu- 
ture, and agelutinative Medicines, and as Hippocrates 
writes, the dryer any partis, the more drying Medi- 
cines doth it require. If the Wound be to be ftitched 
up, here are twothings to beobferved: That you only 
bring together the parts of the Skin on each fice of the 
Ear, without touching or hurting the Cartilage: And 
then 2dly, If the Wound doth reach tothat Cavity we 
call commonly Aeatws Anditorius, you are to keep a 
fpongy Tent in it, to prevent the growth of a fpongy 
flefh, andthat no Matter may fall into it, which may 
exulcerate the inward parts; both which are fet down 
for our inftruction by 7qua pendens, fol.go4. ¢ap.3 3. 

The Wound being either ftitcht up, or joyned toge- 
ther, we are to ufe drying Agglutinatives, fuch as are 
powder of Bol, armen. Dragons blood, Maftich. Red Rofes, 
Balauft. to be mixed either with the white of an Egg 
well beaten with Rofe-water, or to be fprinkled in the 
lips of the Wound, over which is to be applied Empl. 
Barbarum, or Diapalma, or the like ; the which Empl, 
Barbarum is thus to be made: Jk. Bitumin, Fudatac. Pie.

2]. mifce, fiat pulviss over which was applied 
Empl, Diapalma , afterwards it was. rouled up, fome 
parts of the Cartilage laid bare, over which was {fprink- 
led fome of the aforefaid Powder, ftopping the Ear in- 
wardly with Cotton or Wool, and the Wound being 
mundified was foon healed and skinned. 


CHAP. XLIX. 
Of Wounds of the Lips. 


Hefe by Cicero are called Zabra 2 Zambendo, of 
licking, they are two in number, being both 
flethy, fungous and moveable; andas they are outward- 
ly covered witha skin, fo inwardly are they invefted 
witha Membrane coming to. the Stomach and Mouth: 
and hence is it that the Skin is feen to thake and tremble 
upon Vomiting. They are of great Ule to Man, to help 
forward his {peech, to void his fpattle, and to defend 
his Teeth from cold Air; they have both proper and 
common Mulcles allowed them, and thefe are held Six 
in numbers; two moving them upwards, two down- 
H-h wards, 
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Of Woundsson Particular. 
wards, and the other to either fide of the Mouth. Thefe 
are generally wounded lengthwayes: if the Lip be cut 
above or below, it is prelently to be ftitcht up for 
whileft the Patient moves his Mouth, he doth hinder 
Conlidation, Some are born with Lips divided, but 
thefe are to be cured by Needles, hereby joyning the 
diverted parts. Outwardly may be applyed agglutina- 
tive Medicines; inwardly more properly Syrups, to be 
ordered. 

And for further appearance how you are to act here, 
take thefe one or two Hiftories. 

The fir(t (hall be of a Scholar which G/andorp men® 

tioneth, who falling upon a Door ina dark Night, fell 
upon a Stone which cut his Lip,and brake two Teeth of 
his upper Mandible; and here becaule there was a fepa- 
ration of the parts, an actual and deep Suture was made, 
and the Teeth reduced into their places,the Wound was 
S\led with Deterfives and Digeftives, which were out- 
wardly applyed: Inwardly the part was touched and 
anointed with this: Be.

CHAP, L. 
Of Wounds of the Tongue. 


E are come now to {peak of our good or bad 

Friend, called by the Greeks yae7le, being 

tyed within the pale of the Teeth, or impri- 

foned between the two barrs of the Teeth and the Lips. 
It's the notable Inftrument both of Tafte and Voyce ; 
its Bafis doth reft-upon the Bone H/yois, in Man it is 
fomewhat long , and fometimes feen to be longer in 
fome Menthanin others. It is foft, broad, and loofe 
that it may be conveyed, dilated and varioully difpofed, 
it is tyed to the Zaryax, and to the Os Hyoidis, upon 
which its Roots do reft. It's made of proper fleth, a coat, 
Nerves, Veins, Arteries, Muicles, and a Ligament; and 
this is very ftrong, membranous and broad: and{ohad 
it need, for the keeping up of the Torgue fometimes, 
and isas the bridle of the Tongue fometimes to curb its 
unrulinefs. It receiveth its Coat from that which doth 
alfo inveft the Mouth, Palate; /ophagos and Larynx. 
It’s {pun and made of fine and thin Fibres, for the better 
reception of favours. Its {ub{tance is loft and rare, 
much like a {ponge, for the more fpeedy moyfining 
with the humour which doth carry this fapor in it ; 
its fibres are expanded through the length of its mu(/cles: 
Which isnot fo,inthe Tongue it felf, Iereceiveth two 
Nerves from the third and fourth Conjugations, It hath 
two Veins called Aazine , ifluing out of the inward 
branch of the external Jugular Veins. It doth receive 
its Arteries from the fleepy Arteries ; its framed of 
many Muieless ard hath many Mulcles'allow’d it‘at its 
thick end}, and thefe do help forward its functions of 
Hh 2 {peaking, 
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Of Wounds in Particular. 


{peaking, and rowling of the meat, and itstafting. Its 
mufcles are in number five pair, thus called, Sty/oglofi, 
Myloglofsi, Gencoglofsi, Ypfioglofsi, and Ceratoglofst. And 
this Tongue, although it be bura little member thus 
furnifhed, is of great ufe , Exprefling our Minds, and 
yielding us our rafting quality, being as Hippocrates 
writes, the meffenger ot the Brain ; and is allo very 
ufeful as touching lite, for this helpeth forward Maftica- 
tion or chewing, affifting alfo deglutition, by turning 
the meat over ft, towardsthe Guillet : all which good 
turns it doth to Mankind. 

Now as touching its Wounds. The Tongue being 
thus guarded with a Sett of Teeth, and lodged w ithin 
the Mouth, might feem tobe defended againft all out- 
ward Injuries, yet this is fometimes feen wounded ; for 
when the Cheeks and the Jawes are. wounded, the 
Tongue alfo may take fhare of the Wounds. And it may 
be {o wcunded, that even a part of it may be cut off, 
and here the lofs 1s irreparable: If a part hereof doth 
adhere tothe found part, here it isnot to be cut away, 
but rather tobe ftitched up. Wounds happening here 
are dangerous for thefetwocales, becaufe here we can 
neither ufe dry ftitch nor Ligature ; and then becaufe 
Emplaftick Topicks have no power to hold on here. In 
every Wound of the Tongue, in which the found part 
is cut or divided, the Lips areto beadjoyned , and this 
is to be performed by Suture, as /quapendens teacheth it: 
which is thus to be performed, The Tongue is to be 
drawn forth out of the Mouth, being holden: by the 
Hand by apiece of Cloath between, youare to make 
fo many and fo deep ftitches as. are to be taken, for the 
true unition of the divided parts. The Wound being 
vel ftitcht up, we are to cut off the thread: near the 

ot. 

Next are we to ufe agglutinative Medicines, which 
may be made into Powders. to be fprinkled into the 
Wound:

To this aliomay be added 
alittle Allom, and let the Tongue and Mouth be wath- 
ed therewith. _ If paimbe prefent, Almond milk is good 
to wafhit, let his Dyet be cooling, and: he nourifhed 
with liquid things, as Pty/a#, Barley- Waters, Julep of 
Roles, and the like. 

And as there is {carce a member or part of the Body 
which moves-more, and is fo mot and loofe, fo if this 
part be wounded tranlveriely, it isaltogether incurable: 
yet if it be not wholly cut off, it’s not to be accounted 
incurable, as may appear by this following Hiftory of a 
Maid, who falling upon the Ground, having her Tongue 
extended, that part which was. between her Teeth was 
almoft cut off, and remained on only that {pace where 
fhe wanted two of her Teeth. Hildanus being called to 
her, who is the Author of this Hiftory, he tryed to Cure 
her this way and method, withthe aforegoing Garga- 
rilme or Decogtion, with which the Tongue was waiht

We come next to the Neck, where we ma : 
meet with that part fo properly called the Rock; : 

which lyes juft underthe Head and Face,‘and'upon the | 
Breaft. It obtainsaround Figure, and becaule in thefe : 
parts are found various bodies, and this wrought out | 
of their diverfity of works, thefe may thew diverfity | 
of Species in thefe Wounds.'-For befides its Mufcles | 
and Cutis, which it hath beftowed on it, in its fore: | 
part it hath planted the “pera Arteria, or Wind-Pipe, 
| under which is placed the A fophagws or Gullet. At its 
Hi | Sides are put both the Jugular Veins and Arteries; in 

Hi its back-part may weleethe Spine; forwards and up- 
Hi wards the Throat. and Larynx ;- under it the Jugu-

It fhall therefore be Our prefent Task to Treat of 
thefeintheir Order. And as from the Heart the great 
Artery, and from the Liver doth arife the great Vein, fo 
from the Brain 1s produced a great Trunk extended 
! through the whole Spine, which may either be called 
| Spinal, Dorfal, Cervical or Lumbary Marrow. And 
| hence the Neck, being asthe Vicar of the Brain; or the 
Medulla, which is kept inthe Spine, if this*be cut or 
wounded in the middle, the Nerves are foon refolved 
and diftended, the fenfes flage, and the Senfifying Quz- 
lity doth perifh: and hence we do fee the Patient to 
avoid both Urine, Seed, and Excrement voluntarily. 
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Of Wounds in Particular, 

Thefe Wounds areto be treated with the fame Care 
as thofe of the Brain ; for a deep and penetrating wound 
happening here, doth produce direfiul Symptomes, cau- 
fing hereby both lofs of Senfe and Motion. Now ifthe 
Neck be wounded in the fore-part, the Afera Arteria 
and Gullet can onely be hurt: ifin the fore-part above 
the Larynx, the Jugular Veins and Arteries, if in the 
back-part, the Spinal Marrow; and if none of thefe be 
hurt, no Wound: here happening can be allowed dan- 
serous. 

And in allthefe cafes we are to {top firft the Flux of 
Blood, then to bring the Wound to a good digeftion 
with this, Rk.

"F a Wound doth happen in thefe Parts, as in the 
Throat or Larynx, thefe are theSigns; the upper 
part of the Neck, lols of Voice and Air happens: But 
when it reacheth the Wind-pipe, it is more dangerous, 
both in refpeét of the exquifite fenfe wherewith thefe 
Parts are indued, the e42/ophagus hereupon tumifying, 
and fo hindring Deglutition: Hence follows a decay of 
Mi Nutriment, and danger of Suffocation; and alfo in re- 
ih {pect of the Veins and Arteries herein lodged and infert- 
Mi, ed, and their perpetual motions ; for its hereby that 
| the Air is conduéted into the Ventricle, the which being 
hindred initsinfpiration, doth foon occafion an ex{pira- 
tion. Hence therefore may we account thefe Wounds 
dangerous, and yet not to be left unattempted without 
help, the Wind-pipe being the proper Inftrument for 
Voice, outwardly being Cartilaginous, and inwardly 
Membranous and flefhy. When this is wounded, itis 
generally known by the Senfes, oft-times the Woundis 
occult, and the rather becaufe here is no large Flux of 
blood follows thefe Wounds, but fometimes Pain,fome- 
times there is perceived a ftinking Breath, hoarfenefs of 
Voice, a drynefs of the Fauces, andin procefs of time 
the Patient doth become Empyemated. When Wounds 
only reach the outward Parts,thefe may eafily be cured ; 
but when the Cartilages are divided, thefe are rarely cu- 
red, thefe Parts being both hard and exfanguial, and 
continually in motion, and accompanied with frequent 
Diftillations , thefe being fufficient inp 
ninder

hinder Agglutination. Befides which alfo, if any Hu- 

mour do accompany this Wound, it fhuts the paflage,

Ifany ore be {tabbed witha tharp-pointed Inftrument, ee ~ 
as by a Pen-Knife, Dagger, or the like, and the Wound ‘* "™°" 
hath not touched the Wind-pipe, you are here,if a large 
Flux of blood follow, to ftop this by fuch proper Medi- 
cines, asI have already propofed for performing the 
fame. The next Dreffing may you apply to the wound- 
ed Part, a mixture of Myrrh and Aloes diffolved in Bran- 
dy-wine, with which the Part wounded is to be dreft ; 
after this digeft, incarne, and procure a Cicatrice, as you 
have Directions in the former Cures, 

As for the Cure of Wounds of the Larynx or Wind- Cure of 
pipe, if the Wounds be made tranfverfly, let the Pati- vo a 
ent bend himfelf forwards: if it be ftraight, according wind-pipe. 
to the length of the Pipe, here the Patient is to hold up 
his Head, hereby bringing the lips of the Wound toge- 
ther, then ftitch up the Wound artificially ; and for 
this Ufe, fuch Pins as you ufe in the Cure of hair Lips 
are beft here. This being done, agglutinative Medi- 
cines are moft ufeful, fuch asis Liximentum Arcei, Balla. 
mum Peru. Balfam. Lucatell. and that Unguentum Flifpa- 
nicum which quapendens writes of in Lib. de Lulncrib. 
lib. 2. fol.805. above which may be applied Zmpl, Dia- 
palm.de Minto.de Betonica,or the like. In thefe Wounds 
are you to take efpecial care, that none of your Medi- 
cines do touch the Wind-pipe fo as toenter it, for here- 
by may you procure Suffocation. Inwardly here alf 
may you order the Patient to drink warm Milk by de- 
grees, or Jome magifterial chalybeated Decoétion, ad- 
ding hereto Comfrey, Centaury, Betony, or the like ;

Wind-pipe, fo large that one might put his Finger into 
the Wound, {o as. both his Nutriment which he took, 
andthe Medicines whiclyhe received, came out by the 
Wound,and yet this Man was in few days recovered. 
lin this City cured an old Woman, who ina melan- 
cholick & defperate humour was refolved to cut her own 
Throat, and for compleating this, having a Pen-Knife 
by her, fending her Daughter out, without miftrufting 
any fuch matter, (he continued fome while abroad be- 
forethe returned ; her Daughter being. gone, the fhut 
the Door, and ftabb’d her {elf fo in the Throat, that the 
Wind-pipe: was penetrated , fhe bled very much: I be- 
ing fent for, feeing her bleed very plentifully, I {topt 
the Flux ,, and the fecond Drefling I dreft her with a Di- 
geftive, much according to that which I have already 
fet downs then filled the Wound up: with flefh,. and- 
skinned it up; applying a Candle to:che Wound, you 
might eafily {ee its flame to yield: to.the wind which 
came from the wounded Part..

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And this is worthy note which Bodizus in Theatro Na- Another: 


ture mentioneth Jib, 4. pag.460. why fuch who have their 
Larynx wounded, do both lofe their Tafte and Speech ; 
where he writes, That Guliehnus Prince of Orange, ha- 
ving received a Wound in his Neck , had loft the 
Sente of Tafting ; and that a Zrench Souldier by the like 
Wound became mute. There isa double Nerve infert- 
edinthe Zaryax, which arifeth from the 3d Conjugati- 
on, one part whereof doth make the Tongue apt for 
Speech, the other part for perception of Smelling or 
Sapour. 


Another having received a Wound in the 4pera Ar- Another, - 


terta , the Wound being obliquely made, divided 3 
Cartilages, infomuch asthe Patient could hardly make 
a noile or fpeak ; the Wound was ftitcht up, and then 
was applied this following Medicine: I. Zhur. Maftich. 
an, 3). Bol, armen, 34. Farin. volatil, zs, mifce. Thele 
being beaten up with the white of an Egg, and made in. 
to the form of a foft Cataplafme, was applied to the 
wounded Part with convenient Ligatures. Inwardly 
was pre(cribed him fome Zohoc Sanum, andhe left it the 
3dday, in which time did arife a moft intenfe Fever, 
and a great Inflammation of the Fzwces, and when the 
Parts were unrouled, they were feen correpted witha 
Gangrene and Sphace/ws, and in that day about night 
the Patient fhut up his laft minute. 

Ifhall not add to this Difcourfe, Wounds either of 
Veins or Arteries, but fhall rather defire you to caft your 
eye on my Treatife next to Wounds of theHeart ; for 
asthe Arteries have their Originations from the Heart, 
I fhall refer you thither for the Cure of thefe, thar 
being their Origination, this place as others but their In- 
fertions, and the Cure of any of thefe not differing, be 
they wounded in what part of the Body foever.

Of Wounds of the Oclophagus. 


E come next to the Oc/ophagus or Gullet, cal- 

led by the Greeks cicipangys, from o1w % Gat yases 

which fignifies to carry Meat. The Arabians call it AZe- 

vi and vefcet, the Zatines, Gula, being as the common 
Wil road, or as we have it in our Zzglifh Proverb, Gutter-

mach. It begins at the lowermoft Cavity of the Throat, 
at the Roots of the Orifice of the Stomach, it marcheth 
in a direct Line along the 5th Spondyl of the Breft, 
NN) . gs Connexion. fomewhat inclining to the right fide.

Its Subftance is of a middle fubftance 
and Subftance. between Flefhand Nerves. It hath allowed it 3 Coats, 
| onecommon, andtwo proper: The firft is bred out of 
AM tts 3 Coats. Ligaments, made as its Cale for the two proper Coats; 
The 2d is flefhy and thick, looking towards the Neck, 
having init only tranfverfe Fibres : The 3d is of a diffi- 
| milar Subftance, within whofe inward Superficies is fu- 
perftrated a fmooth and oleaginous Veil, having in it 
right and flender Fibres, to draw nourifhment after the 
Mouth hath received it. The act of Deglutition is help- 
ed by itsMufcles, but thefe are accounted amongft the 
Mulcles of the Zaryzx. Its Cavityis always kept moift 
by its Glandules called Zow#fille. Yt hath but few Veins 
and Arteries. ItsNervesare notable, coming from the 
6th pair,and thefe at length are faftned into the Stone 
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It’sof great Ufe, being asa Tunnel to let throvgh both Its ue. 


Meat and Drink. 

Thus have I thewa you how the Oec/ophagos is placed 
between the Auvees and the Os Ventriculi, being as its 
general Receiver, being framed both of a nervous and 
fiethy Subftance ; nervous, that it may extend it felf 
upon occafion , and flefhy,that it may fall again. 

Wounds happening hereare very perillous, becaufe 
both Meat and Drink do pafs through it, which do hin- 
der Agglutination. 

Wounds here happening may be known by their 
Site, fometimes by the Senfe of Feeling , for this is car- 
ried in a direct and ftrait Line all along, under or beneath 
the Wind-pipe, and when this is wounded, either Blood 
or Matter is vomited,and the indigefted Nutriment doth 
fometimes pafs through the Wound. Whenthe Pati- 
ent lyesdown, he feeleth much pain between his Sca- 
pula’s, but upon ftraightning his Neck he feels fome eafe. 
When any Tumour dotharifehere, it doth narrow the 
paffage, and doth occafion a Fever, anda great fenfe of 
Inflammation. Hence therefore in thefe dangerous ca~ 
les Ce//ws advifeth the Chirurgeon, to ftudy and confider 
which of thefe Woundsare curable, which hard tocure, 
and which are incurable, and not to undertake the Lift, 
bit with honefty to acquaint the Patient's Relations and 
Friends of the defperatene(s of the Hurt, left he by his 
improvidence and inconfideratenefs gain the difcredit of 
being either ignorant or deceitful. 


Thefe Wounds fometimes do prove lethal, the meat cure. 


and drink paffing hereby, hindring agglutination; and 
although the beft which happens here may not be 
reckoned without hazard and danger, yet being by dai- 
ly Experience fatisfied, that many here wounded have 
been cured, isencouragement enough for usto declare 
the method heretobeuled. And here by Alippocrates’s 
authority we are to prefcribe inwardly a gentle and 
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thin Dyet, this by degreesto betaken; here therefore 
the Patient isto lye downwards, holding the Medicine 
in his mouth as long as he can ; for a perpetual Maftica- 
tion inthe mouth doth much detard Agglutination. Let 
his Dyet be liquid, and nourifhing, if it might happea 
here to you as ithathto fome others, that deglutition 
is altogether ablated,that nothing may defcend this way 
into the Stomach, inthefe-cales that the Patients may 
not famifh, we ought to inject nourifhing Clyfters ac- 
cording to the advice of Ortbafius and etiws ; if need re- 
quires your affiftance of prohibiting the flux of Blood 
which may happen here, 1n this cafe may you fafely ufe 
Troch. de Spod. or Terr. Lema. attenuited with a little 
Purflane-water, or Spawn-water. Orif thefe be not in 
readinefs, to take fome Chalybeated Water, which isto 
be ufed as the other, 

If here we fhould come to Deterging, we may fafely 
ule F7ydromel or Fulap. Rofar. Or this Decoétion, kk 
Herb. Sanicul, Centaur. Minor. Equifet. an, 3 ti. Hora. 
Mundat. M. ij. Paffular. Fujubar. Liquirit. an. 3 vj. Co- 
guantur Omnia in aqua Chalybeata & vino fimul mixt. ad 
Lert. part. confwmpt. colature adde Syr.

Of Wounds of the Spine. 


Ext arrive we to Wounds of the Spine,or the Back- 
bone feated inthe back-part of the Neck , if the 
Wound do not pafs the Spine , it then doth divide 
the Muicles,and in this cafe are you to dreis this Wound 
as you do thofe of the flethy parts,as /quapendens orders, 
fol. 913. De Vuln, If the Bone be injured by the Wound, 
dreis this as you doa Frature in Cranio: If the Spimalis 
Medulla be wounded, it is either wholly or in part di- 
vided. If it be wholly divided, it occafions a perfect re- 
folution of the Body, caufing here a deprivation both of 
Senfe and Motion: If it be but cut or divided in part, 
hence followes Convulfion, and oft-times death. In thefe 
cafes therefore are to be applyed fuch Medicines as may 
eafe Pain, ftop or prevent Convulfion, and cure the Pa- 
tient. Woundshere happening, are of no lefs danger 
than thofe of the Brain; for the Spinal Marrow hath its 
Origination from thence, and has its Coats covered with 
the fameMembranes as do cover the body of the Brain. 
Ithath Nerves allowed it for yielding 1t much Senfe ; 
and its Motion and Senfe it hath fromthe fame Princt- 
pals: And fince Topicks can {carce reach it,and the dire- 
ful Symptomes which attend thefe Wounds, as Palley, 
Convulfion, Deprivation of Senfe and Motion, and the 
like, thefe Wounds may be well reckoned dangerous. 
Hippocrates doth reckon them Lethal, yet that fuch 
have been cured, Experience doth evince: And how to 
cut this part, be pleafed to take with you thele Diredcti- 
ons: Inalldefverate cafes of this fort, our later Practi- 
tioners, the Blood being ftopt, do ule hot and dry Me- 
dicines,being of thin parts, that they may the better pe- 
netrate

netrate into the depth of the Wound ; and therefore in 
thefe cafes we are to ule fuch Medicines as be of a thin, 
liquid, and moyft fubftance ; of which fort are OL. Hy- 
perc, OL. Lumbricor. and the like. Or here allomay be 
uled O/, Chamomil, Vulpin. Ovor, ALaftichiz, Tercbinth. or 
the like. Or Ik. O/. fiyperic. Ovor, an, = j. Lerebinth, 
3 £. Lheriac. Andromach. x y.mifce. Or R.OL Fulpin, Lam- 
bricor.L ercbinth.an.z6, pulu.Maftich. 383.mei/ce. Turpentine 
here is avery goodMedicine, being well watht,adding to it 
the yolk of an Egg.a little finePowder of Frankincenfe & 
Saffron, the which may be ufed tothe 4th day, anoint- 
ing all the circumjacent parts with Oyl of Rofes, Cha- 
momile and Maftich. The 4th day being paft, adde to 
thefe fome Syrup of dry Rofes,Myrrh, and Aloes, in that 
body and thicknefs as they caufe no pain inthe Wound 
by their afperity , the which being done, leave out the 
Turpentine: the pain being aflwaged,cover the Wound 
either with 4urewm or Bufilicon, or the like, applying 
over it Amp/. De Betowica or Diapalma,and then procure 
a Cicatrice, 

Loreft. fol, 18, lib.6. Obf, Chir. writes, That if the Spi- 
nal Marrow be wounded about its beginning, death muft 
neceflarily follow, becaufea Convulfion of the whole 
Body doth fucceed : but if it be wounded in the lower 
part, this is not fo deadly, unlefs the Wound be large, or 
made by apuntture,althoughConvulfion doth fucceed it.

CHAP, LV. 
Of Wounds of the Thorax. 


Aving already finifhed the firft Part of my Dif 
courfe, which treats of the Upper Parts, let me 

inthis bring inan Anatomical Dilcourle of this middle 
Region of Life, and that witha more chearful fpirit, by 
how much it is more noble and excellent than the 
former. For asCofmographers do ina {mall Map com- 
prehend the Circuits, Regions, Iflands, Promontories, 
Fields and Valleys of the World, fo may we in this our 
fecond Difcourfe, comprehend the Greatnefs, Structure, 
Site, Figure, and all exteriour and interiour Parts, con- 
tained and containing inthis Region, the which Region 
doth come under the Name of Zhorax ; fo called either 
am +8 Sopeiv, which is Sa/io, the Heart herein being al- 
waysina leaping motion; or as the Stoicks affirm it, 
mpi mo Seiov wpeiv, Quod mentem Divinam animi partem 
denotat. This defcribeth the whole Trunk of the Body, 
and whatfoever is extended from the Jugulars to the Xy- 
phoidal Cartilage and Diaphragma, comes under the 
Name of the Zhorax. It is circum{cribed in its upper 
parts with Clavicles, in its lower part with a Déaphrag- 
ma, in its fore-part with a Sterzon, in its back-part with 
the Vertebres of the Back, inits right and left fide with 
12 Ribs. Its Figure is beautiful and capacious, partly 
boney, partly flefhy ; boney, for the ftrengthening of 
its moft noble veffel the Heart, flefhy, for the more eafie 
motion of its Dia/fole and Syftote. It obtains, a Cavity 
between the upper and lower middle Region, for the 
more equal diffufion of its native heat into all the fimple 
parts. It’s framed of parts containing and contained ; 
Kk a the 
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the containing parts are fome of them Proper, others 
Common: The Commonare 5, Cuticula,Cutis, Membra- 
na Carnofa, Adeps, and Nervofus Panniculus. The Pro- 
per are brought under thefe 3 heads or diftinétions, as 
{ome being foft and flefhy, others boney and Cartilagi- 
nous, and the third Membranous. In thisare locked 
upthe vital Inftruments and Wheels of Life, the rare 
Organs of Mufick, whereby the Voice is fo diverfified, 
called by Hippocrates o¢aus, a Cittern, making here its 
Mufick. Here may we fee the Heart difplay and com- 
municate its vital fpirits ; how thefe do quicken and 
ftrengthen the natural heat of the whole Body; how 
the Lungs as fre(h Fans do cool its heat, and by their mo- 
tions as Bellows blow it up again , if eccafion re- 
quires. 

But to fall upon its harms ; before we enter upon the 
Difcourle whereof, be pleafed to confider what noble 
Parts it containeth in it, and enwraps. It’s ourwardly 
guarded with Intercoftal Mutcles, interwoven between 
the Ribs, and filling up the Diftances between them ; 
and thele by fomeare reckoned to be in all 44, thefe 
alfo being of greatufe, being formed obliquely ; for we 
generally fee that they help Dilatation ; for every thing 
retcheth which is obliquely made or obliquely drawn ; 
thefe Mulcles, by the general opinion and content of all 
Anatomifts, do ferve for Conftriction and Dilatation of 
the Zhorax. Next may we meet here with a Diaphrag- 
ma, which fignifies to diftinguith, this diftinguifhing 
thela{truments.of Nourifhment, from thofe of Lifeand 
Refpiration, or is as an overthwart partition. After 
thisappearsa Plewra, fo called from the. Ribs, which 
by the Greeks are called-saeupas, this being ftretched 
under themall, excepting the rath. This Membrane 
d th inclofe the whole Cavity of the 7herax, anddoth 
an{wer its Figureand Magnitude. This is all over dou- 
ble, partly becaufe. of the hardnefs of the Bones; and 
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OF Voundsin Particular. 
partly beeaufe betwixt both the Membranes, the Inter- 
coftal Veflels might more fafely pafs. Next thisis 17. 
Ataftinwm, {0 called from dividing the Cheft in the mid~ 
dle. Columbus doth call it Lnterfepimentum, being asa 
Hedge dividing twoPaftures, ‘Thisholds up the Heart, 
and ferves as a fecurity for the paflage of the Veffels, 
Atter this may we {ee the Pericardium, by the Zatizes 
called Cap/ila Cordis, enwrapping the Heart, and carry- 
ing in it its Pyramidal Figure, arifing from its Bafis,pro- 
duced from the Coats which the Pl/esra doth afford the 
four Veffels, which do iffue out of the Heart. Its. con- 
tained Parts are double, as Veffels and Bowels : The 
Bowels aretwo, theHeart and the Lungs: The Veff

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are the Branches of the great Vein,and the great Artery, 
born up into the hollow part of the Throat witha glan- 
dulous Body. called Zhymus, 

But becaufe I intend not to trouble you with thefe. 
twice over, I thall as. difcourfe of .thefe Parts being 


wounded,. give youa brief Defciption of every of theny 
as they fall in their Order. , 

And firft as touching Wounds which may happen ia 
the outward part of the Zhorax. . 

Wounds here happening are either allowed to pene- 
trate or not penetrate the 7horazx ; and {uch as do pene 
trate, may either be made with or withoutafence sane 
this offence may be manifold, as either wounding the 
Heart, Lungs, Pericardium, Diaphragm, great Artery, 
or afcendent Wein. | 

To know a penetrating Wound may be by thefe Signs 
manifefted : If the Wound penetrates: far, the fending 
in your Probe or fearching Candle will give fome fatis- 
faction hereof; or if it penetrates, Cotton or Wool be- 
ing put tothe Wound, you fhall fee it-give way to the 
Breath.which comes outof the Wound. If the Patient 
doth fhut hisMouth and Keepuin-his Breath; the 


will break through the Wound with. a noile, fo asa 
| Candle. 
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Of Wounds in Particular. 


Candle being applied tothe Orifice, the Wind will dif 
fipate the flame of the Candle, Yet fometimes if the 
Wound happens near the Mouth of the Breft, Air may 
come forth, and the Probe may pafs a great way inre- 
fpect of the great {pace and Cavity, which makes the in- 
terfepient Membranes, feparating and diftinguifhing the 
Cavity of the Zhorax. 

Wounds happening in the back-part of the Thorax, 
are moft dangerous, becaufe in this Part are planted 
moft Nerves and Tendons ; and as Alippocrates writes, 
Every Wound of the Zhorax goes not without danger, 
in relpeét of the Matter which falls down into the Cav1- 
tythereof. Ifthe Heartbe wounded, the cafe is defpe- 
rate, or if the Diaphragma in its nervole Part, or if the 
Lungs be largely wounded, or the Pericardium. But 
more of thefe in their proper places. 

Arcaus cap.1. de Curand. Vuln, fol.7t. writes, That he 
hath {een many pretend the curing penetrating Wounds 
of the Zhorax, the which they either {carce obtained, or 
elfe fpeedily after procured the death of their Patients, 
although thefe Wounds were not of their own nature 
lethal. And whereas it is the general opinion of all 
Authors, Wounds deeply penetrating the Breft, are for 
the moft part incurable, and that fuch who have gain- 
ed ground of thefe Wounds, do generally labour under 
a Phthyfis, ora perpetual Fiftula ; yet fome have been 

cured hereof without either of thefe. And for curing 
thefe Wounds, let this be your Method : In not pene- 
trating Wounds, the fame Cure is to be ufed here as you 
are directed in a fimple W ound. Ina penetrating Wound 
the ordering of the whole Body isto be regarded, both 
for the evacuating and difcharging of Blood, Humours, 
Matter,or Excrements, which may fall from the wound- 
ed Part into the Cavity of the Zorax, left being there- 
inleft, they corrupt and putrifie, and fo bring death in 
the end: And thefe may be 3 ways dilcharged ; as sl 
vy 
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Of Wounds in P articular, 


by the Orifice of the Wound, by the Mouth and Cough- 
ing, or by Urine. Now whenBlood-or Matter is coa- 
cervated inthe Cavity of the Zhorax, itis attended with 
pains of the Sides, and a -heavinels about the falfe Ribs, 
accompanied with purulent Spattles, a fetid Breath, 
and a troublefom Cough, and a Fever molefting the Pa- 
tient. And hence becaufe the outward Air being alto- 
gether unprepared, doth ruth and pa(s hither, it doth 
much offend the inward Parts, and the inward Air pal- 
fing out hereby, doth both weaken, hurt and diffolve 
the ftrength and vigour of the Parts. And another ill 
Symptom which attends thefe Wounds,is, they cannot 
outwardly or conveniently be dete:ged,and hence they 
degenerate into Fiftula’s and Empyema’s, exciting there 
their purulent Collections, and hence death follows. 
And fuch who upon receiving a Wound here, have 
annexed therewith a Vomiting and Syncope, or Loof- 
nefs,death is fure to catch hold of thele. 

But to return tothe 3 former propofed Intentions, be- 
ginning firft with thedilcharge by Urine. And inthefe The Firfti 
cafes the Medicines here to: be ufed arecalled Diureticks-: 
And Gal, lib, 5. de Loc, affect. writes and affirms, That 
thofe things which are lodged in the Zhorax, are to be 
carried see expurged by Urine. And hence he fup- 
pofeth that the Matter is firft carried into the Branches 
of the ena Azygos, hence into the YenaCava, to the 
right Ventricle ot the Heart, and paffiag thence down- 
wards from the defcending Trunk. of the Cava to the Li- 
ver, tocometothe Emulgents. But this is a great way 
about. But Wicol. Novocomenfis an excellent Phyfitian 
faith, That it paffeth fromthe ena five Pari near the 
Diaphragma, and is catried’by a direé& duature through: 

the Spine to the Emulgents, and doth give us this His 
ftory,for the better crediting of the former :

| the 3d Way. The 3d is performed by the Orifice of the Wound,the 
| which fome will have fpeedily tobe fut up, left hereby 
the vital fpirit might expire and {pend it ‘elf, and the 
outward Air paffing in at the Wound may corrupt the 


inward Parts. Yet this is contrary to Senfe, ee

and Experience ; for the Woundis tobe kept open, for 
this Matter is not eafily or readily to be difcharged by 
Urine, nor yet emptied out by the Mouth, the Orifice 
of the Wound being the beft and moft ready way to dif- 
charge the fame; andthisis to be performed by Tents 
or Pipes. 


But to come clofe to the genuine Intentions herein re-" Intentions. 


ea nd and afterwards fhew you how this is to be treat- 
etki: 

And herein are 6 Intentions which offer themfelves : 
As firft, To ftop the Flux of Blood, 2dly,; To prevent 
all Fluxion. 3dly, Todifcharge the contained Matter. 
4thly, Todeterge and dry upthe Wound. sthly, To 
order the inward Parts aright. And then laftly, To 
prevent all other Accidents, 

As for the firft, I have fufficiently already enlarged. 
But becaule here fome of the concrete Blood may be 
lodged in the Cavity ofthe Zhorax, this is both necefla- 
rily and f{peedily to be fuppurated. And hence there- 
fore Wounds of the Zhorax are prefently to be ageluti- 
nated, or kept open , being confentaneous in a Cut 
where the great Veins and Arteries are untoucht, and 
when no Flux of Blood doth appear here to {peed Ag~ 
glutination, either by Suture or Ligature, or any other 
ingenious method ; for thus the Parts may be united, 
and the innate Heat preferved, andthe Matter difchar. 
ged bythe Mouth. Butif therebe any fufpition of co- 
agulated or concreted Blood, the Wound is to be kept 
open, for thedi(charge of all Matter and Excrements: 
And for this Ufe fome do make ule of leaden Pipes,which 
they have made for the fame purpofe,» to convey and 
draw forth this Matter, called by the Greeks Piuleus, or 
Lductoriwm ; the Matter being dilcharged, the Parts are 
to be united and dried up. 

Buta little further, as touching the coagulated Blood, 
it being a matter of great i inthis place: Here are 
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Of Wounds in P articular, 
we not to ftudy too fpeedy anunition of the Parts, un 
tilevery ill Juyce or Matter be expurged and difcharged. 
The Wound therefore, as I formerly have writ, is to 
be kept open by Tents, both for the preferving the no- 
ble and ignoble Parts entire. Hence ought the careful 
Chirurgeon to examine well the affected Parts, and then 
to the difcharge of the Matter ; thisis to be cone by its 
proper places; the Blood being fupprefled, the Wound 
is to be roul d up. 

The next Intention here required,is,in great and deep 
Wounds to hinder all Humidities or Humours, coming 
from any other Part of the Body to the affected Part;and 
this is to be performed by breathing a Vein, and Purga- 
tion, Cupping-glaffes,Ligatures, and the like, as I have 
already fhewn. 

Fhe 3d Intention is the difcharge of Humours and 
Matter lodgedin the Cavity of the Zhorax , and for this 
Ulfe take this: Be. Refin. Pin. Vifc. Quercin, Mel. Ammo- 
wiac.

The firft is of aGentleman, who having received 3, Hiftory. 


large Wounds, butthe chiefeft of which happened un- 
der his right Breft,penetrating deeply between the {pace 
of the Z/orax, whence happened a large Flux of Blood 
into the Diaphragma, upon which fucceeded a Fever and 
vehement Coughing, witha fhairp pain in the. wounded 
Side. Ibeing called, I ordered the Patient tolye with 
his Head downwards, and tofhut both his Mouth, Eyes 
and Ears, hereby forcing the Lungs to fend forth the 
contained blood by the Wounds. » After this. I put. my 
finger into the Wound for the better educing of this 
blood,. the Patient being laid into his Bed again, [ im 
jected frequently into his Wound a Decoétion made of 
French Barley, Honey of Rofes, and Red Sugar at. firft ; 
afterwards I added more of deterging Medicines, as 
Wormwood, Centaury and the like: but thefe, becaufe 
of their bitternefs were foon left off.

Man of 16.years of age, who having a naked. Knife ina 
Bigg held under his Coat,.and not remembring it, 
wreftling with another Boy, wounded himfelf,by recei- 
ving: a.Fall from him, in his Breaft; whence iffued a 
very:

very large Flux of Blood: Having drank this following 
Potion he began toamend ;. Ik. fol. Collutee 3 ij. tnfunde 
in aqu. Plantagin. Ungul, Caballia. emel, Ebulltendo, et forte 
exprefsiont adde Electuar.de Succ, Rofar. 3 tj. Pulv, Rhw- 
barb.

After the taking of which, the Wound 
in afhort time Confolidated. This Potion is very ad- 
mirable for the diffolving and expelling of concrete 
blood.

85.and foon: The which I commit you 
to, défiring not to fill up this Treatife of Wounds with 
too many Hiftories. 


CHAP. LVI 
Of Wounds of the Diaphragma. 


His by Plato iscalled Atagpeyye, of a word which 

doth fignifieto diftinguifh by fome Septum tranf- 
ver(wm. tisaMulcle ferving for Refpiration,and 

doth differ from all the Mufcles of the Body in its excel- 
lency, fite, figure, and action. It is feated inthe Cavity 
of the Body, being o rethwart and oblique ; it’s Nervous 
in the midft, and that partly for the more fecurity that 
it may perform its various motions without hurt ; and 
partly that the esa Cava, and Ocfophagus which do 
pafs through it might not be ftreightned, and fo the 
courfe of meat and blood hindred. It is united to two 
of the mufcles of the Abdomen, the Oblique Afcendent, 
and Tranfverfe ; Its figure is almoft Circular. It hath 
Veins, Nerves and Arteries allowed it. It is of much Hl 
or

for it ventilates the Hypochondria, helps forwards Expul- 
fion, and doth diftinguifh the noble from the ignoble 
parts; and that which is obferved by fome, in fingle 
Combats of Gladiators, fome have been feen to dye 
laughing, being wounded in this part, and fecing we 
have already fhewn you how it is. a round and capacious 
Mutcle,fubtended tothe inward fide of the Ribs,tyed to 
them, being in the upper part flefhy,and in the lower part 
membranous and {permatique,receiving a Wound here- 
upon being the Inftrument of breathing, it fends forth 
froathy blood, a thin {pirit, the Spine mourns hereat,and 
the principal bowels are drawn upwards ; ifthe Wound 
be large, running the part into Inflammation, the brea- 
thing is very dull, accompanied with pain through 
all the parts of the Shoulder, a great Cough fucceeds 
with noifeand pain, the fpattle looks livid, a vomitin 
and {pitting of froathy blood follows: And they which 
are. thus troubled do eat with great difficulty: The 
neighbouring ‘parts fharing of thefe evil excrementi- 
tious juicesand humidities are attracted hereby, hence 
| difturbing the whole frame of the Mind, hence follows - 
Delirium; and for this very reafon the Ancients called 
this part Phrenes: hereupon happening a violent Fever 
arifing by.the great confent of the Heart, Wounds here 
happening, if they penetrate not too far, are with great 
Care and Difficulty to be Cured, not hindring its mo- 
tion. If it happen inthe Nervous parts that a Wound 
falls hereon, here may you declare the Cure either hope- 
lefs or helplefs ; thefe arethe general Signs and Prefages 
which doattend thefe Wounds. ‘If the flethy part of the 
Diaphragma,as we have already offered, be wounded, it 
may be cured with care; and here are we firft to ftop 
the Flux of blood, and to prevent Inflammation by well 
regulating the whole Body, and to agglutinate the 
Wound with all convenient {peed , yet not untill all 
Blood and Matter be-difcharged. hence breathing of a: 
Vein 
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Of Wounds in Particular. 


Vein for Revulfionis proper. As touching Topicks, we 
may here ule the fame Medicines as are dire¢ted in 
Wounds of the Zorax,(uch as may ftop a Flux of blood, 

revent Inflammation, and agglutinate, the Orifice to 
be kept open by a Tent ora Silver Pipe, as is already di- 
rected ; and the fame Intentions and Medicines which 
are already pre{cribed. 

And for further fatisfagtion, I will here prefent you 
with the Method how to Cure thefe, being directed by 
Glandorp, who is the Author of this following Hiftory. 

A Saylor receiving a Wound in the flefhy part of 
his Diaphragma, in the left part thereof, about the end of 
the rith Rib of the Z#orax , within few dayes he 
was perplexed with great pains of his head, and of the 
wounded fide, neither could he breathe freely ; its 
depth was fearch’d by the Probe, and it was conjectured 
that the Wound did penetrate , A Vein in the fame Side 
was Breathed, and a convenient Dyet prefcribed, and 
this following Unguent was pre(cribed for his Side ; 

Rofar. an, 
3 iij. Croc. 5 8. mifce, into the Wound was put a long 
Tent armed with a Digeftive, and over this was applyed 
Empl. Diapalme. Inwardly did he take this Vulnerary 
Decoétion; Ik. Herb. Sanicul. Veronic. Pirol. an. P. iti. 
Confolid, Saracenn. Botrys Lrichoman. an. pug. yj. Fl. Bo- 

. rag. Buglofs. an. P. j. Sem, anif: Fenicul, an. 3 ij. Cinamom. 
3 tj. Fujub. 0. 6. Dattyl. to. 4. Coquantur in aqua Hordet 
g.[. Of which he took 3 ounces with 2 fcruples of Pow- 
der of Crabs eyes, the Body being bound, fometimes the 
Patient received a Suppofitory, fometimes he took a 
Lenient by his mouth. Matter being generated hereby, 
and the Wound being mundified, the Tents were fhort- 
ned and armed with an Incarnative, and ina fhort time 
afterwards it was perfe@tly skinned up. 

The Second is of a Wound which happened in the 
membranous part of the Diaphragma, but this be 
eat 


Of Wounds in. Particular. 
Death with it. A Souldier thrufting his Rapier a little 
under the Xyphoidal Cartilage, hence did arile Pain, and 
a great Flux of blood, with Syzcope, and difficulty of 
breathing, with pains in his lower Belly about the Pubes, 
the parts much tumifying above the Navel, anid about 
the Zhorax ; his Speech failed, and in this Syacope he 
dyed. The Body being opened, the Orifice of the Sto- 
mach, and its left part, and part of the Duodenum, and 
part of the Co/oz were found wounded to the Z) horax,and 


the lower Belly, efpecially about the Pubes, did abound 
with grumous blood. 


Ambrofe Parrey, fol. 230. writes of a Captain, who Another. 


being wounded by a Bullet, paffing by the ends of the 
Sternon near the Xyphoidal Cartilage, entring through 
the flefhy part of the Diaphragma, and through the Zuter- 
ftitium which lyes between the 5th and 6th Ribs, the 
Wound being Cicatrized outwards, yet there remained 
a weaknels of the Stomach, and a pain of the Guts,much 
like the Collick pain ; and Eight moneths after the pain 
grew very violent, and within a while after he dyes: 
The Body being open’d by Guwillemau, the Collick Gut 
was feen much diltended with Wind ; and that this 
hence did make its paflage into the Zhorax by the 
Wound of the Diaphragma, and yet the Wound {carce 
equalled the bignels of a Mans little Finger. 


Hollerius Com.ad Aphorifm.16.1ib.6, pronounceth, The Another. 


Septum Tranfverfim or Midriff being wounded in its 
Membranous Part, may not be cured, but in its flefhy 
Part it iscured with eafe. 

Alexander Benediétus remembers a certain Souldier, 
who being here wounded , was perfectly reco- 
vered, 

And Aollerius writes, That he obferved in a Man which 
was hanged, and was afterwards diffected in the Phy- 
fick-Schools, that he had hada Wound in the flefhy Part 
of the Diaphragma Cicatrized.

CHAP, LVIL 
Of the Lungs W ounded. 


“W-Hefle being the Inftruments both of Voice and 
Breathing, are by the Greeks called Pueumones, 

upon reception of the Air, which they call Pwexma. 
And although thefe in moft Creatures do hang loofe,that 
they may move more freely, yet by the mediation of 
the Vellels of the Weazon, they are hung to the Neck, 
and tyed forwards to the Breft-Bone, and backwards to 
the Spine. And Nature taking care to maintain this 
Motion, fhe hath united them to the Pleura, that fo by 
this connexion they might follow the Dilatation of the 
Cheft, though it were perforated. They adhere to the 
Heart by the Pulmoniack Vein, or Arteria Venofa, and 
the eva Grteriofa. Their Figure they gain according 
to the proportion of the Parts of the Cheft, being both 
gibbous and {welling. They are divided by a AZedzafti- 
num into a right and left, that one Part being hurt, the 
other might work for both. Their Subftance is loofe,, 
‘pongey and rare,made as it were of frothy Blood. They 
have allowed thema Membrane bred out of the Pleura. 
They have 3 Veflels defeminated through them ; it 
receives 2 from the Heart, and thefe according to the 
opinion of fome, are tobe moved according to the moti- 
on of the Lungs, others according to the Heart. Their 
ufe is to aire the Heart in its dilatation, moderately cool- 
ing and tempering the heat of the Heart, for want of 
which the natural heat growes weak. Thefe being fra- 
med for fanning the Heart, upon being wounded they 
occafion a difficulty of Breathing ; the Blood which here 
comes forth is fpumous or frothy. Sometimes there is 


perceived a noife or murmuration , the Neck of the 
Patient 
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Patient is convelled, the Faceinflamed, andthen after. 
wards grows white, and many Changes in a {mall time 
act their Partshere. Ifthe Lungs be inwardly wound- 
ed, the Tongue hath a change in its colour, they breathe 
fhort, and cough frequently, the Wound {mall, but af- 
fording much Matter, they livea good while, but pine 
away into a Confumption or Myalme ; for the incifed 
Lungs do beget ill 1empers and Inflammations, the 
which having once obtained, they leave {mall hopes of 
Agglutination ; for uponexpiration or infpiration fome- 
what of Airis received, by which the hurt Parts are of- 
fended , and at beft, if Medicines might be allowed a fair 
reception into the Lungs, yet they muft be moved by 
in{piration and refpiration, and lacerated by Coughs. 
And where the Veflels are wounded which are lodged 
herein, or the Subftance of the Lungs wounded, thele 
are generally accounted lethal for feveral Reafons, they 
being in continual motion, moift, and {ubjeét to Inflam- 
mation, no Medicines eafily reaching them, a large Flux 
of Blood attending thefe Wounds, and a great part of 
this Blood muft neceffarily fall into the 7horax,the which 
by its weight falling upon the Disphragma, doth caufe 
fhortnefs of Breath ; andafter all, the Heart muft conle- 
quently fhare with them in their milchiefs, the Lungs 
having their Veffels from thence,yet dangerous Wounds 
here, have been cured ; as we fhall afterward thew by ex- 
ample. But to proceed : 

Wounds of the Lungs are known by their proper 
Symptoms. Evacuations being premifed, breathing 
ofa Veinis hererequifite, and Cupping. glaffes and Liga- 
tures for revulfion of Humours. Astothe fuperfluities 
of the Lungs, thefe are to be carried off by Purgation, 
good Diet, and Medicines. And as to Topicks, whe- 
ther either inwardly adminiftred, or outwardly apply- 
ed, they ought to be ofadrying quality, and of that ag- 
glutinative faculty, as may both act itsown Part, and 
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yet not prove mordacious. And here may we obferve, 
That all Metals or Medicines having a faline quality in 
them,are not tobe ufed here, thefe being not to beruled 
and governed according to the native heat of the Part ; 
fuch as areVerdegreafe, Burnt Braff, Lead,Cadmia,Cerufs, 
Litharge, Chalcit, Pompholix, and the like. But thete 
following may fafely inwardly betaken, as Swec. Zyppo 
cyt. Balauft. Malicor. Maftich. Gallar. Acac. Terr. Lemn. 
Bol. armen. Gum. Arabic. Tragag. Centaur. majus, andthe 
like ; thefe or any of them to be boyled in reftringent 
wine.Andhere by Hippocrates we are advifed, That in thefe 
Wounds, and Wounds of the 7Zhorax, we order no 
Medicine without Honey in it ; for this makes its way 
through, cleanfes the Breft, facilitates the Spattle, and 
brings nohurt to the affected Parts, Zroch. Diacod, Z a- 
bulat. Rofitum,and the like, are very good in thefe cafes. 
Or this admirable Potion: Bk. Caryophylat. Rad. Arthemef

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Cure is to be ufed until all Symptoms difappear, andthe 
Zhorax well mundified, and to proceed according to 
Art gently, for abftergeing,confolidating,ind cicatrice- 
ing the Wound. 
Mattheas Glandorp. fol.130. Obf.24. hath this Obfer- 
vation of a noble Souldier of 27 years old, being of a fan- 
guine Complexion, and a ftrong habit of Body, who 
received a Wound between the 6th and 7th Rib of his 
Lhorax, intheleft fide thereof, hence iffued much{pu- 
mous Blood, with Wind and Air ; fromhence did arife 
alioaFeverand great pain. The Lungsbeing hurt,and 
in re{pecét of the Pleura being wounded, he being of a 
Plethorick Conftitution, had the median Vein opened 
inthe fame fide, and 3 hours after was injected this fol- 
lowing Clyfter: Bk.

The pain of the Side began in a {hort time to abate, the 
EMlux of the Matter ftopped, the Cough abated, the 
Wound confolidated, and the Patient perfectly reco- 
vered. 

Gemma lib. 1. Cofmocrit. Cap.6. writes, That he faw 
the Fibres of the Lungs ablated both by Abfceffes and 
Wounds, and yet the Patients lived. 

And Falloppius writes, That he hath feen Inflations 
of the Lungs cured, and others to have dyed of the 
{ame: Wherefore the Lungs.as he faith, have their equal 
fates, ashe writes de Vulnerib. cap. 12. 

Many other good Authors have Rare Hiftories of 
Wounds here happening, the which I muft prctermit,as 
you may read in Horffius lib. 3. Obferv. De Morb. Peétor. 
Obferv. 11. Arcaus, lib. 2. cap. 1. Gulielmus Fabritius, 
Centur.3. Obf. 36. And Fobannes Schenkius in his Book 
de Obfervat. lib.2. de Vulnerib. Pulmonum, To which I 
recommend theIngenious Reader. Next come we to 
Wounds of the Heart. Beginning with thole which 

may happen in its Pericardiwm.

CHAP. LVIIL 
Of Wounds of the Pericardium. 


Shall here alfo continue my former Cuftome, in 


giving you a fhort Survey of this Membrane, and its 
Ules, and then fall to its Wounds and Curative Me- 
thod. It isa Membrane enwrapping the Heart fwim- 
ming in it, and defending it from Injuries, fo far diftant 
irom it as its pulfifying actions do require: It arifeth at 
the bafis of the Heart, from the common difruptions of 
the Plewra,outwardly covering the Veflels of the Heart. 
Riolanus willhave ita double Membrane ; it outwardly 
adheres to the AJedia/tinum, in the lower part to the 
Center of the Déaphragma ; it hath {mall Arteries given 
it for its nutrition, {mall branches of Nerves it fends 
forth tothe Axillaries, and doth receive {mall Nerves 
from the left recurrent, and the 6th pair pafling to- 
wardsthe Heart. It containsin ita liquor, the which 
doth keep the Heart moift, making its motion more fa- 
cile, and prohibiting itsdrynefs. It hath been obferved 
by Practitioners, That this part being wounded, the li- 
quor hath paffed out, but the Wound being Cicatrized, 
the Patients have been recovered, and this hath renew- 
ed its growth again. This Pannicle thus covering the 
Heart, by fome being called Cap/ila Cordis, being alone 
hurt is not very dangerous, being by Galex reckoned as 
an ignoble part ; and hence he produceth a Story of 
Marulus the Son of AMimographus, who although his 
Heart did lye bare and uncovered, and the Pericardium 
corrupted, yet he recovered. This Membrane is fo 
much fofter than a Bone, asit is fofter than the Lungs, 
and being as the Hearts AZar/upinm, it being wounded, 
it

it lofeth its ftore of Serum, whereby the Heart is kept 
moyft, hence followes fometimes Syncope, Fever, and 
Cardialgia, oF Palpitation of the Heart. Wounds hap- 
pening here are to be dreft'as you do thofe of the Déa- 

hragma and other parts of the 7 horax ; and therefore 
{ (hail not infift hereon, but give further fatisfaction as 
touching fome Hiftorical Obiervations hereof. 

And the firft is of Bexivenius, Cap. 42. de Abditis,who 
writes in cutting off an Abfcefs which grew upon the 
ath Vertebre, the which had eroded the inward Mem- 
brane by its Matter, a little part of the Heart lay bare 
to fight, yet this Man by great Care and Diligence being 
ufed, was Cured hereof and recovered. 

And Cardanus, Comment. ad Aphor. 18. lib. 6. <Apho- 
vif. Hipp. writes, That in Antonius Algiate he law part 
of the Pericardium ablated, and the Man cured; but 
fomewhat of fufpition remained, for he lived not many 
years: And hence indeed Petrus Salius de Curat. Mor- 
borum pag. 256. cap.7. WTItes, That thefe Affects of the 
Pericardium do generally bring a Confumption in the 
end, and hereupon happening a Heétick Fever, to 
which oft-times a Syacope is connexed, the Patients die 


hereof. 
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‘CHAP. LIX. 
Of Wounds of the Heart. 


E arrive now at the Prince of the middle Re- 
gion, the great Mafter of life, and the Foun- 
tain of Arterial blood. And as the Soul of man is 
by it felf individual and fimple, the which Hip. calls 
overs dgavis natura inalpectabilis, although it be indivi- 
dual in the whole, yet it is faid to be manifold in re{pect 
of its variety of faculties, and diffimilar ftruGure of 
| Organs.Of the upper we have already difcourfed,we come 
now to the fecond and middle, where we may fee the 
Heart as Plato calls it the feat 7% Sux? , becaule apdeiav 
tuxiv, by Phyficians itis faid to be the houfe of the vital 
| faculty, or dex 78 Sseui xai 2% Cf» the principle of life, and 
firft author of pulfation, which flourifhing all parts do 
exhilarate, this languifhing they pine away, and this pe- 
rifhing they decay. The Philofopher writes that this 
contains in it the artificial fire of Zexo, herein being 
contained the divine and celeftial heat, the which former 
times feigned, fetcht its heat from Heaven, hereby giving 
life to.man. It’s a Bowel carries in it much dignity, 
for it is not to be long corrupted with injuries,neither does 
it {pin out its grievous punifhments of life, for being once 
hurt it brings prefent death. It’s called by the Greeks 
ntgdtay x xoadiav,a7d 7% xoadatveder, which is Vibrare. Its 
figure is Pyramidal. It’s {eated in the middle of the 
Thorax, circumfcribed in its forepart with the sternox, 
in its, backpart with the wertebre of the Back, in its 
upper with the C/avicles, in its lower with the Di- 
aphraguea, in its right and left fides with twelve ribs. In 
its Temper it is the hotte{t of the bowels. In its paflive 
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OfW ounds in Particular. 


qualities more moift than the cutis. Its whole ftructure 
is framed of Flefh, Fat, Veins, Arteries and Nerves. 
Its Fleth is interwoven with three kind of ffbres, right 
febres from its bafis to the end of its fharp point 5 then 
oblique, which are obliquely produced according to its 
length, and laftly tranfverfe for orbiculating the heart, 
pafling through its. ventricles. The heart draws blood 
by the help of the right in its Diaftole through the 
Vena cava into the right, and Air by the Venous Artery 
into the left Cavity. It enjoyes itsattraction by the help 
of the oblique,and by the tranfverfe 1t contrattsand ftrait- 
ens, and hereby expulfion is here made. Its Vein is called 
cagava'iay Or Coronaria, encompafling the whole bafis of 
the ‘heart like'a Crown. It hath oft times two coronary 
Arteries alfo running through its whole Arteries. Its 
{mall Nerves it hath from the fixth Conjugation. I thall 
not enlarge any further upon its Anatomical difcourfe, 
although I might here bring in its Ears, its Ventricles, 
Valves, and Divifions, but {hall rather defire you to look 
into. Laxrentius Baubine,, Deemerbrooke and the like, 
who are full enough in every one of thefe.We come now 
to the fubftance and body of the Heart it felf as touch- 
ing our difcourfe of Wounds, and here may we fee, the 
heart being ftruck, much black and thick blood to iffue 
thence, efpecially if its right ventricle or fide be wound- 
ed; and hereupon we fhall fee the face foon grow pale, 
cold fweats attend the body, and a ftrange {mell 
accompany the whole man. Jutt under the right or left 
brea(kthe wound ismade,. the pulfe doth much vary and 
act its changes, the extream. parts grow cold, the mind 
troubled,and death follows. _ If the left ventricle of the 
heart be wounded, the blood is of a more rofie colour, 
more fpirituous, {pinning out. And in thefe direful cafes 
we generally meet with Syncopes, cold Sweats and Chil- 
lines. The heart being fo noble and generous a part can- 


not endure a divorce in it without death, for it’s the be- 
ginning

ginning of life, and elaboratory of the vital Spirit, be- 
ing in continual motion, full of blood, and this oft- 
times emptying it {elf into the cavity of the Thorax,there 
threatning {uffocation, as I have already faid. If it hap- 
pens in any of the Ventricles, this wound muft necef- 
farily be lethal, by reafon of the great expence of blood 
which is made and loft. Another ill affe& here may be the 
Air, the which pafling into the wound does ofttimes 
occafion death. If the wound do happen in the fub- 
ftance of the heart,and do not reach any of its Ventricles, 
the Patient may live for two or three days but not much 
longer. The prince of life being corrupted, doth foon 
diftribute and fhare of itshurts to all its fubjec& parts, 
and thefe of neceffity muft contract by their Rivulets 
from the Fountain of its hurts and mifchiefs, it being 
-as the Radix or Ocean both of Veins and Arteries, it be- 
ing as Ariffotle writes the beft of all bowels, diftribu- 
ting to, and not receiving from any part, giving life 
and motion unto others, and diffufing its proper virtues 
as it pleafeth it felf, and expofing its gricfs and for- 
rows to other partsaccording as it thinks fit. Hip. Aphor. 
6. affirms that wounds of the heart are lethal, efpecially 
if they be large, and penetrate its ventricles. Superficial 
woundshere happening may be cured. But thefe wounds 
whatfoever are fo rarely cured,that you {hall {carce read 
of any one man here being wounded to have recovered, 
but in the fpace of two or three hours to have yield- 
ed up his laft breath. For as Faopiws writes, fhould we 
either confider the excellency of the heart, or its fubftance, 
death muft neceffarily follow , its fubftance being hard 
and not to be agglutinated. And if we regard its per- 
petual Motion alfo and Temper, we may foon fee it in- 
flamed; and if to thefe we add the greatnefs of the 
wound,we may find it time loft in expecting ever to gain 
cure here. And for the proving of this I fhall produce 
fome worthy Hiftorical Obfervations. Galez lib. 5. Cap. >

de loc. affed. pronounceth, that if any wound do reach 
the Ventricle of the Heart, and there follow a large 
flux of blood, the party muft neceffarily die. At that 
efpecially if the left Ventricle be wounded, Yet if the 
wound have only penetrated the fubftance of the heart, 
and not reached its Ventricles,thefe may live that day or 
the next, but feldom any longer, for inflammation hence 
arifing it foon puts out the light of his life. 

Cyriacus Lucius de fuis obfervat. writes that for Fe- 
folving the Queftion, about the feats of the principal 
faculties, and their originations amongft Phyficians, it 
was not of little weight to produce the Hiftory of one 
who being hurt in the left part of his Thorax, the 
wound penetrating the fabftance of the heart, and either 
Ventricle thereof, being made tran{verfely, fell hereupon 
asit were void both of his fenfes and. reafon for almoft 


the {pace of a whole hour, he foon dying of this wound. J

re{t, except the Umbilical and Port-vein. It isbred out 
of the Gibbous part of the Liver, it is feated according 
to the length of the back, and runs diretly through 
both Venters, hereby conveying of its blood to all parts. 
It 1s divided by: Anatomifts into an upper and lower 
-Trunk, the upper penetrating through the Diaphragwa 
and afcending upwards does diftribute many of its brar- 
ches into all the upper parts; the defcending Trunk 
Je{ier than the former adheres to the Spine on the right 
fide, and does difperfe feveral ofits branches through the 
Liver. 
_. The Great Artery is exceeding large at the left ven- 
tricle of the Heart from whence it aniféth, and for this 
reafon all Anatomi{ts do allow the Heart the Origination 
of Arteries. And before this do fall out from the Peri- 
cardinm above the valves it doth afford, are fometimes 
two Coronary Arteries, the which like a Crown do en- 
compafs the Bafis of the Heart, and a little under the 
_ great Vein, or Arteria venofa, it arifeth upwards and 
. penetrates 


Of the Great 
Artery. 
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penetrates the Pericardium, and is divided into two e- 
qual parts, the one called the afcendent, the other the 
defcendent Trunk. This Trunk doth very fitly anfwer 
the body of a Tree, and doth incline to the 5th Spondyl 
of the Thorax, and fomewhat declining towards the 
left giveth way unto the Vewa Cana. From this Trunk 
are branches difperfed, which do accompany the ramifi- 
cations of the Port and hollow Veins into the whole bo- 
dy. Thus have we given youa fhort furvey of thefe 
two great Trunks by Anatomy. 


If the hollow Vein be wounded, a Flux of black Blood - 


fucceeds, the wound happens in the right fide, the Veins 
do fpeedily empty and flag, the face looks pale, andthe 
extreme parts do grow cold, the faculties wax weak, and 
foon after thefe the Patient's life is taken from him. 

If the Great Arteriebe wounded, arifing from theleft 
ventricle of the Heart, diftributing its vital Spuritthrough 
the whole Man, and tempering his native heat by a Sy- 
ftole and. Diaftole, the flux of Blood appeareth florid, 
and the wound muft be in the left fide, the motion of 
the Arteries do vary andchange, the extreme parts grow 
chilly, and a perturbation of mind doth cloud the ani- 
mal faculties, a Fever follows and creates a preternatu- 
ral heat in the parts, a Palpitation of the Heart follows, 
after which you may fuddenly fee the Heart it felf yield. 
For wounds happening in either of thefe two muft con- 
fequently procure death by reafon of the quick and plen- 
fal difcharge both of Blood and Spirit, hence following 
an interception both of the faculties and functions both of 
Heart and Lungs. 
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CHAP. LXI. 
Of Wounds of the Veins and Arteries. 
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W E come now to the general difcourfe of the 


Veins and Arteries, where we may fee how 
they vary by Anatomy. A Veinis by the Greeks called What a Vein 
grt, cmd a oniBew abundare , becaule a plenty of Blood '3"¢ how 
doth abound in it. This is an Organick fimilar part, _ 
membranous, long, thin, hollow, containing Blood in 
| it, and carrying the fame to the Heart. It’s faid to be Or- - 
| Zanick in refpect of its action or ule, for conveying the 
Blood. It hath a membranous fubftance, moderately foft, . 
the better for diftenfion 5 it hath one proper coat; inter- - 
texed with a threefold kind of ‘Fibres, the which is ma- - 
nifeltly apparent in varices, the which when its tranf- - 
verfe and oblique Fibres have been rent, the coat of the - 
Vein {eems loofe, neither is it to be ever reftored to its . 
former natural ftate. It’s nourifhed with theBlood which . 
paffeth ‘through it , it’s nourifhéd ‘as -are. the Arteries. 
he Veins are inwardly farnifhed with valves for. ad. 
mitting the reception of ‘the Blood, ‘and. making a free 
patlage for its addref to the Heart, and hindering its re- - 
flux from it.. They take their material Origination. from 
the feed, but whether they take their firft Origination - 
from the Liver by the Veza Cava and Porta, or from 4 
the Heart is yet much difputable. -

diftillation of Wine, the which being the oftner diftill- 
ed doth yield a more pure and fubtile {pirit. Thus the 
Blood, the oftener it 1s dilated in the Heart, its fpiri- 
tuous particles are the better diffolved from its_thick 
mafs, and are the better attenuated. The fubftance ofan 
Artery is membranous, {0 Famed for its better dilatati- 
on and conttriction. It confifteth of a double proper coat 
outward and inward. The outward whereof is foft and 
thin ; endowed with many right,few oblique Fibres: the 
snwardis more hard and thick. And itis very neceflary 
that it (hould be fo,efpecially about theHeart which doth 
receive the warm Blood falling from the Heart. This coat 
hath init many tranfverfe Fibres, few oblique and right, 
the better forconftriction; for fhould the Arteries not be 
made firm by thefe tranfverfe Fibres, by their great pul- 
fations they would be dilated, andfo remain. For this 
is the caufe of Aneurifm: This coat being rent with its 
Fibres, the Blood doth foon make itsentry and’paflage 


into the firft foft coat, the which by reafon of its foftnefs is | 


foon extended, and hence doth arife a Tumour in the 
part. They are nourifhed with {pirituous Blood which 


doth pafs through them, in which becaufe there are init | 


many faline particles, a good part of which comes to the 
coats, it maketh their fubftance both more firm and. thick. 

Having thus given you a brief Anatomical difcourfe of 
thefe parts, we are next to look into their wounds, and 
here are we to enquire whether this Wound was given 
by a Sword, or Shaft, or occafioned by a fall upon a 
fharp Stone, er inwardly by fome falt and corroding 
humour. All thefe are to be collected either from the Pa- 


tient, or by their proper figns. That there is a breach of | 
fome vefiel profufion of blood is certificate enough, 


herein comprehending the place by the glafs of Anatomy, 
confidering the largenefs of the wound, and impetuoli- 
ty of the Blood flowing. 


Now whether it flows from | 
a Vein, ot an Artery, may be collected from thefe figns. | 
As |

‘As firft, the Arterial Blood being both rofie and florid, 
alfo paffeth out with leaping, {pinning forth in itsdilata- 
tion. Secondly,thisBlood ismore thin and fluid than that 
of the Veins. And thirdly, as this 1s florid and rofie, fo 
the venal bleod is black and thick. Again, the Arterial 
Blood 1s more hot than the Venal, neither hath the 
Venal Blood fuch Spirit allowed it, 


Becaufe Blood is the treafure of life, if this flux be Prefages. 
not immediately ftopt, it brings a diflolution of the whole 
aman. For in thefe 


great fluxes we generally fee Convul- 
fion, Syzcope, Singultus and the like,as continual atten- 
dants hereupon.. The cure of an Artery - cut is much 
more difficult than that ofa Vein, becaufe the Arterial 
Blood is more fluxile, and its body more hard and always 
in motion. An Artery cut overthwart, is fooner heal- 

| ed than that which is incifed longwife. 


e advifed by Galen to caufe % Cure. 


, and then to cure the wound, 
And this is to be done either by averfion or derivation, 


| or making the matter more firm that it make no fur- 
ther addrefs, by obftructing the mouths of the Vefiels, ei-

‘by their heat they may be cherifhed : for if in thefe cafes 
the Chirurgeon do not feparate the Nerve from the Ar- 
tery by a {mall hook, he will bind up both parts, and if 
the Nerve be comprefled, it fpeedily is deprived both of 
its fenfe and motion, and hence doth follow a ftupidity 
of the whole member. In thefe cafes therefore the Nerve 
is to be feparated from the Artery, and then the Artery 
to be bound up. And in our ligations we are to take 
care that they be not made too ftrid. Falopins 
fol. 211. writes of an infirm Mechanick who received a 
wound in his Yeza Poplitis, in which wound it behoved 
the part to be rowled up without which he mutt neceffa- 
tily have perifhed 5 the wound was rowled up although 
the Artery was cut, yet within the fpace of a year after 
the man perceived a pulfe in the Artery ofthe ata/eolus. 
For which reafon he thinks in fuch a procefs of time that 
the Orifices of the Arteries do meet together again and 
conjugate; but this 1s not always approved of, neither 
doth ufe of ligatures always appear here proper. For in 
fome cafes the Artery 1s to be tranfverfly incifed: for this 
is the proper nature of the Veffel upon fuch an incifion, 
to make towards its Original, and to fhrowd it felf un- 
4 der the Mufeles, and with eafe join their Orifices with 
them. And Gal. /ib. 5. Aseth. teacheth us this way of 
6} diffection of an Artery, as firft, to lift it up with a hook, 
} then to feparate it from the Vein and Nerve, and then 
by to divide it 5 the which being done, the Artery is to be 
9 tied up or twifted by the hook, for hereby the Orifices 
of the Veflels are compleatly obftructed. But if the 
wound be fo deep and do penetrate fo far as that we 
cannot come at it, in thefe cafes Uftion is moft proper, 
for hereby the flux of blood is {topt by cringing the 
mouth of the Veflel and at its ends procuring an Efchar 
or cruft 5 but this very feldom doth happen. And here I 
do advife with all imaginable caution that you take care 
of the Veflel that it be kept from being burnt up, becaufe

proceeding here as it were hood-winkt 5 befides all:

‘Fabritius Hildazn. obf- 18. writes of a man 
of 40. years of age, who being of a cholerick and 
angry difpofition, and being wounded in the head, the 
left {oporal Branch of the Artery which lies under the 
Temporal Mufcle was incifed; the flux being {topt by 
-the application of his reftrictive Powder at firft, he 
brought the wound to digeftion the Fifth day after his 
hurt received; he that gave the wound unhappily comes 
Aanawares into his Chamber, the wounded man not know- 
ing of his coming, and being troubled and vexed at the 
fight of him, upon this paflion the Artery opened and 
divided it felf again, hence iffued fuch a flux of Blood 
that it could {carce be {topped, yet this man at laft grew 
well, and recovered. Hereby may we fee what influence 
Anger hath over us, it being the moft terrible of all paf- 
fions, and the moft fertil mother of infinite evils. 

Dodoneus fol. 267. med. obf. writes that in his time 
a Barber endeavoring to pluck out the hair from a mans 
noftrils, did unhappily cut the {mall Vein which is with- 
in them planted,hence followed fuch a flux of blood that 
many Phyficians could not find any way to ftop it, but 
the poor man miferably ended his life.

As for fuch wounds as do not penetrate they are 
void of danger unlefs they be very large; and that is 
worfe which is made in the middle part than im the fides, 
for the middle part is more nervous, and more difficult 
to ftitch up; befides the guts do more eafily pafs.out here 
than at the fides and fo do hinder agglutination. And as 
Celfus faith, all-penetrating wounds are accounted dan- 
gerous, becaufe they are moft commonly large and al- 
ways deep, becaufe the air which pafleth into the wound 
does hurt the guts, and likewife alfo becaufe the mat- 
ter ofttimes does fall into the Capacity thereof’ And 
he further noteth, that as he cannot efcape whois wound- 
ed in the bady of the Brain, Stomach, in the Gate Vein 
of the Liver, or whofe {pinal marrow is {mittens fo alfo 
may he not be faid to be cured, to whom the middle 
of the Lungs, Jejune, {mall Guts, Kidneys or Bladder:are 
wounded. In thefe wounds thefe Intentions are required. 
If any part comes out,to repofe this,then, to fiitch up the 
wound, to apply agglutinative Medicines, and to remove 
all evil Symptoms. We {hall treat of the parts by them- 
felves. And here by way of Caution as touching our 
future herein required , we are to confider how much 
of the part weare to take up to ftitch with the Needle, 
for if here we take up but a {mall part, the thread will 
cut it through, if too great a part, we fhall occafi- 
on pain.

 F the cafebe, that the Inteftines or Omentum do

reftored. But if they have been out long, and the ori- 
fice of the wound be fmall, and: by reafon of the cold 
air the(e parts are filled: with flatuolity, fo as that they 
cannot be reduced, you are inthis cafe according to Cel- 
fus’s advice firft to make an incarnative fomentation to 


‘difperfe this wind, and:then to try: the repofition of the 


parts, The fomentationmay be made of Camomile,Spick- 
nard, Squinanth, Melilot, Dill, Pennyroyal, Worm- 


wood, Mints, Balm, Lavender, and all the carminative. 


feeds and berries boyled im Wine, in which is to be dipt 
a {fpunge, and fo to apply it warm to the affected part. 
Rbafis for this purpote doth apply the Lungs of Animals 
hot hereto. The flations being thus diflipated, the Inte 
(tines are to be reduced with your fingers. If the Omen- 
tum do come forth at the wound, and by reafon of 
cold it hath got a {trange colour, and purchafed an un- 
natural hardnefS in it, fo far as the part is corrupt, this 
is to be cut away: but if it carries its native colour, and 
no change do appear init, this are we to repofe into its 
proper place; and if the wound be {fo {mallas we cannot 
get it in with our fingers, we are advifed by a fearching 
candle to repofe it, this being dipt in fome Trauma- 
rick decoétion. Some there are who for this ufe do ufe 
a Golden wire, and hereby do cut away all the putre- 


fied part. The next intention after this is to ftitch the

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wound upby Gaffroraphia. By Aquaperdens there are 
fet down 3 forts of thefé ftitches: the firft performed by

| embrocate all the parts from the Arm-pits to the Inguens 
with Olive-oyl warmed ; or oylof Camomile, Dialthxa 
or Roles forthis ufe is better. And asto the fecond acci- 
dent, matter and blood may well fall from the lips of the 
wound into the Abdomen, arid may not only offend the 
Guts but alfo all the other contained parts, for hereby 
fometimes a Tumour is caufed, fometimes a Dropfie gene- 
rated.

That the Omentum was framed for warmths 
fake is fufficiently. evident, although in thofe. who - 
have been wounded ‘in their Abdowen,in which wounds 
this hath fallen out, being hereby made livid,. this com-- 
pells the Chirurgeon to. cut off the hurt-part: All fuch 
therefore do find their ftomachs cold, and do.not well 
digeft their victuals, and do furnith themfelves with 
many outward coverings, efpecially when a great part 
of this is taken away, as it happened, once to a Fencer 
where we were forced to cut it almoft’all quite off,yet this - 
man recovered, yet he the remainder of his life was ever 
hurt by any outward cold; and was not able to endure 
anaked belly, but.ever did wear a quilt well thickned 
wath Cotton over his belly.

In thefe’ kind of wounds be- 
caufe the flefhy parts are generally hurt, digeftives, 
mundificatives, incarnatives and cicatrizing medicines are 
required, All which I will fhow you im this enfuing dif 
courfe. OF a wound of the Omentum not being well 
handled whence did arife a gangrene, Glanxdorp hath it 
in Obf. 29. lib. fpec. Chirurg. the which I fhall fet down 
here for thy better management if occafion doth or may 
require. The Hiftoryis ofa Nobleman who challeng- 
ed a Scholar into the field to fight, the which being 
met, the Scholar wounded the Nobleman a little under 
the Navel the length of 6 fingers, out of which came 
forth part of the Omextum, with fome of the Guts, yet 
unhurt. The Chirurgeon which was imployed negle&s 
this wound of the Omentum, and doth repofe the cold 
parts, and {titcheth up the wound, whence in thefeventh 
day when the putrified matter could not obtain an eva- 
cuation, a Fever did hereupon arife, with frequent per- 
turbations of the mind.

*-4~ HE Inteltines are called by the Greeke %v7te¢, in 


Latine Ivteftina, being placed in the inmoft part 


-of the body ; thefe are wrapt up into many folds, they 


are knit together by the benefit of the Mefentery,they are 
long bodies,hollow but not of alike bore; they are con- 
tinued with the Stomach at the Pylor#s, but their fub- 
{tance is thinner than that of the Stomach, and they have 
almoft innumerable Veins. The fmall Guts are in num- 
ber three, Duodenum, Fejunum, Ilion, the which al- 
though they have almoft one capacity, yet they are eafily 
diftinguifhed by their fite, length, and by the Meferaick 
Veins. The great or thick Guts are of the fame number, 
called Cecuur, Colon, and Reum, all differing in fite, Fi- 
gure,and Magnitude. You may find in all Authors of Ana- 
tomy their true infertion,fite and length,we fhall therefore 
pafs to the three coats, one of which is common to 
them all,having its origination from the Peritoneum, this 
is made as. guard for their defence. They have alfo two 
proper coats, partly as Galen fheweth,that their expelling 
faculty might be {trong,and partly alfo for fecurity. They 
have all kinds of fibres, the inward being oblique that 
they might retain, the middle traniverfe more proper for 
expulfion, the right being iti the {mall Guts fewer than in 
the great. They have their Veltels from the Port Vein, 
Arteries from the Celiacal &» Mefenterical Branches, 
they have Nerves from the fixth pair. The ufe of the {mall 
Guis is as the proper conveighing inftruments of nutri- 
ment, diftributing the fame, and for this reafon hath 
Nature drawn the Guts out te a length, fo as fhe may ye 
eac

each of them lodge a little quantity, 
by the Meferaicks. . The ufe of the great Guts is to con- 
tain the excrements in them » with choler which is af- 
forded them from the bladder of gall having a paflage 
which enters the Duodenxum. : 
We come now to the difCour of thefe being wound- 
ed, and here are we well to confider whether the {mall or 
great Guts be thus wounded. 
the Chyle is feen to pafs through the Orifice, the Hipps 
do tumify and grow hard, or Choler is {een to come 
this way, efpecially if the Duodenum or Fejunum be 
wounded , fometimes meat and drink do pafs through 
the wound. There’s little hopes of cure if the Fejunune 
be wounded, becaufe it is exanguial, and does receive a 
great Quantity .of veffels, its coats being very thin and 
nervous: befides, the choler which defeends from the 
bladder of gall on one fide,and the pancreatick juice which 
pafleth into thefe Guts on the other does much hinder 
Confolidation. And although thefe reafons are true, yet 
that thefe being wounded have been cured,Example and 
Hiftory makes good; and therefore in thele cafes by 
Hippocrates order we are not to leave the Patient in mi- 
fery without help. Wounds of the great Guts are more 
flefhy, and therefore may be allowed more readily and 
with lefs trouble and difficulty to be cured, If thefe be 
wounded, the excrement does pafg out by the wound ; 
yet ifa great and tranfverfe wound does happen here, it 
ofttimes does threaten death: but if the wound be fall 
and made direétly, it may be cured, and yet muft not 
be allowed void of danger, becaufe the external part of 
the Abdomen is divided. If inflammation adjoins with this 
wound, and caufeth a fever, and this encreafeth, the Pa- 
tient mutt neceflarily die.

Firlt therefore the lips of the wound are to be brought

together; fecondly the Gut is to-be reduced into its pro 
per place; thirdly convenient Medicines are to be ap- 
plied; fourthly to prevent any excrements coming to the 
affected part and laftly the penetrating wound of the 
Abdomen isto be cured. 

The firft intention is performed by future: but here 
may we note that there are feveral ways fet down by Au- 
thors about this future. Some of which do take an 
Elder pith, and through this they put the needle into the 
cavity of the Guts, and then they fow the Abdomen 
and Inteftine together; but this way in common fenfe 
is out of the way: others there are who do take a 
dry Gut of another animal , and this being extend- 
ed do. put it about the wound but this alfo is not 
to. be followed, becaufe this dryed Gut will foon fall 
from the moift,and therefore neceflarily it muft be impro- 
per.Another fort there are who apply to thefe wounds the 
wings and bodies of Ants, and with their fingers do.com- 
prefs them in, but this way is alfo idle. The beft and moft 
fafe way therefore is to fow up thele wounds as women 
do fow cloath, orto-ftitch up-the brims of the wound 
with the Glovers ftitch. 

The quantity of the Gut which is to-be taken up 
fhould neither be too great nor too fimall, but in 
a moderate quantity, for the inteftimes are extended 
in their proper motions, and therefore if a greater 
part be taken up than what 1s neceflary,, the Inteftine 
is eafily obftructed, and its Cavity rendred, too ftrié , 
and hence come great pains, and’ the Gut. 1s made 
{abject to. the Iiaca paffio. The future being made,

: E come next to difcourfe of the Liver, being in 
‘V0 Latine called Fecur, guafi Fuxta Cor, being a 
large bowel feated in the right Hypochondry under the 
Diaphragwa,round and {mooth in itscanvex part,and in 
its lower part concave. Its fubftance is foft and red, much 
refembling concrete blood: 4alpighius who by Micro- 
{copes hath moft accurately viewed its fub{tance and in- 
wards parts, hath herein obferved many things unknown 
to former ages. As firft, the fubftance hereof in Man is 
contexed of Lobes,and thefe framed out ofthe Glandules, 
the which affording a heap of {mall Ramifications, are 
invefted with a proper circumfcribing membrane. And 
that the whole mafs of the Liver doth confift of rough 
Glandules, and diverfe Ramifications of Veflels, and 
hence is it, that they fhould work together, Nature hath 
neceflarily interceded a commerce between thefe Vef- 
felsand thofe Glandules. Thirdly that the Vefflels of 
the Port, hollow, and biliary d#éus,do run through all 
the branches into thefe little Lobes in an equal number, 
and that the branches of the Gate Vein do carry the 
power of the Arteries, and that thereis fuch a commerce 
and fociety between the Gate-vein and biliary du@us,that 
both their ramifications are {trongly knitby one and the 
fame knot... ‘The -ramifications of thefé Veflels are not 
joined together by Azaffomofis, but thefe rough Glan- 
dules conftitute the chief part of the Liver, and fo 
they order fome of thefe for conveying others for re- 
ceiving into the fame. Hence may be conjectured that 
the Liver is aconglomerated glandule, {training the B2- 
lis. 
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lis. And hence may we well contradi& the opinion of 
the Antients, who did afcribe to. the Liver the principal 
faculty of fanguification 5 for we evidently fee that it is 
but asacolature for the Bz/zs.

26. gives us thefe as Signs ofa 
wounded Liver,viz. a great flux of blood in the right fide, 
the fides all drawn up towards the fpine, the Patient 
doth delight to lie upon his Belly, fometimes vomiting 
of Choler doth happen, the blood which iflueth out 
is thick,the Pulfe is hereby deprefled, the Patient looketh 
ofa white and afhey colour, accompanied with Cough 
and) Fever, their water 1s bloody, and by their fiege 
they are {een to difcharge both bloody and purulent 
matter... The wound happensin the right fide, and _un- 
der the {purious ribs in that fide, at the hurt hereof the 
Heart is much concerned. 

Superficial wounds here happening may admit cure, 
but largeand deep wounds (H7pp. Aph. 18. lib. 6.) ad- 
mit no cure. Ifcold fweats attend the Patient, and. he 
is very fubject.to faint, if the extreme parts grow chilly, 
thefe declare death near. If inflammation feconds the 
wound, hence certainly follows Fever and Syncope, a 
troubled urine, and corrupt excrements, all which are 
Harbingers of death. 

If the wound be deep and large, penetrating the fub- 
{tance of the Liver and dividing fome of its great bran- 
ches, this cure is rather to be committed to the Minifter 
than to the Chirurgeon: but where any hopes may offer 
of cure, where no great flux ofblood doth follow the | 
wound, nor any Ichor floweth hence, when the Liver 
is lightly wounded, here may we attempt its cure, by # 
prefcribing a cooling diet, and fuch as is of an aggluti- | 
native quality; and for this purpofe, Rice and Barley- 
water are good, adding hereto Borage-leaves, Plantain, 9 
or Panadoes, or Milk, all thefe to be ufed until all dan- 
ger of inflammation be, over.

CHAP. LXVI. 
Of Wounds of the V entricle. 


H Aving drawn all the other parts out by Anatomy,. 
1 & we come next to the Ventricle which is accoun- 
red Natures Workhoufe, the Kitchin ofthe body, where- 
in are fhown the Organs and Inftruments that both 
maintain the family of the body, and its fpirits. And 
feeing the life-tide of every creature is inconftant, and 
doth quickly pofte away, Nature doth endeavour by rea- 
fon of the continual expenfe of his threefold fubftance 
whereof he confifteth, to conclude the breachby refpira- 
tion and putriment. This Ventricle is an Organick part 
placed in the lower Venter, and isthe Inftrument of 
chylfication. It lies under the Diaphraguea as it were 
hanging in the middle of the body; its left part is largeft 
and more round towards the bottom, and:is placed in 
the Icft Hypochondry, giving way tothe Liverin its 
right. It hathtwo Orifices, and both in its upper part, 


the left of which is generally called the upper mouth of 


the Stomach. It hath allowed it circular Fibres that it 
may (hut its Orifice. It’s by this Orifice that welet down 
our meat and drink, it’s placed inthe Epigaftrical Regi- 
on. Its right Orifice commonly called its lower part, 
doth much differ from the other, for it isnarrow, and 
doth remain fhut until an abfolute cencoétion be made 
of the meat. The Chyle pafleth by this Pylorws or Fa- 
nitor. This Pylorus by Helmontins is held to be themo- 
derator of digeftion. It hath three forts of Fibres allowed 
it, right ,. oblique and tran{verfe, and to thefe fome 
grant thefe three operations, ‘retention, attraction, and 
expulfion. It hath three forts of coats or membranes, 
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‘the firft arifing from the Peritoneum and is the thickeft, 

the fecond more flefhy, the third nervous, into which the 
velicls and coats of the Oefophagus, Mouth, and Lips 
are terminated. And hence is it that we perceive when 
there is any choler in our Stomachs that we do find a 
bitternefs in our mouths. Its fubftance is membranous 
and cold, its figure is round and fomewhat long, much 
refembling a Bagpipe, it’s fmaller in Women than in Men, 
its vefielsit hath many from the Spleen. Conringius, Hor- 
féius and others do defend that it taketh its Veins from 
the Gate-vein, its Arteries it hath from the Celiaca. Its 
Nerves arife from the fixth: pair. 

Now as touching its wounds. When the Ventricle is signs ana! 
wourided there generally doth happen-a Singultas, and Prelages 
a vomiting of choler doth fticceed, and whatever is ta-- 
ken in of meat or drink at the mouth doth make its 
quick paflage hither. Here followsno great flux of blood, | 
for the Veins belonging hereto are but fmall, fave only | 
in its bottom. It’s fuddenly ftirred up with pains, and 

hence is fpeedily inflamed, the motionsof its Veins do 
_ _Tanguith, thin fweats do arife, and hence the extream 
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parts do. grow cold, fometimes both chyle and indige- % 
fied victuals do: paf8 out of the wound, {pitting of ‘ 
blood dothattend thefe, and cruel pains of the Heart \ 
doth feem to be herewith concerned, at length this no- \p 


ble part doth grow hard, being deprived of its natural 
fuftenance. And.the wound is made under the Stervon in: 
the middle Region. This being: cut, death foon follows: 
For it’s the inftrument of the firft concoétion, and doth 
receive and.elaborate what is received‘into it, and’ what. 
it findeth unneceflary or ufelefs it throws out by itsPyloris.. 
Its outward part if only wounded may be cured having 
in ita. flefhy intertexture fpun of tranfverfé Fibres, but. 
its domeftick or nervous part is either very rarely or ne- 
ver confolidated if wounded, being generally replenith- 
ed. with humours.and. liquors, and hence follow Fevers, 
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Of Wounds in Particular. 
Vertigo, Syncope, Singultus, vomitings, and other e- 
vil fymptoms, the which do poft away to the Heart, 
and make it fhare and communicate of its direful acci- 
dents. 

When the Ventricle is wounded, we ate to enquire 
into thefe its proper figns, and if pofflibly, to gain the 
true place of the wound ; the which having once pur- 
chafed, we are to fee how far it penetrates. In thefe 
wounds all fatty and oleaginous meats are to be fhunned, 
and {uch asare Euchymick and eafie of digeftion are to 
be here elected. Let the Patient eat and drink very {pa- 
ringly. Outwardly may be applied a Decottion made 
of chalybeated water wherein have been boiled Comfrey 
roots, Sumach, Myrtills, Cicers, and Pimpinel The 
common and general Intention of the inward parts is, 
that all fuch things are here to be prefcribed which are 
moft familiar to the nature and conftitution of the Pa- 
tient, and fuch as may moft properly be allowed for his 
nourifhment, fuch as are Partridge, Pheafant, Rabets, 
Blackbirds, Plover and the like. Ifthe body be pletho- 
rique breath a Vein. If cacochymick difchargethe pec- 
cant humour with {ome convenient Cathartick. Thefe ra- 
ther to be given Clyfterwife than by the mouth. This 
he may take every morning by his mouth, as Syrup of 
Myrtills, of dried Rofes fnixt with the decottion of Cen- 
taury, Comfrey and Betony, to which may be addeda 
little powder of the Troch. de Carabe or Spod. Dj. in 
thefe cafes allo Saccharum Rofatum is good And becaufe 
agglutination is the greateft intention in. thefe wounds, 
you may order your Patient to take every morning of 
Eleduar. Diafpermat. 3}. diflolved in the decoction of 
Comfrey or Betony or Cinquefoil, and this to be taken 
every morning and at four in theafternoon. The wound 
if it be large 1s to be ftitcht up, which is very rarely 
done, or firft to be covered with Turpentine, anointing 
all its circumjacent parts with oyl of Rofes, Camomile, 
Mattick, 
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‘Mafticls, and the like, and fill up with Baflicon, and skin 
with Diapalwa,leaving the reft to Nature to perform. If 
the wound be fo large that it cannot be ftitcht up, then 
are we to dilate'the wound of the Abdomen, and here- 
by enquire whether the Chyle doth pafs out of the 
wounded Ventricle, and falleth into the cavity of the 
Abdomen 3 in thiscafe the wound is not to be ftitcht up, 
for the Chyle thus pafling among the Guts doth cor- 
Tupt them; and hence the wound isto be kept open, pre- 
{cribing inwardly fich medicines for the Patient as have 
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both an aftringent and agglutinative quality. In thefe Rk 
cafes Troch. de Spod. de Terr.

which was performed by Floricnus Matthifius of Bran- 
denburgh. Thus the Knife which was for feven weeks 
and two days lodged i the upper part of the Ventricle, 
and had contracted a ftrange colour, was taken out by 
him,the wound being made by incifion,proper medicines 
being applied the Patient recovered, and by his Wifdom, 
Induftry and Art he was perfectly cured. 

Falopius de vuln. cap. ¢ 12. writes that he cured 
both a Woman and a Man from whom both chyle and 
meat did pafs. He cured a Woman, who being fhotby a 
leaden bullet from the fore & back part, or quite through, 
perfectly recovered. But if a great wound do hap- 
pen in the mouth of the Stomach, it brings {peedy 
‘cath with it becaue of the excellency of this part, and 
its confent: it hath with the Heart. 

Fac. Orthens lib. Obf. prop. writes that in the City of 
Fildana two induttrious and judicious Chirurgeons af- 
firmed to him that they had a Souldier a {trong man and 
one ofa good courage in hand, who was wounded by 
a. Countreyman about the left Hypochondry, the which 
wound when they had well examined, and inquired in- 
to its depth, it was found that the Stomach was wound- 
ed in its right fide, and fo perforated, that the meat and 
drink which the Patient took in by his mouth threw it felf 
foon out by the Orifice of the wound, the finger being 
put overit,it did more evidently appear. The event here- 
of being conjectured to be ill both by thefe Chirurge- 
onsand_ fuch as were fpectators, it was confented that 
this wounded part of the Ventricle fhould be brought 
outwards to the lips of the wound and that the wounded 
Stomach and the lips of the wounded Cutis fhould be 
fown together, although this operation was conjectured 
not to be void both of pain and danger 5 but the thing 
was done, fo as the wound being conglutinated, no fur- 
ther danger enfued, but the wounded man was reftored 


to his priftine health. 
CHAP. 
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CHAP. LXVIL 
Of Wounds of the Spleen. 
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i HE Spleen is an Organick bowel feated in the 
left Hypochondry, between the Ventricle and 
Ribs. In man this is generally one, and very rarely ex- | 
ceeds this number. In its convex part it’stied to the Diz- 
pbragwa fuperficially, its Fibres do arife from the Peré- | 
toneum. Xts blunt part adheres to the Omentum and its | 
neighbouring parts. Its magnitude is various in men, ac- 
cording to their variety of conftitution and bodies. 
Spigelins doth obferve that thofe that have large Veins 
have alfo a large Spleen. Its figure is long 5 its colour is 
fublivid or of a leady colour. It’s covered with a double 
membrane, the outward arifing from the Peritorcav, 
the other is its proper coat, between either of which is 
inferted a plenty of Lympheduéts endowed with many 
valves. It hath innumerable thin and {trong Fibres fra- 
med out of Filaments intertexed with admirable art. Be- 
fides thefe Lymphatick veflels, it receiveth other vef{cls 
as Veins, Nerves, Arteries. Its Arteries arifing from the 
left branch of the Celiaca, it {ends forth the {plenetick 
branch out of its blunt part. Its Nerves it doth receive 
from the fixth pair. Its office isto makea fubacid matter 
out of the arterious blood. We come now to its being 
wounded, where we may by thefe figns collect its hurt. 
This part being well replenifhed with Arteries, being of 
afpungy and loofe fubftance, framed and nourifhed asit 
were by athick,black and melancholick blood,when this 
part is wounded there follows inflammation; yet whenit 
is lightly wounded,thefe wounds are of nogreat moment, 
for inward medicines may with eafe reach this part. 
S f Thefe 
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thefe wounds are collected from their fite alfo happen- 
ing in the left Hypochondry by the blood iffuing thence. 
Thefe wounds are to be cured as you do cure wounds 
of the Liver, and therefore I fhall not here trouble you 
with repetitions.

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CHAP. LXVIIL. 
Of Wounds of the Kidnies. 


Hefe parts by the Greeks are called vepect dnd & 
vigeey which fignifies to rain, or éx2 9% éav from a 
defluxion of humours. They are in number two, that the 
one coming to a mifchance the other may act for both. 
They are planted between the two Membranes of the 
Peritoneum at the fides of the Cavaand Aorta, the right 
beitlg {omewhat lower than the left. Their magnitude is 
much alike, their length is commonly three vertebres, 
fometimes four. Their figure does fomewhat refemble an 
expanded Afaruw leaf, outwardly gibbous and recur- 
| -vated., inwardly fomewhat concave. They are cove- 
xed with two membranes, the outward of which is com- 
mon.and arifing from the Peritonenw is called Adipo fa, 
| dnto thisdoes pals Arteria adipofa. And out of this does 
| pals Vena adipofa. This membrane does annex either 
Kidney to the Loyns and Diaphragma, the right alfo to 
the Cecum, the left to the Spleen and Colon, its iny-ard 
coat it gets from the outward coat of the veflels. ‘Either 
Kidney hath allowed it two large fanguiferous veflels, an 
Artery, and an emulgent Vein. Inthe inward part of 
the Kidney is framed a Pelug or Tufundibulum, beinga 
membranous cavity, it appears.of a fibrous fubftance. 
The ufe or action is to {eparate and difcharge the redun- 
dant {erofe humidity from the blood, which is brought 
thither by the emulgent Arteries, of which blood in its 
tranfition through the Kidneys, glandules,  venary -fibres, 
and} papillary caruncles, a good part-of this ferum is {e- 
parated and diftilled into this, Pelvés, and thence being 
carried into the ureters is fent by them into the Bladder. 
As to its wounds Siig Cell: 
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Of Wounds in Particular. 


Celf, lib. 5. cap. 26. writes, if the Kidneys be wounded 
to the Pelvis, clots of blood will come forth with the 
urine, caufing a great pain in the wounded part, and 
this reaching the Groin and Tefticle. Thefe wounds 
are known by their fite and fymptomes, for hence do: 
follow fuppreflion of Urine, or change of its colour, 
the patient does tumify. If the wound bemade by the 
back and the Kidney penetrated this way, the patient 
cannot efcape, for in this cafe the wound muft pierce 
the Pfoas. If the wound be made by the fide, and does 
but only penetrate the papillary Caruncles, it may be 
cured with difficulty. If the wound penetrates the Pel- 
vis it mutt neceflarily be lethal, im that the drain of the 
Serum from the Vems and Arteries is hindred. Then 
becaufe its fubftance doth not without difficulty yield 
confolidation. If its Vein and Artery be wounded-, 
here flatter not your felf with any hope of cure: befides 

they are always nourifhed with waterifh blood, and al- 
mo{t continually in motion, and being planted fo near 
the Vena Cava, wounds here happening cannot be void 
of danger. You feeing this cure very dangerous to 
undertake, fhould not be very forward tobe concerned 
therewith, but according to H7pp. rule, becaufe a doubt- 
fulshope is better than a refolved defpair ,, you are here 
to ufe the fame outward method which hath been al- 
ready preferibed in penetrating wounds of the Abdo- 
men. Inwardly are you to begin here with a good order 
of diet,then an adequation of humours,the which fome- 
times is made by Phlebotomy, or by Solution of the thin 
humours, or by a fpeedy evacuation. Ifa great plenty 
of thin and crude humors do appear, vomiting in this 
eafe is good, for it both does deterge, evacuate and revel 
Auxions. Let his diet be of good Juice, as Phefant, Par- 


tridge and the like, reer Eggs and Panado is good here, _ 


ordering him to drink but little, for this does both di- 


fturb.and hinder the belt of Medicines from curing. And

reft here is a great advantage from thefe. If much blood 
flow from the wounded Kidney breath a Vein in the 
Arm, and this repeat as oft as need requires. And then 
order fuch Medicines as may ftop this flux. Into the 
wound may be injected a Traumatick decottion made of 
Comfrey roots, Tragacant. diflolved in Wine, or Polygo- 
numand Juice of Plantain with Po fea. Over which may 
outwardly be applied a Cataplafm made of Palmes, 
Acacia, Hypociftis boyled in red Wine. Such {anative 
injections, and yulnerary potions as I have already fet 
down in Wounds of the Liver and Thorax, may here 
with great advatage be made ufe of.

CHAP. LXIX. 
Of Wounds of the Bladder. 


, HE urinary Bladder is a membranous part of the 

8 lower belly, the which receiving the Serum from 
the Kidneys doth retain it in it for a while. It is feated 
in the Hypogaftrinm between two coats ofthe Perito- 
#éum, in the cavity which is efformed by the bones of 
the Os Sacrum, Coxendix and Pubis. It confifteth of a 
threefold membrane. It hath a longifh and globous or 
pyramidal figure, It hath one cavity perviated with three 
Foramens, two at itsneck, and one at the end of the U- 
reter entring it. “It receiveth its Arteries fromthe Hypo- 
galtrical Arteries pafling into the fides of its neck, carry- 
ing blood to it for itsnutriment. It admits Nerves from 
the fixth pair,and the marrow of the Spiza Dorf. It’s di- 
vided into aneck and a bottom, its bottom lies upwards, 
its neck downwards, and is the lower and narrower part 
thereof. Its neck is conftituted of many Fibres chiefly 
tran{verfe and_orbicular encompafling the whole body 
of the bladder hereconftituting a Sphin@er Mufcle, con- 
{tringing the neck of the bladder, fo as the urine might 
not involuntarily fall out. Having given you this fhort 
draught of the bladder by Anatomy, we are next to en- 
quire into its wounds, where firlt we are to enquire of 
the figns hereof. 

Celfus lib. 5. cap. 26. writes thefe as Signs hereof, the 
urine doth come bloody and {paringly. If the body of 
the bladder be wounded, the urine doth fall into the ca- 
vity of the Abdomen, and the pain will communicate 
it felf to the Tefticles and Inguens. The Stomach is here- 
with affected, a vehement pain doth accompany the

Cheft, and anxiety with cold Convulfions and death 
follows. Wounds happening in the neck of the bladder 
are to be cured'as we fee by daily experience in Litho- 
tomy; or extraction of the Stone from thence. Wounds 
alfo in the lateral parts thereof happening about the 
Groin are alfo curable, in {uch as are young and ofa 
healthful conftitution. Hzpp. writes that wounds in the 
membranous partsof the bladder are incurable, Aphor.18. 
fect. 6. 
As to its cure, Things outwardly to be applied may Cave. 
properly be accounted thefe. As,to three parts of Turpen- 
tine to add one of oyl of St. Fobzs-wort,and over this to 
apply Empl. Diapalw. Cyprus Turpentine with the 
yolk of anEge muixt together witha little Vernith is al- 
fo good here. In fuch wounds as happen fo opportune- 
ly that we may come at them, falling upon the Hefhy part 
thereof, you may here proceed by injections put through 
the urinary paflage, fuch as are thefe two Decottions.

Writes 
of one who being thot by a bullet through the urinary 
aflage , this wound penetrating the bladder, and the 
right fide of the Os facrum, fo that he urined by the 
back part of his wound, the urinary paflage being only 
hurt, yet he was re{tored to his former health, firft by 
applying a defenfative, then with arming the Tents with 
Bafilicon mixt with the yolk of an Egg, afterwards with 
Unguent.de Refina,and laltly with Safcoticks and Epou- 
loticks. 
Felix Wirtz, Anno 1581. inthe month of September, 
a Mariner, hada Knife {truck into the right fide of his 
Abdomen four tranfverfe fingers above the Pudenda, fo 
as the urine did wholly pafs through the wound, the 
which afterwards was well cured, by prefcribing Clyfters 
firft, then the wound was not drefled with Tents arm- 
ed, but applying over it a confolidating medicine, over 
which was applied a gummy plafter. Inwardly did he 
dayly twice ina day take a decoction of Orpine, which 
5 excellent here in thefe wounds, abftaining from hot 
meats, contenting himfelf with litde drink, and lying in 
his bed downwards. By which obferving he in three days 
had his urine flowed out by the Urethra, and was af- 
terwards perfectly healed. 
Cafparus Bauhinus in Append. ad Ronfet. de Partu 
Cafareo writes of a Fifherman who had his urine {peedi- 
ly fuppreffed, the which would not by any remedies or

mour of his belly, and he was come even to the laft of 
danger: he being advifed with, orders incifion hereof 
whereby might be found out the caufe of this his fup- 
preffion.

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Of Wounds in Particular, 
CHAP. LXX. 
Of Wounds of the Tefticles and Penis. 


t R 7 E come Jaft of all to the parts appointed for pro- 
creation, being the Genital parts, where we are 

to {tay a while and view thefe parts by Anatomy. And 
firft to begin with the Teffes or Tefticles being proper 
parts hanging out beyond the Abdomen and planted in 
the Scrotum, they are called Teffes becaufe they tefti- 
fy amans virility. They are in number two, partly that 
the feed may proceed more happily; partly that one of 
thefe being taken away, it might be neceflary for the 
other to perform the office of both. They are placed 
at the root of the Pewis and hid up ina Scrotam. They 
much refemble a Pidgeons Egg. They have a peculiar fub- 
{tance the like of which is not to be {een in the whole 
body, white and foft, being made of innumerable minute 
funicles of feminiferous vefiels They are in a great 
errour who do account thefe glandules, for they neither 
have in them thetemper, fubftance or ufe of glandules. 
They receivefmall Arteries fromthe Spermaticks, and do 
fend forth {mall Veins to the Cava and left Emulgent. 
Its Nerves it receives from the fixth pair. The fanguiferous 

Veflels do enter the fubftance of the Tefticles, and whe- 
ther they do end in the albugineous coat, is a doubt not 
yet refolved. They are wrapt about with an albugi- 
neous and vaginal coat. They have two Mulcles allowed 

them, called Cremafteres or Sufpenforii. Outwardly 

they are covered with a Scrotum as with a Purfe or Bag. 

Tothefe alfo do belong, Vafa deferentia, Veficule femt- 

naria, Proftate.and the like, all which being at largedif- 

courfed of by Anatomitts I {hall {peak no further hereof. 

Now come we tothe Pezis, where alfo are we to fee 

how

how this rile member is fiamed and conftituted: 
The Seed being made ready in the former Veflels,does re- 
quire a peculiar Inftrument for its injection, for the per- 
formance of which Nature hath ordained that part 
which we call Pewis. This being an Organick part ap- 
pointed for injection of the Sperm in Vterun, and alfo 
for excretion of the Urin. It’s placed at the root of 
the Os Pubis, it hath along and almoft round figure, 
not being alike in all people. It confilts of a Cuticula, 
Cutis, ALembrana Carnofa, and a proper fubftance, 
wanting fat. The Urethra or Urinary paflage is placed 
in its lower part, which inwardly is invefted with a 
thin and fenfible, outwardly with a fibrous and caver- 
nous membrane, continued all along its neck. It hath a 
good large paflage, fave only in its fore-part where the 
Glans is joyned to the nervous bodies. Its ufe is to con- 
vey and conduct the feed through it, and alfo to let the 
Urin pafs throughit, and hence Nature hath appointed 
two {mall Cavities into it for the letting the feed into 
it. In the upper part of the Urethra lie two ner- 
vous bodies, con{tituting the greateft part of the Yard. 
At the end of the Pewis is planted a glans, or by fome 
called Caput Penis, in the which the two nervous 
bodies do end with the Uretdra: it hatha Turbinat 
Figures its colour is fomewhat fublivid, but tumefying 
itisred. It obtains a proper fubftance, being fichy, 
foft, fpungious and ofa quick fenfe invefted witha thin 
Membrane. Outwardly it is covered with a Preputiune 
which is framed of a Cuticula and Cxatis, in its lower 
part itis tied to the Glans by a Frenum or bridle. It 
takes its Arteries from the Hypogaftricis {prinkled 
through its nervous bodies running through its length, 
it fends forth Veins inwardly to the Hypoga/tricis, out- 
wardly to the Padeudis.: It's moved by four Mutcles. 
Thus have I given you an. Anatomical defcription of 
thefe parts, we now proceed to them being wounded.

Where firft we are to inquire into the figns. And be- 
caufe thefe parts are endowed with an exquifite fenfe, 
great care isto be had as touching their Cure that they 
may not be vexed with pain or Inflammation, thefe parts 
being very plentifully {tored with Veins and Arteries. 
For as Paracelfus writes, wounds happening in thefe 
parts are accompanied with great pain, and very fubject 
are they to inflammation. The whole body therefore 


‘being well ordered, anda good diet prefcribed, and 


Phlebotomy directed, we are next to come to the 
wounded parts, where we are both to provide againtft 
pain and inflammation, for which ufes thefe are very pro- 
per Medicines. Againft pain may be ordered fuch things 
as may mitigate it, and for this, Rk. Malv. Violar. Solan. 
an. I. }j. Furfur. pug. j. coquantur in Sapa, and apply 
it to the part. Oyl of Rofes, Chamomile or Dill will do 
the fame, anointing the circumjacent parts therewith. And 
for Inflammation by Rowdeletivs we are advifed to 
ufe Repellers and breath a Vem, and for this ufe alfomay 
be applied a Cataplafm made of Bean Meal, Wine 
and Vineger boiled together to be applied warm and 
renewed until the pain remit. If it ceafe not by thefe, 
you may add powder of Camomel flowers, Dtelilot 
flowers, Red Rofes, and Elder flowers, and make it in- 
to a Catapl. to the wounded part. Oy! of S. Fohws wort 
mixt with Turpentine is a good Medicine. If the wound 
be large ftitch it up, leaving an Orifice in its lower: part 
for the difcharge of the matter, anointing the circum- 


jacent parts with Oy! or Unguent of ‘Rofes and Oyt of | 


Maftich. Then the wound is to be deterged with honey 


of Rofes, filled up with Bafilzcon, and incarned*with | 


Diapompholigos and skinned with Diapalma. 

We fhall conclude this with fome Hiftories. Tbegin 
with that of Foreffas which he hath Obf. 6: de Pen. & 
Virg. vitiis fol. 39. where he writes of a Taylor who 
being vexed with an inflammation of his yard, yi 
inflam~

inflammation he had contracted in the venerial embraces 
of a Woman, not much minding it at firft, having a Wife 
being a kind of a DoétrefS did acquaint her herewith, 
who ordered him a ftrong Purge made with Fleuar. é 
fuc. Rofar. This inflammation with inflation of his Pewis, 
and tumour of his Scrotum and Tefticles {till encrea- 
fing, he required the help ofanother and better Chirur- 
geon, who by applying very hot medicines hereto with- 
in three days had made an Efthtowmenus. The Chirur- 
geon having all his Inftruments ready for taking off his 
yard, with medicines before the operation, the Patients 
friends called Fore/?us intoconfultation,and feeing that the 
Efthiomexus had not only poflefled the whole Penis but 
had alfo reached the Tefticles, he conjectured that if the 
whole members fhould be taken off the Patient would 
die under the Chirurgeons hands inthe operation; and 
becaufe in one part hereof the Pexzs did’ appear black 
and corrupted, and as-if it were mortified and ftinking, 
it was by general confent agreed to have all this remo- 
ved becaufe they were not to. be brought to their former 
natural form. And this to be done with a hot Knife. 
Within a whilethe whole member grew corrupted,whofe 
corruption reached the Tefticles, this Chirurgeon would 
alfo have this amputated, but this was not agreed upon. 
Another Chirurgeon being advifed with, contrary ‘to the 
former opinion would by no-means allow any furthe

After this the Fever 
began fomewhat to abate, and the corrupt parts 
to be taken off by degrees. The abovefaid Cataplafm 
was applied to the parts again. The putrifa@tion was 
of that largenefs that it proceeded even to the Te- 
fticles. Over the Cataplafm wasapplied a double linnen 
cloath dipt in Renifh-wine. But at laft the Patient died. 
The Chirurgeon which only remained with Forefus ap- 
plied only this Digeftiveto the putrified cut parts. R.Te- 
reb. felec. thj. vitell.

‘The inward Vein of the Telys 
being ‘opened, and a Clyfter' admimiftred, the whole 
Scrotum with the Tefticle aind all its circumjacent parts 
Were anointed with oyl of Rofes, and above thefé was 
applied a digeftive and corroborating Cataplafm, the 
Tent being armed with me! Rofarum, over’ which was 
applied E pl. Diapal.by which he was happily cured. We 
had two in this our City of Norwich which endeavour- 
ed to caftrate themfelves upon the very thoughts of not 
marrying, miftrufting that if ever they fhould have any 
children, they could not maintain them: . The firft of 
which had taken out and cut off both his Tefticles, but 
hereby occafioning fuch a flux of blood as was paft his 
skill to {top, he fendeth for a Chirurgeon of our Town 
who f{peedily ftops this and heals up the wound, and 
cures the Patient. The fecond not being fo couragious, 
but entering upon his intended operation, could not with 
fuch dexterity act his part; but upon undertaking to 
take the firft out, he occafions fuch a flux of blood as he 
thought would fpeedily have rewarded. his bold attempt 
with death. Hence was forced to fend for a Chirurgeon, 
who after having ftopt the flux did agelutinate the 
wound, and the Patient remains in very good health.

being cured, who by reafon of his zeal_ of chaftity but

Of Wounds of the Shoulder. 


Mongft the Joints may be reckoned the Shoulders, 
A Arms, Cubit, Wrift, Fingers, Thigh, Leg, and 
Foot. We begin firft with the Scapula’s,where we may 
fee the Scapula moved by four Mutcles, Serratus minor 
fubftrated to the Peétoral Mutcle from. the four upper 
ribbs; Trapezius or Cucuaris, the which does carry the 
refemblance of a Monks-hood; Rhomboides,being a large, 
broad, and fquare mufcle, and Levator Patientie.. Ha. 
ving given you the brief Anatomy of this part, asto the 
cure of thefe being wounded, by reafon of the many 
Tendons implanted, here mutt neceflarily be ufed care 
and induftry, for thefe parts are cold, and hence cold be- 
ing their greateft enemy you are to defend them from it. 
As to the Mufcles being wounded, you are firlt to pro- 
vide againft all ill fymptomes by breathing of a Vein and 
a good order of diet, and by Catharticks, Andas touch- 
ing the wounded part, hereare we firft to {top the flux, 
thento bring the wound to a fair digeftion by Turpen- 
tine, Bafilicon, the Yolks of Eggs, Saffron, and the like, 
then mundefie with honey of Rofes, Juice of Smallage,&c. 
Fill up with incarnatives, as Aureum, Fufeum, Balfan. 
Lucatell, Arce.and skin either with Diapalwa, or Deftc- 
cativum Rubrum. If ftitching be here required, you are 
here to take deep ftitches, and fow falt, left through 
the weight ofthe arm the wound may fly open again, 
hereby {tudying the keeping ofevery Nerve or Tendon 
untouched 5 over this {titched part may you apply fome 
of the former agglutinative powders. “And if you think 
it neceflary, put ina Tent at the bottom of the wound

for the difcharge of the matters ever obferving to give e-. 
very part its due motion, and therefore to place it in.its .

Foreftus Obf- 24. fal. 109- lib. 6. writes of one being « 
wounded fromthe upper part of the back in the Mut- 
cles of the Scapula with a deep and occult wound, not. 
penetrating the inward parts, but lying hid under. the 
Mulcles, whence a.cavity was made in its bottom towards 
the lower part, and. matter. was colleG&ed, and brought. 
thence upwards... The Chirurgeon not being careful and 
diligent enough, the lower part of the wound towards __ 
the Cutis did begin to extend it fel the which gave fome 
fufpicion to theby-{tanders, which made them to defire 
further help; he being, hereto called for. affiftance, he 
ordered the Chirurgeon to put a pipe into the wound, .

gk HE Arm hath allowed it eight Mutcles, as Deltozs 
fuprafpinatus lifting it up, Latiffimus or Axi 
fealptor, Rotundus major, thefe bringing it down; Pe- 
Goralis, this bringing it forward, thence called the Box- 
ing Mutcle; Infra Spinatus, Subfcapularis, and Ro- 
tundus, thefe drawing it backwards. ‘Wounds happen- 
‘ing inthe bough of the Cubit are dangerous becaufe 
-of the great Veins. Wounds of the-Cubit are fufpicious 
-alfo in refpec& of Convulfion and Inflammations. The 
German Chirurgeons are very {crupulous in medling 
with wounds of the Biceps, forthat it hath but a {lender 
beginning and ending,but a thick flefhy belly : but of this 
-more in wounds of the Elbow. As tothe Cure here, if 
-either the Veins, Nerves or Arteries be wounded, you 
haye.already methods fhown how to cure thefe. If any 
of the Mufcles be wounded, to prevent pain and inflam- 
mation, and ftop the flux of blood, keep the body 
foluble and other parts in good temper. If the wound 
happens according tothe Fibres of the Mutcles, a good 
ligature goesa great way in the cure. If the woundbe 
tranfverfe, you are to ftitch this up, leaving a cavity in 
the bottom of the wound, into which you areto put a 
Tent armed with a digeftive to cleanfe it mwardly. 
Outwardly may you apply fome reftringent powder and 
fuch as may agglutinate, then perform the reft of the in- 
tentions as I have already {hown you.

CHAP. LXXIIL 
Of Wounds of the Elbow or Cubit. 


ae HIS part hath four Mutcles allowed it, as Biceps, 
Brachieus, Longus, Brevis. Some ordained for 
its extenfion, others for its flexure. Biceps if it be 
wounded is not tobe concerned with without care and 
skill. The German Chirurgeons do efteem wounds of 
this Mufcle, which with Brachieus doth bend the FI- 
bow, to be lethal. Wounds happening: in. its beginning 
are mott dangerous, thefe parts being Tendinous and fo 
of an exquifite fenfe, being in its beginning double. If 
the middle body thereof be wounded it carries le{§ dan- 
ger becaufe it is flefhy, yet hence may follow: a flux of 
blood and great pain: The cure hereof therefore doth 
chiefly. confift: in-ftopping this flux of blood, eafing of 
pain, and in digefting, mundefying, incarning and cica- 
trizing the wound, all which I have already: fhown how 
they are tobe performed. 

I fhall conclude this witha Hiftory out of Fore/#: 05/- 
19. fol. 93. who there writes ofa Student who being: 
wounded about the Cubit of his left arm, foas its whole 
bone with its Nerves:was cut, whence followed ereat 
fufpicion of Spafm, Carpus being hitherto called, reduced 
the bone to its proper: fite and place, and the wound 
being ftitcht up, and: agglutinative medicines being ap- 
plied over thefe, a Vein in his arm was breathed. © In the.

CHAP. LXXV. 
Of Wounds of the Hand and Fingers. 


C Onfidering the admirable frame and ftruéture of the 


y hand being as the Inftrument of Inftruments, and 
its proper action 1sapprehenfion, and this made accord- 
ing to our will by its mufcles, we here ought to enquire 
into its Mutcles which are of two forts, fome guiding the 
motion of the whole hand, others only moving the fin- 


gers. In the whole, the Mutcles which are allowed to 


belong to the whole hand are accounted forty in num- 
ber, four of the Wrift, four ofthe Radius, three of the 
Palm of the hand, and twenty nine of the fingers. Of 
thefe there are nine inflecters, two bending the fore-fin- 
gers and feven the thumb 5 the extenders being twenty, 
fixteen extending the four fingers, in which number are 
included Lumbricales, and Interoff/e7, the other four 
do extend the thumb. Having given thus a brief dif- 
courfe of the Mufcles of the hand and its fingers, here 
weare to note, that ifany of its Tendonsor Ligaments 
be wounded, that you drefs thefe in the {ame manner asI 
have already fhown you. to cure wounds of the Nerves 
and Tendons. If any of its Veins be cut ftop the flux 
and cure it as you do wounds of the Veins and Arteries; 
and if only fome of its Mu(cles be wounded cure 
thee wounds as I have directed you in wounds happen- 
ing in the flefhy parts. 

[ fhall conclude this with fome remarkable Hittortes. 
The Firft isof Fore/t. fol. 176. cap. 37. where he writes 
of a young man who received a wound in the left hand 
tran(verfly made by a fword by his Brother, which 
wound paft through the hollow of his hand even to 

his

his little finger. Infomuch as that all the Nerves about that 
part and T'endonswere tranfverfly incifed. The wound 
was ftitcht up in three places, putting tentsbetween eve- 
ry future dipt in the white of an Ego and Bol. Armeny 
for the {topping the fluxof blood. But this would not 
{top it, wherefore by the command of Foreftus, who 
afterwards was called into confultation, was Tinder or 
burnt rags mixt with the bole and the white ofan Ego, 
after which the part being rowled up the flux was ftop- 
ped. Thefe Topicks were left on for near three days. 
The third day the reftrictive was removed, then was ap- 
plied a digeftive made of Turpentine,the yolk of an Egg 
and a little Saffron, with which the Tents and Dofills 
were armed, they firft being dipt in Ol. Hyperic. Méuagi- 
féral. Thefe being thus dre{t the wounds were bound u P, 
and all the circumjacent parts were anointed with oyl 
of Rofes for abating of painand inflammation, and find- 
ing the fourth day a heat about his hand, inftead of this 
digeftive the whole hand was anointed with Unguent. 
Populeon. The fourth day he was purged with Ataana or 
Caffea, the fixth day he took a decoétion of Senna and 
Rhubarb. The feventh day being paft,when all fymptoms 
as Fever, Convulfion, indammation and the like were 
no further dreaded, he was not ordered {uch a thin dict. 
The eleventh day becaufe the wound did appear very 
fordid, and was not well purged, it was inwardly wafht 


with a decoction made of Rofemary flowers and Rofes 


boiled in Rhenifh-wine, the which being done the a- 
bovefaid medicines were applied. The thirteenth day was 
applied tothe wound Unguent. Balilicon for filling it 
up with flefh, ordering the Patient to keepa piece of 
wood in his hand; but becaufe proud flefh did ari a- 
bout his little finger, this was taken down by the pow- 
der of burnt Allome. The wound being filled with fleth 
it was skinned with Evpl. Grifeum and Deficcativum.

I will conclude this with that remarkable ftory of the 
worthy <Adrianus Spigelius, who bya piece of glafs 
wounded the fingers of his left hand, hence followed in- 
flammation, the which not only potiefled his whole arm, 
but did alfo occafion a large tumour under his arm-pit,the 
which was {carce fuppurated, but there few out bloody 
and fetid matter; hereupon he fomewhat amended: this 
ceafing a Diarrhoea fupervening, every thing turns to 
the worft, and at length he dies Empyemated. 
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CHAP. LXXVI 
Of Wounds of the T highes. 


“¥- HE Thigh is moved by fourteen Mules: Pfoas, 
THiacus, thefe do bend it; Gluteus major, Glu- 
teus minor,Gluteus minimus,thele {aid to extend it37+7- 
ceps taken for three, this doth adduce its Quadrigemini 
taken for four ; Obturatores thefe for two, abducing it. If 
the Articulation of the Hip be wounded, the Thigh bone 
mutt be kept in its Cavity, which may bedone by laying 
the Patient on his back, and applying fit bol{ters and 
rowlers, If the wound be large and made diredtly, here 
are you to ftop the flux, and then digeft your wound 
with Turpentine or the oyl of Eggs with a little Saffron. 
Mundifie it with Unguentum ex Apio or Mel. Rofarune, 
fill up with Aurenm or Baftlicon, and skin with Dia- 
palma or Deficcativum Rubrum. If the wound bemade 
tranfverfély ‘and large, here are you to ftitch up the 
wound, leaving an Orifice at the bettom for the difcharge 
of the matter; then apply agglutinative Medicines, and 
proceed in this cure as I have already diretted you in 
Wounds made in the fleth. If a wound happens here with 
a fracture, I fhall here produce you an example of the 
like collected from Axbro fe Parey, how you are here to 
deal, and another from Glandorpe in his Spec. Chirurg. 
Obf. 49. 
The firft of Parey is of a Noble man /ib. to. cap. 
12.de valz. Sclop. who kept his bed for feven Months 
by reafon of a wound which he received three fingers 
above the Knee. With which he had thefe {fymptoms at- 
tending it. As Intolerable pains, continual Fever, cold 
Sweats , Watchings, Excoriations of. his Coceyx, Occa- 
> ih ae. fioned 
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Of Wounds in Particular. 


fioned by his fo long lying in his bed. He oft times fell 
down like an Epileptick man with vomiting and a 
continual Trembling, fo as that he could not bring his 
hand to his mouth withouthelp. His thigh was fractur- 
ed both lengthways and tranfverfcly with many {mall 
pieces of bones,of which fome came forth,and others kept 
within, adhering to the Mutcles of the thigh and of the 
lege, which caufed a very large cold pituitous and flatu- 
lent humour about the parts, that they feemed as it 
were extinguifhed and robbed of their native heat. All 
which being confidered there was but little hopes left 
of any cure. Yet confiding fomewhat in the Patients 
age and ftrength, he Gr{t made two incifions to difcharge 
the matters, which did irrigate into the fubftance of the 
Mutcles circumpofed to the bone.;. Which thing fuc- 
ceeded happily, for hereby a great quantity of matter 
was difcharged. Here was injected into thefe incifions 
by aSyringe a good part of Ag yptiacum mixt with Wine 
and a little Agua vite, whereby the matter was com- 
preffed and amended, and the foft, loofe and fpongey 
Heth corrected. the Oedematous Tumour he refolved, 
the pain abated, and the native heat which was oppref- 
fed by the weight of the excrementittous humours was 
corroborated. He fomented the affected parts with 
this following Decoftion made of Sage, Rofemary, 
Tyme, Lavender, Chamomile flowers, Melilot flowers, 
red Rofe leaves, boiled in Wine and in. a lye made of 
Oaken Athes,to which wali@@ed a little Salt and Vinegar. 
This fomentation having in it an attenuating and ex-. 
haurient quality, 1t was ufed for along while. After this. 
was made frictions with warm cloathes fuch as might 
cover the part in-every place. For a thort friction doth 
draw more of humour into the part,. than it doth re- 
folve. Thefé being to be applied about the thigh, leg. 
and foot, hot as they are taken from the fire and then. 
dipt in. Vinegar with a little of 4qua vite, by which 
the

the humours were ftirred up, and many wateri{h humi- 
dities were feen to run mto {weats. The Tumour aba- 
ted, the native heat feemed fomewhat hereby to be re- 
ftored. After which were applied Stuphes dipt in the 
aforefaid lye, in the which was-boiled: Sage, Rofemary. 
Lavender, Salt, Aqua vite Cloves, and thelike. Then 
were the parts fo artificially rowled up, that they did 
occafion no pain, and that with good {iccefs. That if 
one day were herein neglected, “the Tumour did arife 
into a great Bulk. Thick doubled Linnen bowlfters 
were applied to the finuous Ulcers by which the matter 
which was inwardly lodged was exprefled. For the re- 
folution of the Tumour was applied this Cataplafme. 
ke Far. Hord. Fab. Orob. an. Ev}. Mel. commun. Tere- 
bint. Venet. an. Zi}. fl. Cham. Melzlot. Rofar. rub. 
an. %$. Pulv. rad. Irid. fi. Cyper. Maftich. an. Bij. 
Oxcymel, firspl. q: f fiat Catapl. Vigo’s Empl. fine %. 
was alfo applyed, by which the pain was wondertully 
abated, and the Tumour yielded hereto. Yet thefe 
were not applied ‘untill the parts were made warm both 
by the bath and frictions; neither were Catagmatick 
powders omitted. For fifteen days‘he took of a vulnerary 
potion, and befides thefe particular frictions, the whole 
body was prefcribed to be bathed, by which the blood 
was drawn with its {pirit to the parts. At length the 
Fever being abated, and the pains leflened, he taking 
meat of good Juice for rc{toring of ‘his loft fpirits, ina 
fhort time he was made better, and by Gods goodnefs 
was reftored to his former health, fave rel that he did 
not recover the perfect liberty of bending his Knee. 
The fecond you may read in Matth. Gland. Obf. 49. 
of one being wounded with a bullet,whereby was made 
a. penetrating wound with fracture of the thigh bone: 
but this being long [ rather commit you thither, than to 
fill. up my Book into a large Volume by Hiftories.

The firft of 
which is Sewinervofus, 2. Gracilis, 3. Innominatus, es 
Biceps, thefe {aid to be made for its flection. 5. Reus, 
6.Vaftus externus, 7.Vaftus internus, 8. Crureus, thefle 
appointed for its extenfion. 9. Longus futorius, 10. Pop- 
liteus, thefe adducing it, andthe laft Asembranofus ab- 
ducing it. The Mutcles of the Foot are 6. Tibieus An- 
cus, Peroneus.thele bending it, Gemell. or Gaftroche- 
aii externa and Interni, Soleus, and Plamtaris. The 
Toes have allowed them 14. Mutcles, As thus, 1. Atagnus 

or Profaadus, 2. Sublimis, thefe bending them, the 3, 
and 4. extending them, the 5, 6, 7, 8. called Lumbri- 
cales adducing them, 9, 10, 11,12, 13, 14. Interoffei 

thefe abducing them. The great Toe hath four allowed 
it. Having given you this brief furvey ofthe parts of the 
Leg, Foot and Toes by Anatomy, we proceed now to 
its wounds, where we may by advice learn, that if the 
Kneebe wounded, it muft be kept extended, for other- 
wife before the Patient be cured of his hurt, he may 
chance to meet with a contraction. When the joints of 
the Toes are wounded they are to be kept in their na- 
tural pofture. Wounds happening upon the Knee or Leg 
are very perilous, thefe parts being accompanied with 
many Nerves, Tendons and Ligaments, and being plan- 
ted by nature as the depending parts, they are'the more 
fubject for reception of defluxions of humours, Prevent 
in 
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in thefe cafes the impendent .fymptomes by revulfives, 

bloodletting, cupping , ligatures, and frictions, order- 

ing your Patient athin diet, keeping his body foluble 
and the like. Here are you, as touching the affected part, 
totake the fame directions as are prefcribed in wounds 
of the arm, making arepelling ligature to prevent any 
fluxion of humours. If any Nerve be here wounded 
thefe you may know by the pain and inflammation, orif 
any Tendon or Ligament be hurt, addrefs your felf to 
my difcourfe of wounds happening in the Nerves, where 
you will meet with fufficient direéttons and medicines, 
as may anfwer your expectation here. Ifa large flux of 
blood fucceeds upon the wound, {top it alfo, as you are 

directed in wounds of the Veins. Keep your Patient in 

a good temper, and obferve to follow the former dire- 
ctions propofed, and with Gods bleffing queftion not 

your way of proceeding. But toconclude thefe parts, 

take thefe following hiftorical obfervations, the which 

may add to thy skill 1f the like accidents might happen 
to thee in thy practice. 

The firftis of Gulielw. Placentin. Prac. cap. §. who Billo. 
writes that hefaw one who was wounded in the Leg up- 
on the minor foffile, by an Arrow, which Arrow reach- 
ed to the fuperficies of the bone,and did not hurt it. The 
Chirurgeon could not defend the place with all his in- 
ftruments, but a ftiffnefs feized the part, and.aFever fol- 
lowed, and within lefs than a month the Patient died 
hereof. 

Another of the like examples Forefiws brings in Obf another: 
49. lib. 6. fol.255. of one Fohu Roaz of Delph who 
had hurt his Leg again{t fome hard matter, the which 
did contufé itand tranfverfely wounded it; this not be- 
ing much regarded, he applies a Womans advice for 
eight days. But when his Foot was affected with cold, 
the Leg began to grow ftupid, and hence followed a 

great painand Spafm, the whichaccidents could no ways

be removed; hence followed a Fever, no medicines’ ta- 
king place, although fix Chirurgeons were in confulta- 
ton concerned herein witha Phyfician. By this pain he. 
became reftle&, the Fever encreafing upon him. In his 
Foot and whole Leg did a gangrene arife, the which not 
being to be cured, and he being fo weak that amputati- 
on could not fafely be made, died of this {mall wound. 
He hath another alfo ofone who was wounded in his 
right Foot, {o as the whole Foot was cut off about the 
Malleolus. To the cure of which Carpus being deputed, 
the blood he fupprefied with the white of an Eggard a 
reftrictive powder. And as for aflwaging the pain, which 
was vehement, and for the prohibiting the Spafm, he a- 
jointed the whole Leg with hot oy! of Rofes, and the 
Inguens with the fame. Upon his thigh was applied a 
1 defenfative. Inthe fecond and third vilits he applied 
two pledgets dipt in Salzva, and fprinkled with his re- 
ftriftive powder, which were applied to the cut Veins 
and Arteries. _ And above thele two other bowlfters 
dipt in the oylof Hyperic. cum gum. then he rowled up 
the part with convenient ligature, ordering the Patient 
a thin diet. And for his Fever was prefcribed this. Bk Sy- 
rip. End. %}. Mel. Rofar. && Aqu. Endiv. Betonic. Ci- 
chor. an.%j. mifce. The next drefling being the fifth day 
the pledgets were armed with Unguent. ex Cera, Tere- 
hinth. ol. Rofar. Maftich. & Pulv. Lumbric. lot.\in vi- 
no &» preparat. then was adminiftred a Clyfter. Then 
was the wound dreffed with this Digeftive. Be Tere- 
hinth. bG. Mel. Rofar. uj. Farzn. Hord. &1j. Myrrh.Sar- 
cocoll. an. &&. cuue vitello ovi fiat unguent. Afterwards 
he received a more thick diet. Then was the wound 
wafht with Malvatick wine,and after its thus being wath- 
ed was it thus dreffed with the pledgets armed with this 
following. 7 erebinth. xittj. Ol. Afyrtin ZAj. Cer. vernic. 
an. %&}. Sang. Dracon. vj. Thur. Maftich. an. Zilj. frat 
Onguent. Upon the pledgets was fpread Bufilicon. And

thus he proceeded for fome days; the wound hereby be- 
ing filled with flefh, this cicatrizing Unguent was ufed, 
R.Ol. Rof:Sevi caftrat.an thj.Terebinth. V. Cer. Litharg. 
aur. an. Zi. Cerufs. Rij. Thar. &j. fiat unguentum. Then 
the wound was wafhed with Allome wine,and there was 
ufed unguent. de Cale.And above the wound was {prink- 


led a little powder of burnt Allome, by which remedies 
he was perfectly cured.

part, the wound not being great 5 but hereupon pre- 
{ently followeda Spafm before proper medicines could 
be applied, whereof he prefently died. 


Dodoneus cap. 71. Abdit. writes of a Citizen of Another of 


Florence, and many others who having received any 
hurts here, within few days to have died: For upon 
here receiving a wound or ulcer efpecially in. old peo- 
ple, he found them to encreafe and {pread and grow ofa 
livid colour, and the Cztis of the part to be filled with 
black Pafiules, and then lofing its fenfe to grow livid 
and black, neither doth it leave its {fpreading quality 
until it hath reached the bones themfelves and infected 
them. And ifany thing feem fharp, and you cut to pre- 
vent its {preading,it {till creeps further, thefe parts being 
far from the Fountain of heat, and the heat which 
is in them being weak, and the parts very well re- 
plenifhed with Nerves, the which being herewith infe- 
cted do eafily and {peedily communicate of their hurts 
to other parts, whence it happens that thefe being touch- 
ed they do fend forth the fame fo as until the whole 
member be hereby miferably infected. The fame acci- 
dent happened to a Patient of mine here in Norwich, 
an old Gentleman, of above feventy years of age, 
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Of Wounds in Particular. 
dwelling in Suffolk, who having a Corn eut in his Toe; 
and neglecting it did not feek for help very fpeedily,pains 

and inHammations feizing his Toe, did alfo bring the 

whole Foot into confent ; and hence caufed an inflam- 

mation in that. Coming to’ Norwich committing himfelf 
to my honoured Uncle Cropps, and my cure, although 

the beft of remedies were prefcribed, yet thisturned into 

agangrene; weufing the beft of medicines to feparate 

this, yet all availed nothing, for within eighteen or twen-- 
ty days he had his Foot and Leg fo far {pread therewith, 

that it got upwards with. that {peed that it did ina very 

Short time occafion his death, 


CHAP. LXXVIUE.. 
OF We ounds of the Foints. 


> 7 Eare nowarrived at the laft part of our difcourfe, 
which doth treat of Wounds of the Jomts, that 

part being fo moft properly called which is framed for the 
fetting together of the bones for the performing of free 
motion. Now wounds made here, are made either 
by puncture or incifion, and thefe do reach either the 
upper parts, or elfé do penetrate into the cavity thereof 
All wounds here happening are dangerous, according: 
to Galens faying, they being endowed with an exquifite 
fenfe by reafon of the Nerves, Tendons, and Ligaments 
wherewith they are covered,lined,and enwrapped. Hence 
therefore upon wounds here received do generally arife 
an affux of humours, occafioned here by pain. Afters 
wards. inflammations, watchings, thirft, convulfions, 
weaknefs, and fometimes death, Such wounds as do 
penetrate 
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penetrate the Joint, by Gel/us opinion mutt of necefli- 
ty be allowed dangerous, for hereby the moifture which 
kept between the joints is let out, the which being dif 
patched, an excrementitious humour doth fall thereinto, 


being a thin ichorous fub{tance much refembling that of 


Meliceris according to his opinion. 
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As touching its cure, if it be punctured, drefS this cure. 


wound as I have already fhown in pun@ure of the 
Nerves. Keep the parts from cold and defend. them 
from pain, for cold hardneth the skin, hindereth fup- 
puration, and doth extinguifh the native heat as Hipp. 
writes. Ifthe wound be made by incifion, and this be 
large, ftitch itup, hereby not touching any of the mem- 
branous or tendinous parts 5 leaving a {mall orifice in 
the depending part thereof, for the better difcharge 
of the matter. If the wound penetrates not the cavity of 
the juncture, drefs this with Lizimextum Arcei, ad- 
ding hereto a little fine powder of Frankincenfe, Dra- 
gons-blood, Myrrh and Aloes; and to an ounce of the 
former Liniment adda dram of the faid powders; above 
which may be applied an anodyne Empl. or Cataplafn 
made of ff. Cham. Melilot. Rofar. rubr. Sambuci, farin. 
Fabar. Hord. and the like; to which may be added 
fome milk with a little OL. Agyrtin. Ro far. & parum Cro- 
cz, applying thefe, and all your other medicines which 
are to be ufed, actually hot. If the wound doth pene- 
trate the Jomt, you are by Aguapendews’s advice to ap- 
ply avery drying medicine: thefe parts being naturally 
very dry, and therefore requiring drying medicines : 
they being alfo void of fenfe and feeling, and agreat 
plenty of matter falling herein, ought and do requett 
very drying medicines. And for this ufe Balfam. Pern- 
vian. Liniment. Arcei, Balfam. noftr. Balfam. Luca- 
tell. cum Spir. Terebinth. are very excellent medicines 
heres always obferving to keep every member in its due 
pofition ; and when you fee the wound doth begin to

unite, you may order your Patient to ufe a moderate 
motion of the wounded part. To conclude, if you are to 
digeft, this is here very proper, R.Terebinth. lot. in aqu. 
falo. 28. mel. opt. Siij. farin. Hord. aij. Alo. Succotrin. 
Zilj. fiat unguentum ¢ Ot for the fame ufe may this be ap- 
plied. Be Farin. fem. Lin. Hord.Orob. an. partes equal. 
mel. g.f.ad Catapl. fpiffitudinem, dein cum frigidum e- 
vaferit adde Pulv. Myrrh. Alo. an. =i. mifce pro ufu. 
Tle fhut up all with the Hiftory of a man who being 
fhot in the joint by a bullet, the {hot penetrating the 
joint of his right arm, and although fearching with my 
probe I foon found how it was lodged, yet by reafon of 
thenarrownefs of the orifice, and the many Tendons, 
branches of Veins and. Arteries planted thereabouts, [at 
Grit did not attempt the extraction of the fame, yet ve- 
ry fpeedily conjecturing how to prevent all pains, I di- 
lated the wounded part and extracted the fhot, the 
which being attended with alarge flux of blood, this 
was fpeedily reprefled by my re{trictive powders, after 
which the wound was digefted with this followifg Uz- 
guent. Kr. Terehinth. Venet. lot. in aqu. Planta. 2Aj. OL. 
Hyperic. magiftral. %j. vitel. Ovor. .j. Croc. DS. over 
which was applied a fepelling Cataplafm made of Bol. 
Armen. Sangu. Dracon. Myrrh. Maftich. Ol. Myrtin. Ro- 
far. with a little Acetum and Aqua Rofarum fiaul 
mixt. At the fecond drefling for eafe of pain, and allay- 
ing of inflammation, the circumjacent parts were em- 
brocated with Ol. Rofarum & Ol. Chamemel. {till con- 
tinuing the former digeftive until the part afforded a 
jaudable matter 5 then was it deterged with this follow- 
ing inje€tion which was injected into the wound by a 
Syringe, made of Sanicul. Hyperic. Centaur. Abfynth. A- 
grimon. Betonic. Veronte. Salv. and the like, addingto 
“he Decoétion a piece of Roch Alome, in its boiling, 
and when colated annexing to it fome Mel. Rofar. 
The wound being thus deterged it was afterwards filled 
up 
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up with flefh by the benefit af Unguent. Aure?, Bafilic. 
e» Liniment. Arcei mixed all together, and by order- 
ing the Patienta thin diet, keeping his body foluble, 
and a good temper in his parts, and by the benefit of 
deficcativum Rubrum his wound was cicatrized and the 
Patient perfectly recovered. 

Thus have I failed through the bloody Ocean of 
Wounds, wherein I have like a faithful Pilot fhown how 
the young Chirurgeon may fteer his courfe in the wound- 
ed Main,and how he may keep both himfelfand the veflel 
of his Art fromthe Rocks and Shelves of ignominy and 
flander. To which alfo have I added the variety of figures 
which fhow both his ufeful inftruments and poftures, ac- 
companying the difcourfes with the authority of hiftori- 
cal obfervations. And ifany more ftudious, and a greater 
lover of Art, and mafter of Learning fhall be pleafed to 
fend forth a better light, I will foon call in mines inthe 
_ mterim accept with kindnefs that which is here afforded, 
and be not diflatisfied with my method which is good,and 
capable enough of teaching every young Artift, how to 
procure health to the wounded Patient, and to unite the 
parts which are disjoined. 
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
